DPW battles season’s first snowstorm 


Saturday morning, plows hit the streets again to clear out the 
downtown area and parking lots. 

Although school vacation meant less traffic, O’Brien said fighting 
the storm was hampered somewhat by cars in the roadway on Friday. 
“It’s hard when cars are parking in the roadway. We get around much 
easier at night,” he added. 

O’Brien said the roads were in pretty good shape throughout the day 
Friday. “There were no accidents [during the day Friday], Late 
[Friday night], there were a few bumper accidents due to black ice. It 
sneaks up on people,” he added. 

A somewhat depleted staff due to budget cuts also had an impact on 
fighting the storm. A number of positions in the DPW have been left 
vacant following retirements, due to a hiring freeze enacted by 
selectmen last year. “The cuts haven’t helped us,” said O’Brien. “I 
lost what were probably three of my key personnel.” 

O’ Brien said some of the younger workers have been tra ined to fill in 
the duties assumed by the retired workers. However, he added, “You 
can’t take the place of a guy who’s been here 30 years. 

“They need a couple of storms. That’s the only way they can learn,” 
said O’Brien of the younger workers. “You’ve got to make the best of 
what you've got.”

Winchester’s highway department crews were ready and waiting 
when the town was hit with the first snowstorm of the season. 

Department of Public Works (DPW) crews were on the road by 4:30 
a m, Dec. 29 to battle the first snowstorm of the year, according to 
Highway Superintendent Hugh O’Brien. 

Salters were loaded and plows mounted the night before the storm. 
“We were all ready to go the minute it started,” said O’Brien. Snow 
started falling about 4 a.m., and crews were salting and sanding the 
streets by 4:30 a.m. 

However, there was not enough snow to plow until about 7 a.m., at 
which time plow trucks were sent out. 

According to O'Brien, DPW crews cover 22 routes on Winchester’s 
more than 90 miles of streets and private roads, using about 22 pieces 
of equipment, 

“[The crews] did an excellent job,” said O'Brien. “We got out at it 
on lime. That’s the key to it.” 

Crews continued working until about midnight the following night, 
salting roads lo prevent accidents on what is known as “black ice,” an 
invisible coating of ice that sticks to the contours of the road, and does 
not shine like a frozen puddle.

She said she’s running the same 
post-Christmas sales she does each 
year but noted that Calista’s and 
many other smaller shops were 
forced into pre-Christmas sales in 
reaction to the price-cutting at big¬ 
ger chain stores. 

Joe Stanley, owner of Bookends, 
said he was pleased with his store’s 
sales this holiday season, and attri¬ 
buted the success to the appeal of 
books as a popular gift. 


“We probably did better than last 
year,” said Stanley. “Books are a 
low-cost item.” 

He said the book market does not 
see “the peaks and valleys” that 
other retail stores must endure dur¬ 
ing a poor economy. “It wasn’t a 
boon year,” said Stanley, “but I’m 
pleased [with sales] despite all the 
gloom-and-doom predictions.” 

And not many households went 
without the traditional Christmas 
tree, according to Tom Mahoney, 
general manager of Mahoney’s 
farmsland. He said Mahoney’s 
moved the same number of tree this 
year as last, but said sales were 
down slightly from 1989. Mahoney 
attributed the drop to people buying 
smaller trees this year.

Winchester High School teacher 
Irene Michelson thinks there should 
be a mechanism other than academ¬ 
ic awards to recognize students. 

As a result, Michelson came up 
with the idea of a "Student of the 
Month" award at Winchester High 
School, and with support from High 
School Principal John Ritchie, 
Michelson has implemented the sys¬ 
tem, with the first "Student of the 
Month" chosen in December.

Moore's selection was based on 
comments from other teachers as 
well, which the committee solicited 
after Moore’s nomination, said 
Michelson. And she believes stu¬ 
dents like Moore deserve to be 
recognized. 

"I’ve been thinking for two or 
three years there must be a way for 
some other kids to be recognized 
besides the ones that gel all A’s," 
she said. 

Michelson said there are signific¬ 
ant accomplishments by students 
that at times go unrecognized. In a 
letter to colleagues at the high 
school, Michelson wrote, "My hope 
is to reinforce the concept that each 
individual possesses worth and dig¬ 
nity. Recognition of their achieve¬ 
ments in a variety of categor¬ 
ies ... should inspire them to strive 
for excellence." 

Students may be nominated for 
academic excellence, extra¬ 
curricular activities, community 
service, school service, an unusual 
or significant accomplishment, a 
humanitarian deed, or a combina¬ 
tion of the above, 

"For other kids that will never 
make fhigh honors] ... we’re going 
to have a means to recognize these 
students." she said. "It’s something 
unique, something special.” 

Presently, students are nominated 
by teachers, and a rolling selection 
committee makes the final decision

MHFA offers 
new round of funds 

Representatives Paul Casey and 
Senator-Elect Charles Shannon 
announced Dec. 12 that the Massa¬ 
chusetts Housing Finance Agency 
(MHFA) has a new $5 million low- 
interest Home Improvement Loan 
Program (HILP) to help qualified 
homeowners in 145 communities 
rehabilitate their homes. The inter¬ 
est rate for HILP loans is five per¬ 
cent and more than 400 people are 
expected to benefit. 

Of these funds, $2.5 million is 
targeted for elderly or disabled bor¬ 
rowers who have lower incomes. 
Many of these loans are expected to 
be used for accessibility improve¬ 
ments such as the construction of 
entry ramps, widened doors, and 
wheel-in showers. The remaining 
funds are available to homeowners 
meeting general eligibility 
guidelines.

Loans will be available through 53 
local housing agencies in the 145 
participating communities. A prog¬ 
ram brochure listing these agencies 
can be obtained by contacting 
MHFA’s Office of Single Family 
Programs at 451-2766.

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Getting ready for flu season

Area towns seem to be in the 
“early stage- of an influenza 
epidemic,’’ according to the 
Emergency and Walk-in Depart¬ 
ment chief at Mount Auburn 
Hospital. 

There are reports of cases of the 
flu in Winchester, although there is 
no way to ascertain the exact 
number. 

Some schools in the state have 
reported absentee rates of up to 30 
percent, and some started holiday 
break early because of the outbreak, 
according to published reports. 

But in Winchester, Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos said 
there have been few, if any, reports 
of flu among schoolchildren. 

“We really have had no unusual 
attendance pattern,’’ Mitsakos said. 
“It’s not any different than a year 
ago,’’ At most, five or six children 
were absent from an elementary 
school class before the holiday 
break. 

However, Mitsakos said he was 
“very grateful’’ school vacation was 
coming up, Time away from other 
students would allow children who 
might he on the verge of becoming 
sick to clear out their systems. 

In addition, the vacation period 
allows time for the school to air out. 
“Any bacteria in general doesn’t

have a very long life span. By not 
having anybody [in the schools], my 
sense is [bacterial would not last 
more than a few days or few hours,’’ 
Mitsakos said. 

Mitsakos also said children who 
might normally slay home from 
school were more likely to be in 
school the last few days before vaca¬ 
tion. Attendance was “exceptional” 
the Friday before vacation, a lime 
Mitsakos said most classes are hav¬ 
ing festive activities. 

“The numbers would suggest 
there isn’t a problem. Maybe some 
kids are not feeling as well as nor¬ 
mal, but they are making every 
effort to come to school,” he added. 

Symptoms of the flu can take on a 
variety of forms, the most common 
being a runny nose and cough, like 
the cold, and a fever. Vomiting and 
intestinal problems can also accom¬ 
pany these aspects, as well as body 
aches and general malaise. 

Walter Galvin, director of the 
Arlington Department of Health, 
says that flu is passed on by sneez¬ 
ing, coughing, and hand contact. 
People who have the flu symptons 
should stay away from school or 
work to avoid passing on this unde¬ 
sirable affliction, 

Dr. Gary Selnik of Mount Auburn 
Hospital said approximately two to 
three percent of Belmont residents 
currently have the flu, and that the 

combines 


number may increase. 

“It could get a lot worse,” he said. 
Belmont has escaped school clos¬ 
ings so far. said School Superinten¬ 
dent Dr. Peter Holland. 

According to Setnik, the Type B flu 
virus is currently the most common, 
but Type A virus infections are also 
on the rise. 

“Type B is not as responsive to the 
one oral medication that hospitals 
use — Amantadine,” Setnik said. 
The medication is more effective at 
hattling the Type A virus, he said. 

“I recommend that anyone in a 
high risk category get immunized,” 
Setnik said. Vaccination is an effec¬ 
tive way to protect against both the 
A and B viruses, he said. 

According to Setnik, the high risk 
categories include: 

- Adults or children with chronic 
pulmonary or cardiovascular dis¬ 
eases who have required hospitaliza¬ 
tion in the past year 

- Children with asthma 

- Residents of nursing homes or 
other chronic care facilities 

- Healthy individuals over 65 

- Those who have had any medical 
treatment in the past year for diab¬ 
etes, kidney diseases, blood dis¬ 
eases, or immuno-suppressed condi¬ 
tions (cancer patients undergoing 
chemotherapy or those with AIDSj. 

He warned about the use of aspirin 
for children with flu who are 


between the ages of six months and 
18 years. He said that might lead to 
Reye’s Syndrome, a serious, and 
sometimes fatal condition. 

In Newton, School Superintendent 
Irsin Blumer said, “I don’t gel the 
sense that this year is different than 
any other. “This year, it’s just a 
little early. Problems usually start 
in January or February.” 

St. Joseph's School in Needham 
closed early on Wednesday, Dec. 19 
due to high absence rate. Out of 410 
students, 115 were out, more than 25 
percent of the student body. Several 
teachers were out as well. 

So far, says town nurse, Janice 
Berns, the Needham public school 
system has not been that hard hit, 
but their absence rale before the 
holiday break was 10 percent, or 
approximately 370 students out of a 
population of 3,700. 

Dr. Ann Case, assistant, superin¬ 
tendent of the Wellesley Public 
Schools, did not believe there to be a 
flu problem in her school system. 

“The nurses have not brought to 
my attention that there is any criti¬ 
cal problem,” Case reported. 

The assistant superintendent said 
the school system is unsure of the 
number of flu cases within the sys¬ 
tem, explaining the schools do not 
keep such a tally. 


regular, special ed

The latest teaching development 
in the country is already at work in 
Winchester schools — combining 
regular education and special 
education. 

Special education teachers and 
coordinators met with School Com¬ 
mittee members last month to dis¬ 
cuss recent initiatives in this field 
and the long-established programs 
that are already a part oi Winches¬ 
ter’s curriculum. 

Nationally, these efforts are called 
the Regular Education Initiative, 
which is a series of efforts “to main¬ 
stream special needs students more 
thoroughly and successfully and to 
reduce the need for special educa¬ 
tion services.” 

Paula Grady, coordinator of sec¬ 
ondary special education at 
Winchester schools, described the 
practice of “co-teaching,” the pair¬ 
ing of special needs education tedch- 
ers and regular education teachers 
in one classroom with children from 
both levels. 

Grady said the process begins 
with a meeting between the teach¬ 
ers, the principal and a coordinator 
and a discussion on “what each 
teacher can offer.” Grady said the 
regular education teacher usually 


handles the “what” of teaching; the 
curriculum and the special educa¬ 
tion teacher handles the “how” of 
teaching — how the material is pre¬ 
sented to students. 

Currently, there are nine such 
partnerships at McCall Middle 
School and the high school. One of 
the partnerships is in the physical 
education department and another, 
currently being developed, is in 
industrial arts. 

For teachers, the approach of hav¬ 
ing two teachers in a classroom 
poses the dilemma of diffeienl 
teaching styles. But with time, the 
collaboration can prove beneficial 
for both the teachers and the 
students. 

Andrea Wong, principal at Muraco 
School, is a regular player in the 
child study teams, which are 
designed to monitor the progress of

Kudos to Casey 

Rep. Paul Casey should be commended for his efforts to 
keep the Stone Zoo as a viable educational institution for 
residents in Winchester and surrounding communities. 

Casey began his efforts to save the zoo last spring when 
budget cuts threatened to shut down the 85-year-old institution. 
Casey fought back with his support of what has been tagged as 
zoo bill — legislation aimed at privatizing the Stone and 
Franklin Park zoos by creating a public, non-profit corpora¬ 
tion to manage each. Through the zoo bill, each facility would 
have been able to raise and manage its own funds, free from 
the state's fiscal chaos. 

The measure received mixed reviews from legislators over 
the last year, but Casey didn’t give up his fight. 

Even when the Stone Zoo’s doors closed in November, Casey 
vowed to keep the zoo alive. For 85 years, the zoo has provided 
an educational outlet for students, and an inexpensive outing 
spot for families — something Casey didn't want to see fall by 
the wayside as a result of budget woes. 

Last week, the zoo bill suffered perhaps its final blow when 
Boston Rep. John McDonough refused to accept an amend¬ 
ment introduced by Sen. John Brennan (D-Malden) that would 
require minimum qualifications for the zoo director. These 
requirements, which included a master’s degree in business or 
three years experience running a zoo that has been accredited 
for five years or more, would have made current zoo director 
Mark Goldstein ineligible for the post. 

McDonough’s opposition left the bill hanging without the 
necessary support to move to the Governor’s desk for a 
signature. 

Perhaps it is a lost battle for Casey et al, but it was a fight 
well fought. His concern for the safety of the animals at the zoo 
should not go unheralded, and he deserves congratulations for 
his diligent efforts. 

We commend Rep. Casey, and share in his frustration at the 
legislators’ inability to reach consensus on the zoo bill.

‘Princess’ — A 
Christmas postlude 


Entering the world of ideas

Just before Christmas, through 
the early dawn of Dec. 20, a 
beautiful tortoise-shell cat 
roamed silently through her 
beloved open spaces and woods 
along the Aberjona River near 
the Watch Hand Factory — per¬ 
haps in search of a wayward field 
mouse, or simply relishing the 
freedom so cherished of her kind. 

As the old brick mill building 
brooded over the misty river the 
cat crept with feline stealth 
around a corner, defined by a 
chain link fence. 

For whatever reason — per¬ 
haps the flitting of bird from nest 
— the cat climbed a tree near the 
electrical transformer of the 
plant and sprung over the fence 
onto the transformer, 

Her leap was imperfect and as 
her left front leg received the full 
impact of 14,000 volts, her world 
ceased to exist as she was blown 
violently onto a pile of straw on 
the cold December ground. 

At 6:45, the day shift began 
arriving at the darkened plant, 
and a silent group began gather¬ 
ing about the transformer, where 
lay at its base, the inert body of 
the cat, 

A Winn employee, with tears in 


her eyes, bent toward the pros¬ 
trate form and saw with wonder 
its sides heaving gently with life. 

It was now 7:20 a m. and along 
with Boston Edison, Winchester 
Police Officers Carl Fuller and 
Peter Hersee arrived on the 
scene. 

As the men worked to remove 
the creature, within inches of the 
14,000 lethal volts, the confused 
cat revived and sprang in terror 
up onto the fence — across the 
transformer — and back onto the 
fence. A sympathetic employee 
tossed her coat to the Edison 
repairman who covered the ani¬ 
mal with it — while officer Fuller 
pul a protective collar around her 
neck. A Winn employee then cov¬ 
ered the injured cat protectively 
with his arms as a box was 
brought from inside the plant. 
She was gently edged into the box 
for her trip to Winchester Veter¬ 
inary Group on Cross Street. 

As the day wound down, two 
off-duty patrolmen — Officers 
Fuller and Hersee checked back 
at the clinic and made a contribu¬ 
tion for the care of the cat. As 
they talked, a woman in the wait¬ 
ing room, greatly moved by the 
story, made a further donation!

For Reading Awareness week at 
my first grader's elementary school, 
the kids had done something diffe¬ 
rent each day: they'd read aloud to 
other family members; read silently 
in their favorite chairs; read recipes 
and prepared the dishes described 
there ... 

Now, at 2 pm. mid-way through 
the week, everyone in school was 
reading, they way they do every 
Wednesday for 30 minutes. But’, 
because this was a special week, any 
parents who could make it were 
invited to come to school with their 
books, too. 

As I walked in the side door by the 
first grade classroom, I met the 
principal, just settling into a cozy 
corner spot on the floor. "Is every¬ 
one in the whole school really read¬ 
ing now?” I asked with a trace of 
skepticism. "Every teacher? The 
secretary? The school nurse?" 

"Everyone," he said, smiling 
before he dipped inlo his own book 

In humans over a certain age, a 
double awareness settles over things 
and places: you see them for what 
they are now; and, with an inner 
sight, you see them loo as they once 
were. I looked around at the class¬ 
room, now decorated with pictures 
of the 50 states, and questions like, 
"Why do babies cry so much' 7 ’’ 

A decade ago, when my oldest 
child attended first grade here, (his 
room was the cafeteria. II rang with 
the happy shouts of eating children 
The principal at the time had a big 
toy traffic lighl. 1 recalled, which 


shone green generally, but turned 
red when the noise level rose loo 
high. 

He left after a time, to write a book 
on spelling, and another principal 
came. That principal had plump, 
pink cheeks and a jolly, full beard, 
and wore funny hats a lot. During his 
time here, Ihe custodian died, and 
there was a memorial service at ihe 
school. His widow thanked the kids 
for coming and said her husband 
would be damn proud, and the little 
ones gasped at the frank display of 
grown-up emotion. 

Then that principal died in his 
sleep and the school mourned, and 
one little boy drew a picture, with 
dark scribbles and the angry words, 
“It’s not the same.” 

And it wasn't the same, it was all 
new, which it always is. A new 
principal came and he stood up at 
the Christmas concert a year ago 
and said he was glad to be spending 
his first holiday season as the princi¬ 
pal of our school and the father of his 
own new baby. 

It was he who’d dreamed up the 
oasis called Reading Week. We 
basked in that oasis, as dustmotes 
engendered perhaps in the Eisen¬ 
hower years swirled slowly, and an 
apricot light shone on our bended 
heads. 

One grownup read, “Yaz,” 
another "Swim With the Sharks,” a 
third "Clear and Present Danger,” 
This one had the collecled essays of 
Ellen Goodman, that one a biblical 
commentary. The woman next to me 
was deep in Annie Dilliard’s "An 
American Childhood." Some of 
these first-grade girls skipped along 


with the rhythmic Dr. Seuss, and 
others made a sustained effort with 
chapter books. The boys, almost to a 
man, pored over volumes on dino¬ 
saurs and baseball. (“We don’t actu¬ 
ally read them,” my child confided 
out of the side of his mouth. "We look 
at the pictures, more like, and pre¬ 
tend to read ") 

The room was silent. Ike’s dust 
turned lazy cartwheels. It was a 
lovely half-hour. 

In Annie Dilliard’s book, which I 
gave myself as a birthday present 
last year, the author describes the 
process by which children wake up, 
sometime in elementary school, to 
the fact that they’re alive: "They 
wake up like sleepwalkers in full 
stride ... like people brought back 
from cardiac arrest. 

"They know the neighborhood, 
they can read and write English, 
they are old hands at the commonp¬ 
lace mysteries, and yel they feel 
themselves lo have just stepped off 
the boat, just converged with their 
bodies, just flown down from a 
trance, to lodge in an eerily familiar 
life already well underway. 

"I woke in bits like all my child¬ 
ren, piecemeal over the years," she 
writes. 

Perhaps that’s how we all wake 
and become conscious at last. And 
when we read, we become more 
conscious yet. Reader’s mind meets 
writer’s — the zap is almost electric. 
We look up from our book and feel 
ourselves moving, as Time churns 
along, pulling us with him. We look 
back at our book and find our place 
again: in Ihe world of ideas. Outside 
time. Where death and change can¬ 
not enter.

cause more destruction in Kuwait, 
and kill more Kuwaitis, than the 
occupation. 

True, Iraq is causing much pain, 
but there are others ways of dealing 
with this wrong, ways lens terrible, 
less traditional, and much less 
costly. 

If we simply ruled out war as an 
option as a country, as we rule out 
killing as a person, except in self- 
defense, we could bring about major 


changes in the situation without the 
certain devastation we will cause to 
others and ourselves. It would be 
hard to imagine a non-war scenario 
costing as much in money or lives, 
as this war will; being as disruptive 
to the world’s economy and political 
stability, as this war will; and 
spreading as much grief and suffer¬ 
ing, as this war will. 

For even if there is this terrible 
war, and Hussein is killed and Iraq 
is driven back, all the “martyrs” we 
will create and their families and 
friends will come back again, in 
future years, as sure as the sun will 
rise, and they will be multitudes. 

It is finally lime for, and the world 
is ready for, another way to deal 
with aggression, other than aggres¬ 
sion back. 

Speak out for enlightened 
approaches. Think it through 
yourself.

1981: 10 years ago 

Selectmen voted to increase park¬ 
ing violation fines for overtime and 
meter violations from $1 to $3. Those 
fines could go as high as $15 for 
violations during times of snow 
removal. In addition, all tickets 
would cost $20 if no paid within 21 
days. 

The School Committee met to dis¬ 
cuss $448,000 in budget reductions at 
the high school, designed to comply 
with the recently enacted Prop. 2»/ 2 . 
School Committee Chairman 
Catherine Alexander had planned 
the second of five budget meetings to 
discuss the $1.4 million 1982 budget 
reduction recommended by the 
administration. 

School Committee member Con¬ 
stance Papas said her suggestion for 
teachers to forego their salary 
increases next year was an oppor¬ 
tunity for the educators to gain a 
great public relations victory 
statewide. Winchester Education 
Association President Steve Gorrie 
said however, such a freeze would 
simply mean teachers would be sub¬ 
sidizing the education of Winchester 
students.

The presentations given by certain 
members of the School Committee 
and school administration were 
simply unbelievable.

(Winchester Star, Dec. 6, 1990). Yet, 
I have in front of me a payroll 
register for the town of Winchester, 
dated 1/07/89, that shows a number 
of teachers were paid an annual 
salary of at least $40,113, How is it 
possible that numbers from the pay¬ 
roll register differ from those given 
by the assistant superintendent? 

Moreover, average teacher sala¬ 
ries (FY89) based on data from the 
Massachusetts Department of Edu¬ 
cation showed that Winchester’s 
average teacher salaries were 
fourth highest in the slate. This 
certainly shows that Winchester is 
“competitive” and that taxpayers 
are supporting quality education 
where it counts. I find it difficult to 
understand how a School Committee 
member can say that Winchester’s 
teachers’ salaries are just “in the 
middle”. 

The letter Town Meeting members 
received from the Winchester teach¬ 
ers, dated Nov. 29, 1990, is truly an 
example of “misinformation and 
misinterpretation” that character¬ 
izes the current crisis. Comparisons 
of the top salary step (master’s plus 
30) is simply ridiculous. The only 
way in which such a comparison 
would give a valid indication of 
teacher compensation would be the

nypoinetical situation in which all 
teachers in all towns are in fact in 
this top step. Why not comparisons 
of average salaries with particular 
interest in the salaries of our most 
recently hired teachers? 

It is time for the town to start to 
deal with its fiscal crisis. Perhaps 
we in Winchester should adopt the 
course taken by Lexington where 
town officials have limited the 
increase in the school budget to 3.5 
percent (Boston Globe, 12/9/90). 
Also, according to the Globe, Lex¬ 
ington school officials cancelled “17 
courses at the high school in which 
fewer than 15 students were 
enrolled." 

At Winchester High School, some 
140 courses are offered to 800 stu¬ 
dents which is about 5.7 students per 
course. Last year, al Winchester 
High School, there were three clas¬ 
ses taught with 12 or fewer students 
enrolled. There is a terrible need for 
curriculum change at the high 
school, yet the School Committee 
falls to deal with this problem. 

Graduation requirements need to 
be strengthened especially in the 
areas of mathematics and foreign 
languages. We are in the fortunate 
position, mainly because of smaller 
enrollments, to markedly improve 
the quality of education by down¬ 
sizing the curriculum and increasing 
graduation requirements. 

I now state my displeasure with a 
teacher who, as a former School 
Committee member, was involved 
with the hiring of our present super¬ 
intendent of schools and who came 
before Town Meeting demanding a 
salary increase. One important 
aspect of an outstanding faculty is 
age distribution. Shrinking enroll¬ 
ments with the laying off of younger 
teachers have certainly contributed 
to this problem. 1 do know that at the 
time the former School Committee 
member was hired as a teacher a 
young lady from my neighborhood 
who had just finished her master's 
degree in education requested from 
the Winchester school administra¬ 
tion an application for a teaching

NESWC, a contract that was signed 
in 1981. Wheelabrator sells the 
electricity it generates from burning 
trash back to the electric company. 
However, Stickney says that Whee¬ 
labrator only receives 10.5 percent 
of the energy revenues derived from 
the sale of power. 

Wheelabrator has also suffered a 
reduction in operating capacity, said 
Stickney, because of a change in the 


composition of the trash. Because 
the trash now has a higher heating 
value, Wheelabrator's furnaces 
must process smaller amounts of 
trash at a time. 

Stickney said NESWC communi¬ 
ties are responsible for compensa 
lion for changes in the trash-burning 
market, since NESWC “insisted on 
assuming contract risks,” when 
they forged the agreement in 1981. 


“They elected to lake all of the 
market risks.’’ said Stickney, "all in 
the hopes of seeing lower disposal 
costs.” This, he added, is "unusual 
for municipal communities given 
the inherent price instability.” 

Hopcroft said in a recent phone 
interview dial the agreement with 
Wheelabrator is based on an 
“unforeseen circumstances clause.” 
and said NESWC believes the 


decline in revenue "was forseeable 
by Wheelabrator.” 

In addition. Hopcroft says Wheela¬ 
brator wants NESWC communities 
to pay for the salary of a full-time 
environmental coordinator to work 
for Wheelabrator, who they say is 
necessary to help decipher the bar¬ 
rage of new environmental laws gov- 
erning trash-burning. NESWC 
believes the position is unnecessary.

Nomination papers for the 1991 
Town Election on March 26 are now 
available at the Town Clerk’s office, 
according to Town Clerk Carolyn 
Ward. 

Once again the one-year Town 
Moderator term has expired. Also, 
many boards have three-year terms 
available: two three-year terms on 
the Board of Selectmen; one Asses¬ 
sor; one member of the Board of 
Health; two Planning Board seats; 
two three-year School Committee 
seats; and, one Library Trustee. 

Also, the Housing Authority will 
have two seats on the ballot; one 
five-year term and one two-year 
term. The two-year term comes with 
the death of longtime Housing 


Authority member Joseph J. Riga. 

Candidates for town-wide office 
are required to obtain the signatures 
of 50 registered voters to have their 
names placed on the ballot. 

Also, one-third of the 192 three- 
year-term members of Town Meet¬ 
ing are up for re-election. Some 
shorter terms have also opened in a 
few precincts. 

Candidates for Town Meeting need 
the signatures of 10 registered vot¬ 
ers in their precinct to be eligible for 
placement on the ballot. Incumbent 
Town Meeting members need not 
obtain signatures, but must notify 
the Town Clerk in writing of their 
intent to become a candidate for 
re-election. 


The last day to take out nomina¬ 
tion papers at the Town Clerk's 
office is Thursday, Jan. 31 at 5 p.m. 
Candidates have until Tuesday, Feb. 
5 to submit signed papers to the 
Board of Registrars for 
certification.

The responses of strangers meet¬ 
ing in new fellowship have been 
immediate, and they have been a 
delight.

The visit was one of discovery.

What happened in Winchester also 
happened on the stage of the Christ¬ 
mas Revels, attended by the Soviets 
and several host students and co¬ 
presented not only by an American 
troupe but also by the Dmitri Pok 
rovsky Ensemble. During the show 
the Russians presented songs and 
dances from southern Russian, the 
Americans performed music of 
Appalachia; Soviets sang and 
danced music of America; Amen 
cans sang Russian song and danced 
Russian steps, the groups joined, 
they exchanged. 

There was on stage, as in the 
audience, a discovery of similarities 
and of differences, a delight in what 
was common and in what was 
unlike, and a shared response to 
what connects us all — and an evi¬ 
dent. mutual response between 
these two cultures 

At the farewell reception on Dec 
19. which formally ended the 


Soviets’ visit, expressions of grati 
tude flowed freely from both visitors 
and hosts. “We appreciate your 
respect and interest in us." said 
Koval “For us it is really a thanks 
giving day today. 

“Friendship,” she added, "helps 
us to survive.” 

That occasion, like the opening 
reception, was marked by gifts 
tokens and symbols of shared good 
will and friendship. The Soviets pro 
sented gifts to our Soviet Visit Plan 
ning Committee, gave a concert, and 
repeated their invitation to the 
Winchester schools to visit Lenin¬ 
grad.

Employees at Mahoney's Ilocky 
Ledge Farm had a pre-Christmas 
surprise awaiting them one morning 
at work. 

A mother goat in the manger at 
Mahoney's gave birth to two babies 
on the morning of Dec. 23. 

Steve Hancock, an employee at 
Mahoney’s said he discovered the 
mother goat in labor when he came 
into work the morning of Dec. 23. 

“I had an idea she was pregnant,” 
Hancock said, “but I had no idea 
how far along she was.” 

By the time Hancock discovered 
the mother was in the midsl ot labor, 
she had given birth to one baby, hut 
had some complications with her 
second. Hancock placed a call to his 
father, a retired veterinarian, for 
advice. 

“1 consulted him and tried to help 
her,” Hancock said. However, he 


later called a veterinarian to the 
Cambridge Street site to ensure a 
safe delivery for both mother and 
child, 

"Both [babies] appear to be per¬ 
fectly healthy,” said Hancock. 

The animals are shipped to Maho¬ 
ney's annually from Southwick Ani¬ 
mal Farm in Mendon for the holiday 
display. Mahoney’s owner Paul 
Mahoney said the manager has been 
tlie site of one oilier birth since the 
animals have begun visiting the 
farm. Southwick employees jour¬ 
neyed to Mahoney's that afternoon 
to pick up mother and children. 

"[The stable scene isl a big 
attraction, even more so this year

Finally liiere is the 
Iasi presentation, a chain ot friend¬ 
ship made as precious as silver by 
the hands of the students linking the 
names or I lie Soviet students with 
those of their American "brothers 
and sisters”; symbolic not simply of 
friendship proffered but of friend¬ 
ships made, symbolic not just of a 
mulling hut of a bond that will he 
fell, treasured, and curried always 
within.

Winchester’s wrestlers are now 4-0 
with wins over Marlboro (62-9) and 
Holliston (61-12) Dec. 22 in Marl¬ 
boro, leaving seven members unde¬ 
feated going into the Lowell Tourna¬ 
ment: Chuck Held, Hugh Turcotte, 
Jeff Foster, Will Thilly, Chris 
Ebanks, Mike Britt and Bill 
Branley. 

Opening against Marlboro were 
the Held brothers, Rich and Chuck. 
Rich received a forfeit at 103 and 
Chuck pinned his 112 man in a 
minute flat. 

At 119, Charlie Baldwin recorded 
his first varsity win with an 18-11 
decision. Jeff Do (125) followed with 
a technical fall (21-4). Do kept well 
back in his dominating performance 
thus correcting a problem that had 
cost him some earlier matches. 

With the team score at 21-0, 
Winchester Coach Larry Tremblay 
sent in JV David Byrne at 130 to get 
some experience and also to move 
his powerful, five-man middle¬ 


weight lineup to heavier weight clas¬ 
ses and stiffer competition. Byrne 
however, was caught immediately 
in a headlock and lost by fall soon 
thereafter. 

Next came the fearsome five. 
Hugh Turcotte (1351 used an under¬ 
body bar arm for the turn and a most 
unpleasant figure four on the head 
for a quick pin. Jeff Foster (140) 
used a crossbody ride into a harness 
with the same gratifying result. Will 
Thilly (145) first used a cradle on 
Marlboro’s captain but later in the 
first period used a scarf hold for the 
fall. 

Chris Ebanks (152) opened with a 
takedown and nearfall but nearly 
got caught himself in the first per¬ 
iod. This development was erased 
from the books when he converted a 
stack-up to a half-nelson-crotch 
combination for a second-period fall. 
Mike Britt finished the expected 
spree with a no-nonsense cradle in 
the opening seconds for the fall at 
160. 

New fans may wonder what “mov¬ 
ing up a weight class’’ means. In 


order to qualify for the slate tourna¬ 
ment in a particular weight class, 
the wrestler must have weighed in at 
that weight class for at least half of 
the dual meets wrestled during the 
season. In practice, this means a 
fellow first sweats and starves to 
weigh in at X pounds. 

When he gets to the dual meet 
mat, however, his coach may reveal 
that the opportunity has arisen to 
take on a chap who weighs X plus a 
cement block. This, of course, 
makes the win more glorious as the 
weight differential in these affairs is 
always in muscle and never in fat or 
excessive body hair. 

Foster Campbell (171» made his 
first appearance of the year and 
made it count with a first-period fall 
Jeff Edmands did a pretty good job 
at 189 but dropped a 4-5 decision. He 
is mastering techniques rapidly and 
won’t lose this kind of match a 
month hence. Bill Branley (HWT) 
added six more points in the first 
period of the finale and the score 
ended 62-9. 

The Holliston match was almost a 


blow-by-blow repeat. At 103. Chuck 
Held showed that he, too, can use a 
figure four to the head for a first 
stanza pin. After some early trouble, 
freshman Tucker Bradford (t)2) 
won his first varsity match in fine 
style catching his man from below 
with a quasi-Peterson for a first- 
period fall. Charlie Baldwin (119) 
hustled for three periods to win a 
14-2 superior decision. 

Jeff Do came back from an early 
deficit at 125 to use a cradle for a 
second-period pin. With the excep¬ 
tion of Chuck Held, the lightweights 
are rookie underclassmen. To find 
WHS up 22-0 at this point presaged 
humiliation for Holliston. Hugh Tur¬ 
cotte (130) used a double bar arm in 
the second for a fall. Jeff Foster 
used several varieties of combina¬ 
tions at 135 before delivering the 
coup dc grace of a half nelson and 
crotch lift in the first period. 

JV Javier Ovalles was inserted at 
140 and wasted not his opportunity, 
shooting the single leg on the 
whistle. After the takedown he 
attacked immediately with a bar 


arm across the back, turned his man 
and rearranged assorted appen¬ 
dages for a first-period fall. 

Thilly, at 145, had a game oppo¬ 
nent who stuck around until being 
pinned in the third period. Chris 
Ebanks drew the Holliston captain 
at 152 and nearly quartered him. 
Ebanks was in so fast for the take¬ 
down that he was able to arrange his 
opponents’s arms in a cross-chest 
pinning combination as they came to 
the mat. 

Unfortunately the young man on 
the bottom tried to counter by 
extending his arms thus suffering 
what appeared to be an injury to the 
clavicle. Wrestlers are supposed to 
learn to keep their limbs in tight, but 
momentary lapses do occur. Ebanks 
was credited with six points on the 
withdrawal for injury. Britt moved 
up to 1 GO and felt the weight differ¬ 
ence, all muscle of course, but kept 
moving for a most satisfactory 13-6 
decision. The middleweights sat 
down 55-0 Winchester. 

Holliston has some good men in 
the upper weights and Foster Camp¬ 
bell (171) was pinned by the first 
while Edmands (189) got put away 
at eight seconds flat.

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Parking 
plan is 
on hold

Parking fees will stay on hold until 
the town can devise a comprehen¬ 
sive parking plan that addresses 
problems both in the Aberjona lot 
and at Wedgemere station. 

Selectmen voted in December to 
implement a flat $1 fee for all-day 
parking in the Aberjona lot, located 
on the east side of the railroad 
tracks. As part of that plan, Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer and 
Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia were 
asked to devise a permit system. 
However, selectmen have opted to 
put the plan on hold until all commu¬ 
ter parking problems can be 
addressed through one system. 

One of the options selectmen 
would like to consider is leasing the 
Wedgemere lot from the Metropoli¬ 
tan District Commission (MDC) and 
charging a parking fee. But Maurer 
said the original proposal from the 
MDC was unacceptable to the town 
and discussions between the MDC 
and Ciarcia continue. 

“[The MDC] wanted a very high 
percentage of the revenue at the lot 
[in its first proposal],’’ he said. 
Maurer said in the past month, the 
MDC has come back with a proposal 
that is “a little more appealing.” 

Selectman Judith Muggia said the 
board has to address the whole prob¬ 
lem, rather than solve one segment 
at a time. "It’s like squeezing jelly. 
The problem is going to pop up 
somewhere else,” she said. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt sug¬ 
gested shelving the plan until the 
appropriate public hearings can be 
held and data gathered. "We should 
not proceed with the plan until we 
have a comprehensive commuter 
parking plan that addresses the 
whole problem,” he said.

Board wary of 
redistricting

A move to redistriet the town’s 
schoolchildren to address problems 
of inequity system-wide discussed 
by School Committee members sev¬ 
eral months ago, has now mel with a 
lukewarm reaction from the majori¬ 
ty of board members, 

At a public hearing Jan. 8 to dis¬ 
cuss redistrieting options, two of the 
three School Committee members 
who voiced their opinion on redis¬ 
tricting schoolchildren in the Lin¬ 
coln and Lynch elementary schools 
were against the proposal, 

The option was designed to ease 
the high population at Lincoln by 
moving the students who live within 
the "Lincoln triangle" to Lynch. 
And Lynch would gain more stu¬ 
dents, to stabilize the overly high 
turnover rate of the student body 
currently at the school. 

“I have a very, very hard lime 
trying to equate the significance of 
those thoughts," said School Com¬ 
mittee Edward O’Connell. He ques¬ 
tioned the validity of assuming the 
population at Lynch would move 
more often, simply because there 
are more rental properties in that 
area of town. 

O’Connell said he would not want 
to redistrict the students now, only 
to find that district lines would have 
to be redrawn within a few years. 

“I’d like to see the sixth-grade 
move gel,” added O’Connell, refer¬ 
ring to last year’s middle school 
configuration. 

School Committee member Alice 
McCarter said, "I’m not moved to 


make a decision tonight." 

Members Mark Lombardi and 
Michael Ronayne said I hey would 
discuss the option when it is brought 
up under the School Committee 
agenda, since procedurally, the 
public hearing is to receive input 
from the public alone. 

The item was originally slated on 
the docket for discussion, but was 
postponed after the committee went 
into executive session to discuss the 
teachers’ contract. 

School Committee members had 
discussed for many months the pos¬ 
sibility of reconfiguring the school 
district lines, and nine options were 
fleshed oul by members of the school 
administration. Board members 
then narrowed down the list of 
options to four, which included mov¬ 
ing the "Lincoln triangle" to Lynch, 

The triangle is considered all the 
area on the west side of the Congre¬ 
gational Church, from Dix Street to 
Ambrose and from the MRTA line to 
Church Street and also a horn¬ 
shaped area up to 41 Wildwood St. 
that includes Ivy Circle, Warren 
Street, Copley Street and Laurel 
Street. 

Lynch parents had also voiced 
concerns that their school is over¬ 
burdened with town-wide programs 
and a relatively high ponulalion of 
students who speak English as a 
second language 

The redistricting option also out¬ 
lined a move of three town-wide 
programs currently housed al 
Lynch, to other schools. 

School Committee Chairman Don-

Selectmen hold 
line on free cash

Selectmen plan to hold a hard line 
on free cash spending. 

Board members agreed they will 
oppose any expenditure of free cash 
at the Special Town Meeting, to be 
held Jan. 28. The account currently 
holds approximately $063,000. 

Among the matters to be dis¬ 
cussed at the Special Town Meeting 
meeting is the teachers’ contract, 
which was turned down by Town 
Meeting in November.

“I think it’s very important to 
understand w'hat the purpose of free 
cash is, and how it impacts not this 
year’s budget, but next year's,” said 
Town Manager W, Chadwick Maur¬ 
er, Maurer said the town should be 
"very prudent” in how it uses free 
cash.

Abutters pleased 
with court decision

Abutters are counting the latest 
episode in the decade-long con¬ 
troversy over the Rock Avenue land¬ 
fill a victory, as members of the 
Board of Health go back to square 
one in the oversight procedure.

In a ruling Nov. 8, 1990, the court 
found in favor of abutters John and 
Elizabeth Morgan, 13 Hock Ave., 
and Angela MeConkey, 10 Hill St,, 
who sued I he board over the landfill. 

The court rejected the town’s bid 
for summary judgment and 
remanded the decision for site 
assignment to the health board. 

The court ruled the board followed 
the wrong version of state law in 
assigning the Rock Avenue area as a 
solid w'asle site.

After 30 years, Vozzella hangs up his holster

Officer Frank Vozzella knows 
Winchester, and Winchester people 
know Frank Vozzella. 

But he won’t be patrolling the 
downtown area any longer; he ended 
his career as a Winchester police 
officer last week, 

Vozzella, 50, said after a year of 
contemplating retiring, he decided 
his 30th year was the right time, 
Vozzclla’s his last official day on the 
job was Jan. 4. 

“Frank will be missed around 
here," said Police Chief Joseph Per- 
ritano. "He was well-liked by the 
merchants, and had a good relation¬ 
ship with them. If they had a prob¬ 
lem, they knew how to approach 
Frank to gel the problem solved. 

"The kids knew enough not to give 
him any back talk. They respected 
Frankie," Perrilano said. 

When Vozzella began police work 
in Winchester in 1960, he brought 
with him a life-long knowledge of the 
town. Born and raised in Winches¬ 
ter, Vozzella said there was no ques¬ 
tion in his mind his hometown was 
where he wanted to be. 

And with a career that has 
spanned 30 years, Vozzella has 
experienced police work in quiet and 
turbulent limes. "In 30 years, I saw 
a lot. There were lough years," he 


said. "The worst years in the depart¬ 
ment were in the late ’60s and early 
70s. The Vietnam War was going on, 
kids didn't know what they 
wanted ...” 

One of Vozzella’s vivid memories 
is of a night in 1971 when Winchester 
was the site of a riot involving what 
Vozzella estimated to be more than 
300 people. According to Vozzella, a 
Winchester youth had had a confron¬ 
tation with some Woburn youths. 
That gang then made its way to 
Winchester. 

"I was in the Square alone, and I 
called for help," Vozzella said. “We 
had a gang come down, and fights 
broke out everywhere. 

"As I went to grab a kid Iduring 
the riotl, 1 was jumped by three or 
four kids and injured my shoulder, 
but I kept on going. 1 never knew 1 
was hurt until it was over," he said. 
"That was quite an experience." 

The ’60s and 70s were, al times, 
turbulen! in Winchester. “Al that 
time, there were a lot of drugs 
around. We had a lot of trouble 
Iduring that period],” he added. 
Vozzella recalled one night when he 
was sent to a drugstore robbery on 
Main Street. “The man had a 45 
I caliber gunl. He was drugged up, 
and robbing Ihe store," Vozzella 
said. "Anytime you face a gun, it's 
more frightening than gelling beat 
on.”

While Vozzella knows a lot of peo¬ 
ple in Winchester as a result of his 
life-long residency and his 20-some- 
odd years patrolling the Square, that 
knowledge also posed difficult situa¬ 
tions at times. "The toughest thing is 
working and knowing people when 
you have to make an arrest,” he 


said. "But what are you going to do? 
You’ve got to do it.” 

And times have changed since 
Vozzella first came on the force and 
patrolmen had walking beats. 

"When I started, Winchester had 
only two cars, and there were nine 
walking beats," Vozzella said. 


“They threw me a gun, a pair of 
handcuffs and a billycluh, and said, 
'Go out in the street.* ” Although 
attending a police academy was not 
mandatory at the time, Vozzella was 
selected to complete the course at

Fire officials believe a dried-oul 
Christmas tree was the source of a 
quick-burning fire in a Parkview 
Condominiums unit.

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Water treatment 
nears completion

The major portion of an effort to 
return Lower Mystic Lake to its 
former glory by flushing smelly, 
stagnant saltwater from its depths is 
almost done, according to Paul Di 
Pietro, project manager for water 
resources for the Metropolitan Dis¬ 
trict Commission (MDC). 

"Conceptually, the project was a 
success,” said Di Pietro when asked 
in a recent phone interview if the 
eight-year-old effort to clean out 
some of the 90 million gallons of 
trapped saltwater has worked. 

The saltwater was sealed into the 
lake in 1908 when the Craddock Dam 
was built. Since saltwater is denser 
than freshwater, it settled in the 
bottom portion of the lake — 
between 30 and 80 feet below the 
surface — and was not allowed to 
circulate to the surface to 
oxygenate. 

In the 1960s, the quality of the 
Lower Mystic began to degrade noti¬ 
ceably. The uncirculated water in 
the bottom of the lake had combined 
with incoming sediments and pollut¬ 
ants, further stifling the anaerobic 
water, to produce an unwelcome 
guest known as hydrogen sulfide. 

Mention hydrogen sulfide to any 
chemist and the first characteristic 
he will probably mention is its acrid, 
repulsive smell. Most say it smells 
like rotten eggs. Normally removed 
from most bodies of water through 
aeration, the trapped saltwater in 
the bottom of Lower Mystic Lake 
had developed huge concentrations 
of this nasty substance. The sub¬ 


stance eventually rose to the surface 
in the form of gas and was blown into 
neighboring residential areas by the 
wind, thus tormenting people with 
the ugly scent. 

People began noticing the problem 
around 1965, and according to Di 
Pietro, quite an "uproar" ensued 
when residents began noticing the 
trademark odor of hydrogen sulfide 
buildup. 

By 1982, the MDC had planned a 
strategy using new technology that 
would be instrumental in the remov¬ 
al of much of the problematic water 
that had been trapped by the dam. 

The MDC built a small pumphouse 
on the Medford shore of the lake and 
began to pump the stale, unwelcome 
saltwater from the bottom of the 
lake. Upon removal of the water, it 
was treated with ferric chloride, a 
chemical that neutralizes hydrogen 
sulfide. 

Di Pietro said the scale of the 
process was quite large, and at peak 
activity points in the pumping and 
treating of the water, up to “a rail¬ 
road car tankload per day" of the 
ferric chloride was used. 

When asked if the chemical has 
any adverse side effects, Di Pietro 
said that when the chemical reacts 
with the hydrogen sulfide, "it is 
transformed into a relatively inert 
substance." 

Di Pietro spent years planning and 
researching the project, and said 
although "it was nice to see what I 
researched and planned worked,” 
he found his share of headaches 
along the way. "It took a lot longer 
than we thought it would because the

funding resources weren’t always 
available," he said. 

Due to breaks in funding, the pro¬ 
ject was suspended at several points 
along the way. Overall, the project 
has cost about $1 million over the 
eight years it has been under way, 
according to Di Pietro and has used 
$100,000 worth of ferric chloride, 
which is purchased from E & F King 
& Co. Inc. of Norwood, an authorized 
distributor of the chemical for DuP¬ 
ont Inc. 

Once treated, the water is 
released into the sewer system after 
being diluted by about a 150-to-l 
ratio, and eventually makes its way 
to the Deer Isle sewage treatment 
plant and later Boston Harbor.

After the saltwater is removed 
from the lake, it is replaced natural¬ 
ly by freshwater flowing from the 
Mystic River. 

Although MDC officials do not 
believe removing all of the saltwater 
is necessary, Di Pietro says where 
there was once saltwater only 30 feet 
dow'n in the lake, it now only occu¬ 
pies the space at depths below about 
60 feet. 

Fisheries experts are considering 
introducing a trout population to the 
lake. Somewhat of an eastern Mas¬ 
sachusetts rarity, the glacial lake 
has deep enough pockets holding 
cold water that could possibly sup¬ 
port a trout population. Although the 
introduction of a sea-run trout spe¬ 
cies has been considered, authorities 
doubt the fish could negotiate the 
badly polluted water of the Mystic 
River below the dam.

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Decision due on licenses

Members of the Winton Club will 
have to wait one more week before 
the town decides whether to grant 
the group a one-day liquor license. 

Selectmen will vote Jan. 14 
whether to allow one-day licenses, 
and follow up with a hearing on the 
Winton Club request if they agree to 
grant such licenses. 

The Winton Club has requested a 
license for its annual cabaret, Jan. 
30 to Feb, 2,in the Town Hall auditor¬ 
ium. Because the event will be held 
in a town-owned building, the club 
needs a license from selectmen. 

In the past, the practice of "brown 
bagging" liquor had taken place at 
the annual show. But when former 
Selectman Frank Sopper brought 
the practice to the attention of town 
officials before the 1990 show, 
Winchester police indicated it was 
illegal and would not be allowed. 
Selectmen have discussed the issue 
of one-day licenses since that time. 

"Anytime someone serves liquor 
in the town of Winchester and ... a 
fee is charged, they need a liquor 
license,” Town Counsel Wade Welch 


told selectmen Monday night. At the 
board’s request, Welch and Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer pre¬ 
pared a list of proposed guidelines. 

According to Welch, selectmen 
have authority to grant one-day 
licenses because voters supported 
one liquor store and three restaurant 
liquor licenses in town. However, 
Welch said selectmen must conduct 
a hearing to determine whether the 
license would interfere with activi¬ 
ties of any church or school within 
500 feet of the licensed facility. 

In the case of the Winton Club’s 
request, the Town Hall auditorium is 
less than 500 feet from the First 
Baptist Church. 

Welch made it clear a manager 
must assume responsibility, and 
that "brown bagging” is prohibited 
under state law. 

"The practice of brown bagging is 
illegal in this town. It has been 
illegal, and it will be illegal until the 
state law is changed,” he said. 

According to the proposed guide¬ 
lines, if the event is to be held in a 
town-owned facility, the applicant 
must have liability insurance. While 
the initial proposal suggested cover¬ 
age of $100,000, selectmen said they 


would be more comfortable with a 
higher number, 

The proposed license fees are: $50 
for an all-alcoholic license; $25 for a 
wine and malt license; $20 for a 
Sunday entertainment license; and, 
$10 for a state license. In addition to 
the license fee and liability insur¬ 
ance, applicants must pay all custo¬ 
dial and related fees, as well as 
public safety services. 

Selectman Robert Deering has 
questioned Welch’s opinion on the 
issue. He said he could not support 
the measure until the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Commission 
(ABCC) wrote to selectmen, clarify¬ 
ing selectmen’s authority. Welch 
indicated the ABCC had not sent 
such a letter, and that he was not 
overly confident it would. 

"I’ll tell you right now, my vote is 
not there unless I have the letter 
from the ABCC,” Deering said. The 
remaining members of the board did 
not comment on their positions. 

Selectmen will vote on the licenses 
and, if necessary, a final set of 
guidelines Jan. 14. The Winton 
Club’s request will be taken up at 
8:30 p.m. in the selectmen’s room.

DOR releases

Wrong message 

Winchester will be sending all the wrong messages to its 
young people if it allows one-day liquor licenses, even for a 
good cause — especially for a good cause. 

Town officials are now weighing a request that would 
allow the one-day — or “special” — licenses. In theory, the 
law covers any number of private groups. In practice, it 
applies to the annual Winton Club dramatic productions. 

For years, the club provided glasses and ice, or 
“setups,” to patrons, who would bring their own alcohol to 
the performance. The town put an end to that last year. 

Now the club is pushing for passage of the one-day 
permits. 

While the club does charitable work, and while the 
crowds at its annual performances pose little threat to 
public order, the liquor-license request does pose dangers. 

It would open the door to other license requests. Town 
officials can, of course, deny other requests, but that could 
foment appeals, even lawsuits. 

Meanwhile, the licenses would expose the whole com¬ 
munity to damage suits. One drunken patron in one fatal 
accident could bring Winchester to its financial knees, 
insurance coverage notwithstanding. That could put vot¬ 
ers in the position of having to vote a Proposition 2 V 2 
overrride just to pay a damages claim. At the very least, 
taxpayers face the prospect of ever-escalating insurance 
premiums. 

Should civic and fraternal groups use their own amateur 
bartenders, the liability danger mushrooms. 

But the greater danger is the message that the licenses 
will send to Winchester’s young people about alcohol. 

Winchester’s drug and alcohol programs aim to teach 
youth that “you don’t have to drink to have fun.” But 
approval of the licensing proposal tells young people that 
some forms of entertainment just aren't complete without 
a cocktail, or that the booze is what brings out the crowds, 
and the potential profits outweigh the risks. 

If they must have alcohol, groups such as the Winton 
Club should think about holding their annual cabaret 
events in one of the town’s existing, licensed restaurants 
and let the professional restaurant staff pour the drinks 
and assume the risks. 

Even better, they might keep it dry.

Cregger responds to 

Borggaard’s comments 

TO THE EDITOR: 

1 have* read letters from Mr. Borg- 
gaard for the past several weeks and 
feel a response is necessary. While I 
applaud his concern for the fiscal 
condition of the town of Winchester, 
a concern shared by many, both 
young and old, I feel that he is very 
wrong about the distribution of lax 
dollars and the beneficiaries of 
school budget spending. 

While it is true that town tax 
dollars do not include significant 
distribution to the senior citizens of 
the town, this age group is clearly a 
net tax beneficiary of most working 
and lax-paying individuals in other 
tax budgets. Of every payroll dollar 
paid up to $53,000 per individual, a 
full I5.U2 percent in 1990 and 15.3 
percent in 1991, including both tax¬ 
payer and employer taxes, will be 
paid to the Social Security Trust 
fund which is currently used to pay 
Social Security benefits, including 
cost of living expenses, to those over 
the age of (55 

Never has this tax been so high. It 
significantly impacts most personal

an easy thing, since you’re more or 
less sitting on your assumptions 
most of the time.

budgets more than state income tax¬ 
es since it is at a significantly higher 
rate. It can only increase as the 
population supporting an increasing¬ 
ly aging population decreases. Costs 
for those who are supporting fami¬ 
lies are also significantly higher as 
homes can no longer be purchased 
for $10,000 to $15,000 nor can college 
education be had for $10,000 to 
$20,000 as was possible 30 years ago. 

I point this out only to illustrate 
the fact that as a group, seniors 
benefit proportionately more direct¬ 
ly from tax dollars than other age 
groups in the population despite the 
fact lhat there are significantly 
more children living below the pov¬ 
erty line than the those over 65. 
Town budget decisions must be 
weighed in a context of total funding, 
Programs for the elderly are funded 
primarily through federal and state 
tax sources, elementary and secon¬ 
dary education is funded almost 
entirely through local budgets, 

Mr. Borggaard has pointed out 
that there are approximately 5,000 
seniors living in town who do not 
benefit from the school budget and 
only approximately 2,500 school 
children who benefit. I am not going 
to argue with him about the num¬ 
bers, but I am convinced that many 
more than the school children them¬ 
selves benefit from the school 
budget including their parents, 
aunts, uncles and grandparents, 
including many of the seniors resid¬ 
ing in town. 

Another benefit of the school 
budget spending to seniors is the 
increase in value of their homes over 
the past 10 years or so. While some 
of the run up was due to the general

School user fees 
are ‘least objective’

Must education cost so much? 

More than 65 percent of Winches¬ 
ter town revenues are used to fund 
education! 

Mr. Clarence Borggaard, after 
extensive investigation of the town 
budget states, "The cost of educa¬ 
tion is not $14,110,503 (as stated by 
the school department), but over 
$18,000,000. The difference is 
absorbed by other town 
deparm tents.” 

It has always been my belief that 
tax money should not be used to pay 
for school activities which do not 
have a direct bearing on providing 
the student with a sound education. 
In view of the economic conditions 
that presently exist, and which are 
expected to continue in the foresee¬ 
able future, now is the time for the 
Winchester School Board to put into 
effect, allocated trust funds and or 
user fees to fund extracurricular 
activities. In other words, the cost of 
any activity that is not required 
curriculum for graduation, should 
be the responsibility of the parents 
and/or guardian. This concept is not 
unique. Paying your own way was a 
valued concept in our society. 

If the School Committee, with the 
blessing of our Board of Selectmen 
were to set-up one of the following 
trusts (I understand the contribu¬ 
tions would be tax-deductible) | 
Transportation and Safety Trust, 
Science Trust, Language Trust, or 
Athletic Trust, etc., the educational 
burden of the tax payers could be 
greatly reduced. Distribution of 
funds could be controlled by the 
School Committee and the Board of 
Selectmen. 

As the cost of education rises, an 
ever increasing burden will be 
placed on the property owner. Alter¬ 
native methods of funding for educa¬ 
tion are needed. To me, the user fee 
and/or trust fund seems to the the 
least objective. 

I have discussed the preceeding 
with a number of citizens and the 
response was positive.

Schools outline FY92 budget

Massachusetts House and Senate 
Dec. 10-14, 1990 

The House and Senate — “Beacon 
Hill Roll Call” records local rep¬ 
resentatives’ votes on four roll calls 
and local senators' votes on one roll 
call from the week of December 
10-14, 1990. 

Adjutant General <H 622) — Senate 
26-10, rejected an amendment to the 
bill making the term of the adjutant 
general of the Massachusetts Gener¬ 
al Guard coterminous with that of 
the governor. The amendment 
would strike a section of the bill 
which exempts the current adjutant 
general and allows him to serve out 
his six year term. Amendment sup¬ 
porters said the proposed law should 
be consistent and apply to the cur¬ 
rent governor and adjutant general. 
Opponents said the amendment is a 
Republican-sponsored attempt to 
get rid of the current adjutant gener¬ 
al before his term is up in order to 
allow Governor-elect Weld to 
appoint a new one. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment 
striking the section which exempts 
the current adjutant general. A Nay 
vote is for exempting the current 
adjutant general. 

Senator Sal Albano voted no. 

Walpole Landfill (H 5929) — House 
87-50, rejected the bill transferring a 
95 acre parcel of land in Walpole to 
the Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) for use as a 
landfill as part of the Boston Harbor 
cleanup project. Under the bill, the 
MWRA would use the land to con¬ 
struct and operate a residuals land¬ 
fill for disposal of screenings and 
grit removed from sewage and as a 
backup location for the disposal of 
treated sewage sludge. Supporters 
said Walpole was selected after a 
lengthy study and siting process 
which cost $10 million. They argued 
that unless the legislature approves 
the transfer, U.S. District Court 


Judge A. David Mazzone, charged 
with implementing the cleanup, will 
have to intervene. Opponents said 
the siting is environmentally 
unsound and claimed the landfill 
would foul an aquifier, ruin the 
water supply and destroy all types of 
wildlife. They also noted Walpole 
has offered the site for expansion of 
MCI-Cedar Junction to help prison 
overcrowding. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

Postpone (H 5929) — House 77-54, 
refused to postpone a motion to 
reconsider defeat of the Walpole 
landfill bill until Dec, 21 and then 
82-51, refused to postpone reconsid¬ 
eration until Dec. 20. Postponement 
supporters said the delay will leave 
the legislature some options to 
reconsider and act on the bill after a 
pending court ruling which could 
impose fines and/or order a mora¬ 
torium on any additional sewer con¬ 
nections in the MWRA district. 
Opponents said the legislature has 
spoken loud and clear and should 
immediately reject reconsideration 
to insure the bill remains defeated. 

A Yea vote is for postponement. A 
Nay vote is against postponement. 
The-first rolleall is on postponement 
to Dec 21 . The second is on postpon- 
ment to Dec. 20. 

Casey voted yes on both. 

Reconsider (H 5929) — House Bl-50, 
refused to reconsider its defeat of 
the Walpole landfill bill. Reconsider¬ 
ation supporters again argued for 
passage of the bill and said at the 
least the legislature should reconsid¬ 
er defeat and delay another vote on 
the bill until after a court ruling. 
Opponents said defeat of reconsider¬ 
ation will insure the bill is put to rest 
for the 1990 session. 

A Yea vote is for reconsidering 
defeat of the bill. A Nay vote is 
against the bill. 

Casey voted yes.

If the budget proposed by School 
Superintendent Dr. Charles Mitsa- 
kos escapes the axe, students can 
expect to find little difference 
between this year's education and 
next year's model. 

Mitsakos has introduced for preli¬ 
minary discussion a $15,245,346 
school budget, which is a $1,134,783 
or 8-percent increase over fiscal 
year 1991 (FY91). 

According to Mitsakos, the budget 
is level-funded and allows for no new 
programs. Increases in enrollment 
at the elementary level called for 
additional teaching positions, but 
reductions in staff at the senior high 
and middle schools offset those 
increases, according to Mitsakos. 

Assistant Superintendent for Per¬ 
sonnel and Management Robert 
Fitzgerald ran through the figures 
with the standing-room-only audi¬ 
ence at the School Committee's Jan. 
8 public hearing. 

According to Fitzgerald, three fac¬ 
tors played into the tabulation of the 
budget: increase in enrollment; cost 
of energy increases; and, salary 
adjustments for union and non-union 
school employees.

Fitzgerald said several assump¬ 
tions were set into place as well: 
maintaining current services; main¬ 
taining current distribution of stu¬ 
dent within five elementary schools, 
the middle school and high school; 
acceptance of the Winchester Edu¬ 
cation Association contract; salary 
adjustments for non-union employ¬ 
ees; and, enrollment al 2,904 
students. 

The budget breaks down into three 
major components: Personnel Ser¬ 
vices at $12,303,517; Other Expenses 
at $2,628,985 and Equipment at 
$39,543. The athletics budget figure, 
at $273,300, is also a portion of the 
overall $15 million budget figure. 

Personnel services are made up of 
administration, instructional and 
support personnel, in addition to 
temporary and overtime 
compensations.

and utilities. Fitzgerald said a 
marked increase is projected for

the school.

Mystic Valley Parkway resident 
David Negrin made a plea to select¬ 
men to hold a public hearing on 
parking problems along Bacon 
Street. According to Negrin, since 
selectmen instituted the $3 parking 
fee for non-residents in the Aberjona 
lot last year, additional commuters 
have made their way to the Wedge- 
mere station, where there is no 
charge for parking. As a result, the 
Bacon Street area has been plagued 
by all-day parkers. 


Negrin suggested selectmen con¬ 
sider a parking slicker program for 
the Wedgemere station area for both 
residents and non-residents. The 
possible closing of the Sandy Beach 
parking area by the MDC would 
compound the parking problem in 
his area. Negrin added. 

Lakeview Road resident Kenneth 
Liu encouraged the board to lake a 
pro active stance toward the MDC. 
"This is an issue where the town 
could take a lot of initiative and

the State Police Academy in Fra¬ 
mingham three years later. 

"The change has been tremendous 
in the [police] men, the people and 
in the town itself [in the past 30 
years]," Vozzella said. 

Vozzella said he does not believe 
people have the same respect for 
police they had in the past. “All 
respect for policemen is gone," Voz- 
zetla said. "Very few people like 
police now. Bad police spoil it for the 
good ones. People don’t really trust 
the police. 

"Years ago, you didn’t have that. 
People always had a good word for 
police," he added. Vozzella said he 
believes part of the problem is in 
family relationships. "A lot of it 
comes from home life. Years, ago, 
when I came on [the force], people 
kept more in touch with their kids." 
But with families where two parents 
are working, Vozzella said parents 
are not as conscious of what their 
children are doing. "It’s not because 
they want to [vboth work], but they 
have to,” he added. 

Working in the Square, Vozzella 
said he has dealt with much of 
Winchester’s youth over the years. 
Working at times with the juvenile 
officer, Vozzella said he was able to 
help out "quite a few” adolescents. 
"That made me feel really good," 
Vozzella added. 

Sometimes, he said, talking to 
youths is better than taking legal 
action or arresting them. "I earned 
my respect downtown. You had to let 
them know who the boss was," he 
added.

Another parent, however, called 
for “change soon, rather than 
later.” Pam Walsh also noted that 
she would consider open enrolling 
her child at another school if prob¬ 
lems were not addressed at Lynch. 

Resident Jerry Blaine said the 


town would no longer be able to 
afford the neighborhood concept of 
elementary schools and said the 
town did not need such a concept 
either. He encouraged residents to 
"think more globally ... think about 
the whole school system.” 

Peggy Schleicher added, "The 
need is immediate, there are ine¬ 
quities in the system, [The School 
Committee | must try to establish a 
balance.” 

In the first year, the redistricting

Selectman Robert Deering said 
free cash discussions had “unfortu¬ 
nately got somewhat tied to the 
teachers' contract” Deering said 
potential reductions in local aid 
could mean further cuts to the town 
budget — making the use of free 
cash even less prudent. 

In addressing collective bargain¬ 
ing agreements, selectmen have 
used existing operating budget funds 
to finalize agreements. For exam¬ 
ple, the patrolmen’s contract was 
funded for FY91 through funds ear¬ 
marked for the agreement and by 
not filling two positions in the 
department for the remainder of the 
year. Board members say they 
believe the School Committee should 


use the same tactic, an action select¬ 
men say the two boards agreed to 
last spring. 

Selectmen say they do not oppose 
the content of the teachers’ contract 
— just the use of free cash to fund it. 

“I, too, have grave misgivings 
about using free cash,” Selectman 
Thomas Schmitt said. Schmitt said 
he believes “every board can find 
funds within existing budgets,” and 
suggested selectmen prepare a posi¬ 
tion paper. 

But Selectmen Chairman Steve 
Powers disagreed such a written 
document is necessary, and said, “I 
think the message is out there.” 

Selectman Judith Muggia restated 
Monday night her intention to prop¬ 


ose an amendment to the School 
Committee’s motion to fund con¬ 
tracts. That amendment, if sup¬ 
ported by Town Meeting, would 
require the school department to 
fund teachers' raises from within its 
existing operating budget. 

“I know [free cashl is on every¬ 
one's mind, and I think it’s some¬ 
thing that we should talk about from 
now until the Special Town Meeting 
so everyone is aware of the fiscal 
implications faced as a result of 
decisions on [Jan. 281,” Maurer 
said. 

Members of both boards are due to 
meet before the Special Town Meet¬ 
ing. A tentative date of Jan. 24 has 
been set.

Neighbors hotly contested the 
assignment at the December 1989 
Board of Health meeting, because it 
allowed Ferrari to subsequently file 
for a waiver. The waiver allows for 
limited intervention on the part of 
the DEP during clean-up. 

Under the new version of the law, 
the DEP must report whether an 
assignment application meets legal 
criteria, and the health board must 
hold a public hearing. 

According to Health Director 
Joseph Tabbi, the board knew of the 
new version of the law, but the DEP 
advised Winchester to use the origi¬ 
nal version, which called for a more

informal public hearing process. 

Town Counsel Wade Welch, who 
also advised the Board of Health 
during the site assignment process, 
said the new statute changes the 
way a health board decision is appe¬ 
aled. Under the original statute, an 
individual would appeal to the DEP 
and then the case would be taken to 
Superior Court. Under the new sta¬ 
tute, the appeal is made directly to 
Superior Court. 

Welch said his request for a sum¬ 
mary judgment was based on his 
belief the board was correct in using 
the original statute. Therefore, the 
neighbors would have been incorrect 
in filing an appeal with Superior 
Court. Welch said Ferrari’s lawyer 
filed the site-assignment request 
before the stale established regula¬ 
tions for the new law. 

According to Welch, then Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall and the 
DEP, not knowing which statute to 


follow, opted to follow the original. 
And when Welch took over the (own 
counsel post, he reviewed the deci¬ 
sion and concurred with his 
predecessor, 

Welch also maintains that the 
Board of Health currently has 
"nothing to acl on.” To begin the 
process of site assignment again, 
said Welch, Ferrari must reapply. 

The board is asking the DEP to 
step up action on the site. In a letter, 
it asks that the DEP take steps 
originally outlined in the waiver 
application to enforce the assess¬ 
ment and clean-up of Rock Avenue. 

If DEP complies, Welch says, site 
assignment would be moot. If the 
DEP does not issue the order, Welch 
said he would advise the board to 
ask Ihc attorney general and district 
attorney to push action on the case. 

“The sole authority for clean-up of 
the site rests with DEP,” said 
Welch. 

Welch also said the area is consid¬ 


ered a solid waste site, containing 
hazardous materials. Morgan how¬ 
ever, contends the Rock Avenue site 
is a hazardous waste site, with 
dangerously high levels of methane. 

Morgan said the Board of Health 
has been "fool dragging”. He ques¬ 
tions the legality of the original 
dumping on the site, which began 
more than a decade ago, 

Morgan and the North End Task 
Force, a watchdog neighborhood 
group, rallied for testing of the site 
for several years. Evaluation of 
hazardous and solid waste began on 
the property in June 1989. Both the 
town’s consultant and the consulting 
firm retained by Ferrari determined 
the groundwater was uncontami¬ 
nated, but methane gas was found in 
several tesl pits. 

Although methane is considered a 
"non-priority pollutant,” Board of 
Health members were concerned 
about the migration of these vapors 
and the perimeters of the of the fill.

OBITUARIES 


William Lang 

William Thorne Lang, 74, died 
Dec, 29 at Massachusetts General 
Hospital in Boston after a brief ill¬ 
ness. He was a resident of Winches¬ 
ter for 29 years. 

Mr. Lang was born in 1916 at his 
grandfather's house in Cranston, 
R.I. His ancesters included May¬ 
flower Pilgrims, Revolutionary War 
veterans, Loyalist emigres to Nova 
Scotia, doctors, ministers and legi¬ 
slators, but in the main, were good, 
simple New England farming folk. 

He was ninth in descent from 
Robert Lang, who emigrated to New 
Hamsphire in the 1660s. 

Mr. Lang was raised primarily in 
Baltimore, Md. where he attended 
the Calvert School, from which he 
acquired a lifelong love for the class¬ 
ics of Western culture. 

He matriculated at Columbia Uni¬ 
versity, from which he received a 
bachelor of science degree in chemi¬ 
cal engineering in 1939. After gra¬ 
duating, he went to work for the 
Bates Manufacturing Company in 
Augusta, Maine. During his years at 
Bates, he rose to serve as head of the 
company’s experimental division, 
headquartered in Lewiston, Maine. 

During World War II, he entered 
the Navy and rose to the rank of 
lieutenant. He received training as a 
meteorologist at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology (MIT) and 
was assigned to the headquarters of 
the Pacific fleet in San Francisco. 

In the mid-1950s Mr. Lang decided 
to switch careers and entered the 
structural engineering program at 
MIT, from which he graduated with 
a master of science degree in 1957. 

Over the next 26 years, he worked 
for a number of engineering firms in 
the Boston area including: Clever- 
don, Varney and Pike; Symmes- 
Maini-McKee; Parson-Brinkerhoff; 
Souza and True; and, Charles T. 
Main, Inc., which he joined in 1974 
and from which he retired in 1983. 

During his career as a structural 
engineer he was involved in the 
design of both public buildings and 
hydro-electric projects. Structures 
he worked on in the Boston area 
include Lincoln Labs, the Boston 
University School of Law, Boston 
English High School and the original 
Burlington Mall, as well as a major 
renovation for the old Statler Hilton, 
which is now the Park Plaza in 
Boston. 

Among the hydro-electric projects 
he worked on were the massive 
Shiroro Dam in Nigeria, and a num¬ 
ber of smaller dams in New York 
and northern New England. 

Following his retirement, he was 
involved in several small architec¬ 
tural renovation projects and found 
time to pursue his interests in ling¬ 
uistics, physical science, investing 
and wine making. He also enjoyed 
his membership in the Parish of the 
Epiphany and the Winchester His¬ 
torical Society, 

Mr. Lang will be sincerely missed 
by his friends and family not only for 
his kindness and modesty as a man, 
but for the pleasure of his conversa¬ 
tion, and the sheer breadth and ver¬ 
satility of his intellectual interests. 

He leaves behind his wife of 34 
years, Frieda A. (Sapieuza) Lang; a 
son, William A.; a grandson, Wil¬ 
liam R.; two sisters; several nieces 
and nephews and many friends.

Officials fight push for war in Persian Gulf

Winchester’s Congressional dele¬ 
gation does not want the United 
States to start a war with Iraq. 

During hearings Saturday before 
the U.S. Congress vote which ulti¬ 
mately granted President George 
Bush authority to move troops for¬ 
ward if necessary, U.S. Rep. 
Edward Markey (D-Mass) said, “I 
do not believe the time has come for 
the misery and wretchedness of 
war.” 

Markey outlined what he called 
“four public policy failures” by the 
Reagan and Bush administrations in 
the last decade: energy policy, 
nuclear proliferation, chemical wea¬ 


pons, and the tilt toward Iraq. 

“As my mother often says, if you 
don’t start out working smarter, 
you’ll end up working harder. If one 
drop of American blood is spilled in 
the sands of Saudi Arabia this wint¬ 
er, it is because for the last decade 
America has not worked smarter,” 
Markey said. 

“We owe it to the soldiers and 
their families to pursue alternatives 
to war,” Markey said. 

But following the vote in Congress, 
Markey issued a statement indicat¬ 
ing he would stand behind the presi¬ 
dent if the nation were involved in 
war. 

“Not since the U.S. House of Rep¬ 
resentatives declared war against 
England by only a 30-vote margin in 


1812 has there been such a close vote 
on going to war. It would be a 
mistake for President Bush to read 
[Saturday’s] vote as a mandate for 
bloodshed over sanctions. Although 
the president has won a narrow 
legislative victory, it is clear that 
the nation is divided over the wis¬ 
dom of how best to force Sadam 
Hussein out of Kuwait,” Markey 
said. 

Markey said it was important for 
Iraq to recognize the vote reflected 
“a division in tactics, not goals. 
Americans are united in the search 
to see Saddam Hussein withdraw 
from Kuwait.” 

Markey said he was hopeful there 
was time for a peaceful solution to 
the crisis, citing UN Secretary Gen¬ 


eral Perez de Cuellar’s mission to 
Baghdad or various European initia¬ 
tives still could yield a “diplomatic 
solution.” 

“Should there be no diplomatic 
solution, should the President com¬ 
mit U.S. soldiers into battle, the 
nation will support our troops even 
as we pray for a quick victory that 
minimizes the loss of life,” he said. 

Interviewed Tuesday — a few 
hours before the United Nations’ 
deadline for an Iraqi withdrawal 
from Kuwait — U.S. Rep. Joseph 
Kennedy, D-Eighth District, said he 
was resigned to the current situa¬ 
tion, but will continue searching for 
a peaceful solution. 

“I am going to do everything I can 
to try to avoid war,” he said. One 


way is to “try and put as much 
public pressure on the president as 
possible” to force Bush to resolve 
the matter peacefully. 

U.S Senator Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Massachusetts, issued a similar 
statement: “It is sad that the United 
States, with all our ideals and all our 
heritage and all our historyu, has 
now become the country that beats 
the drums of war, while other 
nations hold forth the olive branch of 
peace. Perhaps, as has been said, we 
are all poor players strutting on a 
stage. But why does the United 
States have to play the role of war?” 

The administration has not done 
everything within its power to avoid 
the war, Rep. Kennedy contends. 

“I think there were many steps 


that could have been taken, includ¬ 
ing the further use of sanctions,” 
Rep. Kennedy said. Although it does 
not appear that Saddam Hussein has 
any intention of backing down, Rep. 
Kennedy said, he emphasized that 
he will remain hopeful of a peaceful 
settlement “until the moment we 
have pulled the trigger.” 

Rep. Kennedy and Rep. Markey 
are two of the 183 members of the 
U.S. House of Representatives that 
voted over the weekend against giv¬ 
ing President Bush the authority to 
wage war in the Persian Gulf. Sen. 
Kennedy voted against a similar 
measure in the Senate. 

Sen. Kennedy said the president’s 
order to send troops initially was the

Wilkinson is called to duty

When Patrolman Douglas Wilkin¬ 
son heard the message on his 
answering machine, he was pretty 
sure of what it meant. 

Wilkinson, a member of the U.S. 
Navy Reserves, was being called 
into service. While Wilkinson at first 
was scheduled to leave Winchester 
four days after he received the call, 
he was later told his unit was waiting 
for a flight to the Philippines, before 
journeying to the U.S. Midway in the 
Persian Gulf, 

“1 called the lieutenant in Wey¬ 
mouth and he said, ‘Your orders are 
in and you’re going,’ ” Wilkinson 
said in a phone interview with the 
Star last week. But now, it’s a day- 
to-day wait as to when he will leave. 

While he wasn’t shocked at being 
called into service, Wilkinson said 
he was surprised by his destination. 


“Originally, I assumed we would 
go as a unit to Brunswick, Maine, 
our normal drilling area,” he said. 
Instead, Wilkinson was singled out 
with about 18 other members of his 
Navy reserve unit and assigned to a 
carrier in the Gulf. While on duty, 
Wilkinson will be responsible for 
weapons technology — maintenance 
for nuclear weapons. 

Although he will be working with 
nuclear weapons, Wilkinson said he 
doesn’t believe the conflict will get 
to the point where such weapons will 
be used. “I can’t see them bringing 
in those kinds of forces,” he said. 

Wilkinson served in the Navy for 
10 years, and opted to finish out his 
remaining 10 years in the reserves 
“basically for retirement,” he said. 
One weekend a month and two 
weeks in the summer didn’t seem 
like such a bad stint. But Wilkinson 
said he never really thought he 
would end up in any kind of conflict. 


"I took a gamble and I lost," he 
said. Wilkinson has another 3'/^ 
years before his retirement from the 
Navy would be official. 

As for the situation in the Gulf, 
Wilkinson said he is not against the 
use of force — he just thinks the 
matter should have been “dealt with 
when it first started rather than 
drag it out. You’re talking about 
massive amounts of money,” he 
said, 

“From the very beginning, I 
thought [the United States] would 
have to fight,” Wilkinson said. 
“Between the religious fanaticism of 
Sadam Hussein and George Bush not 
wanting to be labeled ‘the wimp,’ no 
one is going to back down. There's 
going to have to be some type of 
exchange.” 

“They started something, now 
they’ve got to finish,” he said. But

School Committee members have 
decided to toss in an extra $67,158 
into the pot to fund the proposed 
teachers' contract. 

The move reduces to $124,092 the 
committee’s request to Town Meet¬ 
ing for supplementary free cash. 

School Committee Chairman Don¬ 
na Brandt Landry said her board 
would bring the proposal to the 
Board of Selectmen at a Jan. 24 joint 
session, and ultimately to Town 
Meeting members on Jan. 28. 

The contract went unfunded in 
several tries at Town Meeting last 
fall due to what many opponents 
said was an unrealistic free cash 
request built into the teachers’ 
agreement. 


Members of the Winchester Edu¬ 
cation Association (WEA) and the 
School Committee bargaining team 
had been negotiating since Novem¬ 
ber 1989 and bargaining sessions 
totalled more than 20 when a settle¬ 
ment was finally struck between the 
two groups. The contract includes a 
4.25-percent salary increase for fis¬ 
cal year 1991 (FY91) and a 5-percent 
raise for FY92. 

The original package called for a 
total allocation of $361,250, including 
$170,000 from the current school 
budget and $191,250 from free cash, 
the contingency fund for all town 
departments. 

Debate during Town Meeting een 
tered around the town’s depleted 
free cash fund, which is currently at

Revenue figures 
cause concern

Shortfalls in collection of “other 
revenues” has Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer concerned. 

According to Maurer, revenue fig¬ 
ures collected to date are less than 
was anticipated during the budget 
process last year. While tax revenue 
and state aid monies are on target, 
Maurer said there is a shortfall of 
“other revenue” — including invest¬ 
ment income and license and permit 
fees. 

Maurer told selectmen Monday 
night collection of tax and other 
revenue totalled 4B percent as of 
Dec. 31, 1990. 

While that figure is up by one 
percent from the amount collected 
at the same time last year (47 per¬ 
cent), Maurer said there is cause for 
concern because some of the areas 
which are short on revenue are 
unlikely to be made up in the coming 
months.

okays 

licenses

Local organizations looking for a 
one-day liquor license can now seek 
it from selectmen, 

After more than a year of discus¬ 
sion, selectmen have approved reg¬ 
ulations for the one-day — or “spe¬ 
cial” — liquor licenses. 

A hearing for a license for the 
Winton Club has been continued 
until the board’s Tuesday, Jan. 22. 
meeting. Club members had indi¬ 
cated they would be interested in 
applying for a license, but in corres¬ 
pondence dated Jan. 11, Winton Club 
representatives said they would 
withhold their request until select¬ 
men made a final decision. 

That decision came in a unanim¬ 
ous vote Monday night. 

While much of the discussion had 
previously centered on the Winton 
Club request, selectmen made it 
clear the option is available to 
others, such as residents wishing to 
host a wedding in the Winchester 
Room at Town Hall. 

Selectman Robert Deering, who 
had voiced the only real outspoken 
opposition to the licenses, agreed 
with fellow board members Monday 
(See ONE-DAY, page 12 A) 


Maurer said the shortfall in invest¬ 
ment income is a result of the town 
having less money in the bank — and 
therefore less interest to collect. 
Anticipated revenues totalled 
$445,000, but the town had collected 
only $151,246 of that figure as of Dec. 
31, 1990. 

Also, said Maurer, “Licenses and 
permits are down considerably over 
what we projected.” Maurer said 
fewer building permits have been 
requested, which he believes is a 
result of the current economic situa¬ 
tion. That portion of the account was 
projected to be $250,000. The town 
collected $82,805 as of Dec. 31, 1990. 

“I’m not concerned about the 48 
percent. I’m concerned that, if the 
trend holds true, we just won’t make 
it up,” Maurer said in a phone inter¬ 
view Tuesday. 

Maurer said the town may be 
forced to reduce already-slim 
budgets in the present fiscal year to

Florence DiVincenzo remembers 
her son Robert’s first day as a cadet 
at West Point. He arrived at the 
academy in shorts, a t-shirt and 
longish hair — five hours later, says 
DiVincenzo, her son was a soldier. 

“They asked us to wait around 
[for the induction ceremony],” said 
DiVincenzo. “In five hours, there he 
was, a soldier. Tears came right to 
my eyes.” 

Her son, First Lt. Robert DiVin¬ 
cenzo, is now stationed on the front 
lines of Saudi Arabia with his batta¬ 
lion of 160 men. DiVincenzo left his 
family Jan. 7 to join Operation 
Desert Shield. 

A day before the United Nations 
deadline, Florence DiVincenzo 
opened her home and her heart, to 
talk about her son and the impend¬ 
ing war. 

“We all have mixed emotions,” 
said Florence of her family — hus¬ 
band Ronald, daughter Barbara and 
son Ronald Jr., “mostly sad. It’s on 
our minds all the time." And the 
worry and sadness, says Florence, 
never leave her for a moment.

Charlie Lizolte, also a Korean War 
veteran, said he’s sure if he had 
children stationed in Saudi Arabia,

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Crisis boosts deposits for 
local banking institutions 

Town takes look at investments; transfers funds

The failure of the Bank of New 
England may actually increase busi¬ 
ness for local bankers, but has 
caused town officials to take a look 
at its investments. 

Both Winchester Cooperative 
Bank President Edward Goodwin 
and Winchester Savings Bank Presi¬ 
dent Peter Segerstrom say the Bank 
of New England (BNE) crisis has 
had little effect on banking in 
Winchester, and won't change the 
way their banks do business. 

“We've had a few customers, 
actually quite a few, who are aware 
of the [Bank of New Englandl situa¬ 
tion," said Goodwin. “It’s raised a 


lot of concerns from the community 
and customers." 

But selectmen last week ques¬ 
tioned the safety of the town’s funds, 
prompting town officials to move 
monies into more secure bank 
accounts. Cities such as Newton 
have lost up to $1 million as a result 
of recent bank failures. 

Maurer said as of Jan. 11, all of the 
town’s money was transferred into 
collateralized accounts with Bay- 
Bank. “The money is protected," he 
said. 

“The downside is you lose a cer¬ 
tain amount of interest on that,” 
Maurer said. Town Treasurer Carol 
Thomas is currently investigating 
higher-yield investment mechan¬ 


isms, he said, The town's money is 
currently “safe," said Maurer. 

And Goodwin says his customers 
also “want to make sure their 
money is safe." He added that 
Winchester Cooperative was ranked 
the ninth safest bank in the country, 
according to Banker and Trades¬ 
man’s June, 1990 edition. 

"It’s pretty much business as usu¬ 
al," said Goodwin. He said the sei¬ 
zure has even brought new business 
into the bank. 

When asked if the BNE situation 
would affect future lending prac¬ 
tices, Goodwin said, “There’s 
money available to credit-worthy 
customers with good track records."

Proposals for procedural reform 
in the Senate are being reviewed by 
Beacon Hill lawmakers with an eye 
toward gaining better access to the 
system. 

According to State Sen. Charles 
Shannon (R-Winchester), the prop¬ 
osals are being looked at and will be 
discussed in mid-February. He 
added however, “Weas Republicans 
have not yet taken a stand [on the 
proposals].” 

A bi-partisan proposal has been 
co-sponsored by Senator Michael 
Barrett (D-Cambridge) and Senator 
Lucile Hicks (R-Wayland) — one 
that would rework the procedure of 
participation and decision-making 
in the upper chamber. 

The reforms would likely strip 
recently re-elected Senate President 
William Bulger (D-South Boston) of 
much of his power. 

“There is no doubt that the Senate 
currently works as a top-down, one- 
man organization," Barrett said in a 
recent interview. "I am convinced 
that Democrats suffer because they 
are perceived as being under the 
thumb of a traditionally powerful 
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Senate president... the only thumb I 
should be under is my 
constituents’." 

“What these reforms will allow is 
more participation by rank and file 
members of the Senate, and extend 
more decision-making to them," 
Hicks said. “They key reforms here 
are those regarding the naming of 
committee chairmen and members, 
and allowing senators control over 
their own offices and staff." 

Hicks said many Senate bills nev¬ 
er emerge from committee to be 
debated by senators. 

“Right now it is very arbitrary as 
to whether or not a bill you sponsor 
will make it to the floor for debate," 
Hicks said. “We want to make sure 
senators get their day in court, so to 
speak." 

In a telephone interview this week, 
however. Shannon questioned the 
usefulness of reworking the system, 
“under the guise of rules reform. It 
could put a chain on [the legislative 
process]." 

But, Shannon added, “Every¬ 
body’s in favor of reform." 

Both Barrett and Hicks empha¬ 
sized that the purpose of their prop¬ 
osals is to make the Senate more 
efficient. 

“We’re not talking about a revolu¬ 
tion here,” Barrett said. “No one 
wants to see the Senate immobilized 
by rules chaos. What it needs is a 
shot of internal democracy ... we’re 
talking about empowering the 
senators." 

Hicks said that while rule reforms 
in the House of Representatives last 
year were criticized for producing 
"legislative chaos," she did not see 
the same problem facing the Senate. 

“Rules are only any good if people 
are willing to abide by them,” she 
said. “The problems in the House 
had nothing to do with rules reform. 
The problems were with the way 
they were implemented by the 
House leadership." 

The proposed reforms are: 

1. A “free and open" debate on 
rules reforms as the first order of 
legislative business at the start of 
every two-year Senate session. 

2. Committee chairs and member¬ 
ships to be allocated by five-person 
committees within each party 
caucus. 

3. All standing committees to rep¬ 
resent the proportionate power of 
parties in the Senate. 

4. Personnel matters to be handled 
by a five-member bipartisan 
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committee. 

5. Senate office space to be allo¬ 
cated on the basis of seniority in a 
non-partisan manner. 

6 . Less stringent “discharge provi¬ 
sions" for all legislative commit¬ 
tees, to allow bills to be debated by 
the Senate if a simple majority of 
senators so votes after a committee 
has sat on a bill for 21 days. 

7. Allowing senators to call for a 
formal session if 50 percent of sena¬ 
tors so petitions the Senate 
president. 

8 . Television and radio coverage of 
Senate proceedings. 

In a joint press statement released 
recently, the theme of committee 
make-up was emphasized by Hicks 
and Barrett. 

“The Senate president controls all 
committee chairmanships and 
memberships, the scheduling of all 
bills for debate, even the salaries of 
all Senate staffers,” Barrett and 
Hicks said. “The public is disen¬ 
chanted, and senators should no lon¬ 
ger accept such impotent status for 
themselves.” 

Other senators are also currently 
preparing Senate rules reform prop¬ 
osals, according to Hicks. Barrett 
sees this as healthy. “We are 
encouraging a proliferation of 
ideas,” he said. 

According to Hicks, Senate Presi¬ 
dent Bulger seems to be taking the 
challenge to his power in a light¬ 
hearted spirit. 

“There’s been a little kidding and 
poking fun at me" by Bulger she 
said. “He told me, ‘If I had 12 hours 
to sit down with you, I know I could 
convince you you're wrong on these 
reforms.’ I’m going to take him up 
on the idea of a meeting, even if it 
isn’t for 12 hours." 

Senate President Bulger recently 
announced appointments in his lead¬ 
ership however, which included a 
demotion for Sen. Barrett from sec¬ 
ond assistant majority leader. Bul¬ 
ger has denied that move was moti¬ 
vated by Barrett’s push for rules 
reform. 


King Day observed

remember Martin Luther King Jr.

In honor of King, the Winchester 
Inter-Faith Council hosts a talk by 
Rev. Bruce Wall, nationally known 
Baptist minister, in honor of Martin 
Luther King’s birthday celebration 
Monday, Jan. 21. The evening begins 
with a pot luck supper at the 
Winchester Unitarian Church, 478 
Main St. at 6 p.m. Wall’s talk begins 
at 7 p.m. 

Wall is known for his work with 
troubled youths in the Dorchester 
and Roxbury areas of Boston. Wall 
is the First Assistant Clerk Magis¬ 
trate of the Boston Juvenile Court, 
who runs a program for teens at the 
“Chez Vous" Roller Skating Rink in 
Dorchester, a hang-out for youth 
gang members. 

According to Rev. Susan Cartmell, 
president of the Inter-Faith Council, 
Wall reaches hundreds of young peo¬ 
ple with his ministry at the rink and 
his Sunday morning Bible study 
class at the rink. His message of 
faith and hope has changed the lives 
of many inner-city youth, and their 
families. 

"Bruce Wall has won a reputation 
as an inspiring speaker, and we are 
fortunate to have him as our fea¬ 
tured speaker at this year’s Martin 
Luther King Day Celebration,” 
Cartmell said. 

Winchester’s students are also 
participating in a variety of activi¬ 
ties in observing King’s place in 
history.

Star building is sold

at 3 Church St. has been sold, 
according io Star Publisher Asa 
Cole. 

“We are pleased that the 
Winchester Church Street Lim¬ 
ited Partnership has purchased 
the historic building and will revi¬ 
talize it,” Cole said. 

Principals of the Winchester 
Church Street Limited Partner¬ 
ship are John J. Moriarty and 
William G. Snyder, partners at 
John J Moriarty Associates, a 
general contracting and consult¬ 
ing firm presently located at 8 
Winchester Place. 

“It is our intention to renovate 
the building and restore its 
facade as close to the original as 
possible,” Moriarty said. 

The Winchester Star building 
was originally placed on the 
market last spring when Harte- 


Hanks Community Newspapers, 
Inc., of which the Star is part, 
centralized the company's crea¬ 
tive design department and tele¬ 
marketing and advertising ser¬ 
vices.

"We determined a large 
Winchester facility was no longer 
necessary." 

However, Cole said The 
Winchester Star will retain local 
offices at its current site at 27 
Waterfield Road, the old train 
station building. The Star rents 
space from the town of Winches¬ 
ter above the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce office.

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Capital planners outline 
slim budget for coming year

Without continued maintenance 
and repairs, Winchester’s capital 
plant will wear out and become 
obsolete. 

That was the message Capital 
Planning (CPC) Chairman Peter 
VanAken brought to selectmen Mon¬ 
day night in delivering his commit¬ 
tee's proposed budget for fiscal year 
1992 (FY92). 

The proposal totals $905,000 in 
expenditures from municipal 
revenues, coupled with $78,000 from 
water and sewer monies and water 
grant reimbursements, for 31 capi¬ 
tal repair, replacement and mainte¬ 
nance projects. 

In addition, the CPC request 
includes a recommendation for a 
$1.95 million bond issue to complete 
Phase II of the water system 
improvement program. Phase II 
includes 4,680 feet of new water 
mains, and cleaning and lining of 
31,200 feet. Town Meeting authorized 
the three-phase water system 
improvement program in 1988. 

While VanAken said his commit¬ 
tee was aware of the revenue prob¬ 
lems facing the town, he said town 
services would likely diminish with¬ 
out the completion of much-needed 
capital projects. 

“I don’t feel with the numbers 
here that there’s any change ... that 
we’re catching up or that the needs 
have diminished,” VanAken said. 

VanAken said another concern of 
his committee was that the town had 
increased its reliance on use of 
reserve accounts to fund capital pro¬ 
jects — from none in FY87 to an 
expenditure of $258,000 in FY91. 

In addition, he said, funding for 
capital projects over the last six 
years has decreased dramatically, 
from $5,876,800 in FY87 to $695,700 in 
FY91. 

In beginning countless hours of 
deliberation on proposed capital pro¬ 
jects, VanAken said his committee 
was faced with 40 requests totalling 
$16,305,900 for a five-year period. Of 
that figure, requests for FY92 
equalled approximately $3.7 million. 

However, VanAken said his com¬ 
mittee had wrestled with many deci¬ 
sions, and finally whittled the 
request down to $905,000. 

VanAken said it was not his com¬ 
mittee’s role to set policy, but to 
“from time to time flag things.” As 
an example, VanAken cited the com¬ 
mittee’s decision to not recommend 
replacing one of the town’s 
snowplows. 


Casey named to 
bank committee 

State Rep. Paul Casey (D- 
Winchester) was recently named to 
the Banks and Banking Committee 
of the House of Representatives. 

Casey now serves on this commit¬ 
tee as well as the Transportation, 
and Personnel and Administration 
committees. Casey’s first term 
appointments were to the Transpor¬ 
tation, Personnel and Administra¬ 
tion and Election Laws committees. 

According to Jessica Leitz, 
Casey’s aide, the nominations are 
based on the representative’s top 
three choices of committees and the 
final selection is made by the Speak¬ 
er of the House. 

McNutt asks residents 
to keep hydrants clear 

Winchester Fire Chief Charles 
McNutt is asking residents to keep 
fire hydrants in front of their homes 
clear of ice and snow, 

McNutt said residents will greatly 
aid firefighters by taking a few 
minutes to clear the hydrants. 
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“It's up to the DPW to decide when 
that vehicle isn't safe to go on the 
road. It’s up to [selectmen] to decide 
when there isn't somebody to drive 
it,” VanAken said. “I think within 
this planning period we’re going to 
hit both those walls.” 

When asked by Selectman Judith 
Muggia to compare the town’s capi¬ 
tal budget to a resident's home, 
VanAken said it was "like spending 
$900 on a [hypothetical] $200,000 
home. It does more than fix a crack 
in the driveway, but it probably 
doesn't hard-top it... That figure 
also goes to fixing your car.” 

VanAken compared the request to 
bond Phase II ol the water projects 
to a person going to the bank for 
$2,000 "to fix the plumbing, or con¬ 
tinue to fix the plumbing. [Spen¬ 
ding] $900 on a $200,000 house does 
not strike me as a large sum, when 
one realizes they are dealing with 
the yard, structur¬ 
es ... boilers ... burners — major [e- 
quipment] like that,” he said. 

Selectmen applauded VanAken for 
his work with the CPC. 

Commending VanAken's leader¬ 
ship, Muggia said, “This is a 
remarkable committee in the way 
you keep an eye on the ball.” 

Proposed projects for FY92 
include: Lynch School chimney 
repair ($11,000); asbestos removal 
program in schools ($20,000); bur¬ 
ner replacement in three schools, 
excluding McCall ($75,000); replace¬ 
ment of two police cruisers 
($36,400); exhaust ventilation in the 
fire department ($7,500); upgrade 
computer equipment in schools 
($79,000); window replacement at 
McCall ($175,000); and, a computer 
system for the police department 
($54,700). 

Also: drainage repairs at the 
library ($17,500); primary street 
resurfacing ($100,000); secondary 
street resurfacing ($60,000); police 
radio compartor ($4,000); a radio 


system for the fire department 
($11,500); rack body truck for the 
DPW ($24,500); exterior painting at 
the Muraco School ($11,000); inter¬ 
ior painting and carpet for all 
schools ($40,000); portable police 
radio replacement ($5,200); exterior 
painting at Sanborn House ($10,000); 
and, dump truck for the DPW 
($50,000). 

Also: carpet replacement at the 
library ($6,500); resurface Lincoln 
playground ($5,000); police cruiser 
($18,200); sidewalk replacement 
($15,000); engineer’s utility vehicle 
($16,000); pickup truck for DPW 
($17,500); electronic survey station 
for engineering department 
($9,500); and, school maintenance/ 
change of use ($25,000). 

In addition, the CPC recom¬ 
mended the following expenses from 
the water and sewer budget: rod- 
ding machine for the water depart¬ 
ment ($25,000); water meter 
replacement ($35,000); and water 
pickup truck for the DPW ($18,800). 

The CPC’s proposal will also be 
reviewed by the Finance Committee 
before moving to Town Meeting for a 
final vote.

Reform could bring 
a little ‘sunshine’ 

Massachusetts lawmaking today involves the governor, all the 
members of the House of Representatives and one Senate 
President. 

The president can ramrod bills he likes and railroad bills he 
opposes without a syllable of debate from the other 39 state 
senators. 

Senators' staff complement, office space and committee 
assignments all flow from the president. Secret balloting keeps 
the public from knowing whose arms the president twisted for 
votes. 

Many senators, including some Republicans, reject the petty- 
dictator image critics project of current President William 
Bulger. According to many of his Senate fellows, Bulger rarely 
coerces. 

But Senate rules do it for him. They make any Senate president 
a dictator, benign or otherwise. 

Belmont-Watertown Sen. Michael Barrett has the right idea in 
pushing to reform Senate rules. 

His package of reform proposals would end secret presidential 
balloting and give the power over committee assignments, staff 
and office space to bipartisan committees. It also would prevent 
the president from tying up bills in committee. 

Bulger backers likely will kill the proposal, even with 16 
Republicans holding Senate seats this term. 

But reforms will have to come when Bulger some day retires, 
leaving a gaping leadership vacuum in a Senate split between 
lackeys and mavericks. 

A few years ago, the House of Representatives adopted 
reforms that ended the iron rule of then Speaker Tommy McGee. 

Some cast those House reforms as the villain in last autumn’s 
budget chaos in the House. McGee’s successor, George Keverian, 
stumbled badly in pushing his fiscal proposals. 

True, Keverian did fail to maintain discipline among represen¬ 
tatives in that debate. But the blame belongs to the ex-Speaker, 
not the reforms. 

Representatives disagreed on the budget because their consti¬ 
tuents did. In such cases, a House divided is a House doing its job. 
But Keverian resisted significant compromise with 
conservatives. 

Keverian’s misreading of voter sentiment undermined his 
colleagues' confidence in him. 

Lockstep adherence to Keverian’s original budget plan would 
have made for bad legislation, and representatives knew it. 

Confidence and compromise were supposed to supplant coer¬ 
cion in the reformed House. Absent confidence, Keverian tried 
coercion, threatening to defrock committee chairmen. When that 
failed, chaos reigned. 

Rules reform in the Senate will put more, not less, responsibili¬ 
ty on the president. It will make him or her the leader of all 
senators, not just the majority party. And that requires far more 
skill than does a dictatorship. 

While they are at the business of reform, legislators should 
consider a further step that would help regain public trust. 

They should consider applying the Open Meetin Law to 
themselves. When the Legislature passed that ‘sunshine’ law 
some years ago, it opened up the vast majority of municipal 
deliberations to public view. But it kept many of its own 
committee sessions secret. 

Beacon Hill could use some of that ’sunshine’ now.

The Challenger blew up five years 
ago this month, and “blew up" was 
the only word for it. No oilier word 
describes it. And no one who saw the 
films of it on TV can forget the way it 
looked, the twisted worm of smoke 
and the shut lie gone — just gone 
from our sight. 

We loved that teacher from New 
Hampshire. “It'll he like taking a 
bus," she told friends in Concord, 
reassuring them as to her safely. 
But it was never like taking a bus, as 


constructive linkage that would put 
Saddam Hussein's adamant refusal 
to withdraw in direct conflict wilh 
one of his main objectives.

Kd Mar key in Lexington was in any 
way a ret lection of this nation s true 
desire lor a peacelul solution to the 
Cult stand-oil. tlit* indication may he 
that our policy planners may have 
based their assumptions on an erro¬ 
neous poll reading. II this is so. 
President Hush may have entered a 
dangerous course ot committing the 
troops lielore he has committed the 
nation, and this brings a paint ill 
leeling ot deja vu 

Finally, in order to activate the 
safeguards so wisely Ini ill into the 
Constitution. Congress must ad 
decisively I hope they have enough 
common sense to prevent a sense 
less war. considering that other 
peacelul means have not yet been 


the career astronauts well knew, 
and she must have known too. It was 
like riding a Homan candle. 

Maybe what shocked most when 
the Challenger blew, was that we all 
watched it happen: one minute 
seven hale and joshing Americans; 
the next a blank sky. Just like that. 
The hand of fate. The hand of God. 

At first, NASA tried to maintain 
that they died at once; later investi¬ 
gations proved this false. They were 
awake and aware, it looks like, until 
they hit the water. Certain news 
organization are suing NASA, under 
the Freedom of Information Act, to 
get Hie transcript of those final 
moments, NASA resists, hut this 
much has leaked out jusl lately: one 
of (he crew members said to another 
at the last, perhaps quietly, perhaps 
even calmly, “Give me your hand. ‘ 

They died different because they 
died all at once, whereas, except in 
war. most of us die by degrees, doing 
less, caring less, one by one cutting 
the slim silken cords that hind us to 
this life. 

We owe God a death, as Shakes¬ 
peare said. They paid theirs and fly 
free now, beyond caring about con¬ 
trol or resolutions or how many days 
’til a tiny planet tips enough to bring 
what its creatures call Spring. 

"Give me your hand." one said, 
and the phrase is lovely, holding as it 
does all we can offer one another in 
love, or f riendship, or at the Hour of 
Our Death. All, and enough. May 
you sleep easy still, you seven her¬ 
oes You know things now we living 
only dream of.

Informed choices 

arc necessary 

TO TIIE EDITOR: 

I find it very disturbing lately to 
read the “Letters to the Editor" 
section of the Winchester Star. If the 
19B0s was the decade of greed, then 
the 1980s are still alive and well in 
Winchester. 

This town is splitting apart into 
factions, each with its own agenda 
and each attempting to avoid taxes 
or wrest more than its fair share 
from the available funds. One of the 
most recent letters in the Star sug¬ 
gested user fees within the school 
system. These types of ideas are 
self-serving and dangerous. We are 
forgetting what government — local, 
stale, or federal — is all about. 

The entire purpose of community 
funding is to provide services to 
people if and when they are needed, 
realizing that not all people need or 
want all services. This applies to out¬ 
buildings, schools, police services, 
library, lire services, and DFW 
activities. On the state level exam¬ 
ples include highways, prisons, and 
some health facilities. On the nation¬ 
al level good examples are social 
security benefits and national 
defense. If all of these were funded 
at a single level (let’s assume at the 
local level) we could have all sorts of 
user fees. Some tongue-in-cheek 
examples: 

1. Fund police services only 
through those who use them. Any 
victim of crime, or violator of local 
ordinances, will be assessed a user 
fee for a period of five years from 
the infraction. The same will apply 
lo fire department services. 

2. Social security will be funded 
only by persons over 65. Assess¬ 
ments on the more affluent will 
permit funding of those in need. 

3. The services associated with 
plowing and maintaining roadways 
will be paid only by those who use 
them. This can be added to vehicle 
excise taxes (of course we will need 
lo find a way to catch those crafty 
ones who resort to bicycles). 

4. Mainlainance of buildings will 
be funded by charging admission to 
any Town structure, whether the 
visit is for business purposes or not 

(Naturally, you will now have to buy 
your dump sticker in the Town 
Hall). 

This list can go on and on. to 
include the handicapped and infirm. 
It just becomes more obvious with 
each one how greedy and insidious a 
user fee concept is. 

I feel very fortunate to have 
become part of a group in Town 
called the Alliance for Winchester’s 
Future. We have members from all 
precincts and all ages. This group 
has no fixed agenda. It is not pro-tax 
and it is not anti-tax, as some claim. 
It is not for one community school 


and against another. We do, howev¬ 
er, think that informed, balanced 
choices arc necessary and we are 
concerned with the extreme posi¬ 
tions of some groups in Winchester. 

Innovative solutions are required, 
hut we cannot lose sight of what a 
community stands for. We should 
not, and cannot, resort to user fees 
for anything more than purely dis¬ 
cretionary items. The best education 
possible is not discretionary; it is 
required in today’s world.

Waite says teachers 

‘deserve better’ 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Much has been written about the 
recent Town Meeting, and the vote 
of that group lo deny funding for the 
Winchester teacher's pay increase. I 
started teaching mathematics at 
Winchester High Schoul in 1956. and 
just retired in August. For the last 25 
years I was the director of mathe¬ 
matics and in that capacity I spent 
time in each of the town's schools, 
My view of teaching is a biased one, 
hut it is based on first hand 
information. 

The time that is spent on prepar¬ 
ing classes, correcting papers, 
determining grades, attending 
meetings, talking with sludenls. 
parents and principals, etc. is “Ihe 
stuff" you hear all Ihe time about 
teachers. Add to this the four to six 
hours that (he teacher is “on stage" 


every day. in front of a very critical 
audience lor five different audi¬ 
ences as is Hie ease in Hie secondary 
schools): no matter how good the 
"performance." it call not always 
meet Ihe standards of a Carl Sagan 
who rehearses for weeks with hun¬ 
dreds ol techniques and support peo¬ 
ple to assist, to pul on a half-hour 
show. Again, this is not news loyou; 
teachers are always telling us how 
they are overworked and underpaid 

- but so is everyone else. 

Why do I write this letter? I think 
some one should remind Ihe people 
of Winchester how lucky the arc lo 
have a school system that is looked 
to by other communities — both 
locally and nationally — as among 
(lie best there is. I have attended 
many meetings at which teachers 
and administrators have asked: 
"How do you do it in Winchester?" 
Or “How does the Winchester sys¬ 
tem handle that?" Winchester is 
very fortunate to have teachers who 
care about kids, who arc willing to 
try something new if il will help kids 
learn belter, who do not hesitate to 
spend their own money to buy items 
that the school doesn't provide, and 
who deserve the respect of every 
member of the Winchester 
community. 

A number of Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers slated that it was not that the 
teachers don't deserve a raise, but it 
is the wrong time lo ask for il, and 
the town cannot afford it now. The 
message is: Hie town has enough 
money but we shouldn't waste it on 
Ihe teachers; we might need it for 
something important next year. 

The teachers deserve better than 
this.

not totally faithful to the original, 
the work has captured the 
authentic flavor of those 1980 
storefronts and has made the 
building again the central orna¬ 
ment and the pride of the down¬ 
town area. 

Have you noticed the fresh 
clean look of the post office lot as 
it faces the river walkway? Much 
scraggly brush has been 
removed, a new lawn has been 
planted and Postmaster Pinto 
has had a new stockade fence 
built to shield the postal vehicles 
from the public view. 

Perhaps the owners of Ihe Mill 
Pond Building noticed the 
improvement — for now a light 
new fence shields their dumpster 
from the view of those enjoying 
the pond. 

The towns ducks and geese are 
on their usual winter vacation — 
hut Hie observer noticed nearly 70 
Canada Geese enjoying the chilly 
pond along with like numbers of 
wild ducks. The island was a 
carpet of coastal seagulls with 
"gypsy in their souls." 

Above the pond, the 1904 Lin¬ 
coln School sports a fresh coat of 
dark brown paint on its wood¬ 
work. and although the color 
doesn't harmonize well with the 
grey brick (as the cream colored 
paint of 30 years ago did) the 
dignified old town landmark 


looks fresh and well cared for. 

There is a new slonedust path¬ 
way leading from Main and the 
Parkway to the Mill Pond which 
is much safer for everybody to 
negotiate — and is certainly bet¬ 
ter lo look at than Ihe rough gully 
which il replaced. 

Along Main Slreel, the prolifer¬ 
ation of painted and gilded signs 
certainly gives a crisp, fresh look 
which is echoed in the new copper 
flashing used in the repair of Hie 
slate roof of Ihe Localelli 
Building. 

Around the corner a building 
permit echoes Ihe health of the 
businesses located in the 1892 
Savings Bank, as evidenced in 
the current renovations. 

On North Main Street the exter¬ 
ior work and landscaping seems 
complete at the Russell Hill 
Office Building — and if Ihe scale 
seems a bit large, the work is well 
executed and portends a healthy 
business future for that 
neighborhood. 

Perhaps the next focus should 
be Hie Town Common for it was, 
as usual, a seedy looking civic 
embarassment with its over¬ 
turned trash buckets and Hie usu¬ 
al human debris blowing about in 
Ihe wind. 

Despite that one downer, we 
found quite an upbeat picture in 
The Square on that first Sunday 
of 1991!

Free cash is ‘safety net’ 

TO Till-: EDITOR: 

These are dillicull economic times 
lor all citizens of I he Town and Slate. 
The unemployment rate was 7 1 .» per¬ 
cent as of Jan. 4. 1991 and is pre¬ 
dicted to increase to H percent in late 
.January. There arc rumors that I he 
unemployment compensation funds 
are running out Under these cir¬ 
cumstances. it is difficult to under¬ 
stand how the School Committee can 
come to Town Meeting for more 
appropriations. 

This is especially true when the 
laxpayers were led to believe that 
all town budgets for fiscal year 1991 
<FY91 1 would be limited to2 percent 
salary increases. Unfortunately, a 
simple calculation shows that indeed 
a 4.8 percent increase in teachers’ 
salaries (personal services) for 
FY91 was included in last year’s 
school budget. Therefore, it is dilli¬ 
eu It to understand why more money 
is needed from free cash to fund a 
4.25 percent increase in teachers’ 
salaries. 

Due to the hardships that many of 
our laxpayers are experiencing in 
I his depressed economy. Town 
Meeting voted against I hose exorbit¬ 
ant increases in appropriations. 
However, the School Committee 
relumed again a I another Town 
Meeting requesting consideration 
lor these same increases. Town 
Meeting voted against reconsidera¬ 
tion and hence refused twice Io vole 
lor these exhorbilanl increases. Con¬ 
siderable time was spent at these 
two Town Meetings pointing out why 
the town was unable to fund such 
large increases out of free cash 

Our Winchester teachers are 
among the highest paid teachers in 
the stale Even in these uncertain 
limes, most Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers, including me. were willing Io 
increase teachers’ salaries by 2 per¬ 
cent. but this was llallv rejected by 
our dedicated Winchester teachers. 
Most people in the private sector 
would be ecstatic with a 2 percent 
raise Moreover, these teachers 
have lor months been on a "work-to- 
mlr" program in order to force their 
will on Town Meeting by taking il old 
on the children. 

This "work In rule” definitely is 
not in the best interest of the child¬ 
ren in the school system. Moreover, 
they are the same dedicated teach 
ers who had an illegal strike on 
Friday. \ov. :!!). 1990 causing much 
chaos in the Winchester schools 

it is an ahominalion that the town 
is losing so many fiscally responsi¬ 
ble and good Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers mainly because ol Ihe maiiipu 
lalion of Town Meeting by 
sell interest groups. Moreover, i am 
deeply distressed at Ihe total lack ol 
regard toi fiscally responsible Town 
Meeting members The\ have 
already spent considerable lime on

A Town Meeting Member’s deci¬ 
sion regarding how to vote on the 
various articles on the warrant 
should not be made without the 
appropriate input and information 
gathering. I, for one, feel il is my 
responsibility to research articles 
for which I have little or no detail on. 
I do spend time asking questions 
prior to Town Meeting so that I may 
listen with an informed ear to the 
presentations on the floor of Town 
Meeting. 

During the Fall Town Meeting I 
met with considerable frustration in 
my information gathering process. I 
spoke with the School Department 
regarding specific local issues and 
the teachers’ contract. I spoke with 
the State Department of education 
for input about average salaries 
throughout the State. Bob Hamilton 
and I called twelve town school 
departments to ask specific ques¬ 
tions on salaries. ! was very careful 
to validate my answers and be cer¬ 
tain I was obtaining the correct 
answer to the correct question. 

The results of my research left me 
somewhat perplexed. The presenta¬ 
tions by the School Committee and 
the answers presented by the School 
Department during the November 26 
session of Town Meeting were not 
the same as the answers presented 
on December 3. 

Mr. Fitzgerald staled on Novem¬ 
ber 26 that the top salary earned in 
Winchester was $44,600. He also 
slated that 108 of the 233 teachers 
were earning that amount. On 
December 3 he stated that the top 
salary being earned was $39,000. I 
have reviewed payroll printouts 
from the Town Comptroller's office 
and I can tell you that the correct 
answer is $44,600, not $39,(MM).

obtained from Town reports submit¬ 
ted to the State.

None of us disputes the merits of 
the teachers. None of us disputes the 
dedication of the teachers. None of 
us wishes to create a teaching envi¬ 
ronment that is not conducive to 
good education. But, choices must 
be made during times when 
revenues are reduced. 

Last spring when the closing of the 
Vinson-Owen School was the number 
one topic Town Meeting was told 
that it could be kepi open this next 
year, but there were no guarantees 
beyond that. The School Committee 
decided to keep the school open, 
proceed with the plan to create a 
Middle School and allow for a 2 
percent pay increase within the 
budget as voted. Town Meeting did 
vote additional funds to allow this 
plan to go forth. Now, the School 
Committee wants more. The choice 
needed to be made. 

The Municipal side of the budget 
allowed only a 2 percent pay 
increase this year. The Town Mana¬ 
ger and Comptroller received no pay 
increases. Not only did the School 
Committee vote the Superintendant 
a pay increase (current salary is 
$77,816 plus various perks and 
expense accounts) they also gave 
him a five year contract with addi¬ 
tional raises to be negotiated as 
needed. Now we hear that they have 
voted a three year contract for the 
Assistant in charge of Curriculum 
and a 5.8 percent increase on his 
$61,1)00 salary. If I was a teacher in 
the schools I’d be pretty upset about 
that. 

1 know' that it is difficult to say no. 
But, l also know that it is difficult to 
spend more than is eomming in, In 
today’s economy I am thankful that 
I have a job. My increases are not 
based upon cost of living increases, 
but merit. There is no special evalu¬ 
ation process in place for me, I am 
beholden to an evaluation by my 
supervisor. I have no grievance pro¬ 
cess to utilize and no union to protect 
me.

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Right-to-die issue has local impact

Modern medical technology has 
greatly improved our lives, but it 
has raised some troubling questions 
as well. One growing concern is the 
“right-to-die” issue, which is receiv¬ 
ing a great deal of attention due to 
the Nancy Cruzan case. 

The victim of an automobile acci¬ 
dent, Cruzan lay in an irreversible 
coma for eight years until her 
parents recently won a court battle 
to have her feeding tube removed. 
The Cruzans argued that their 
daughter would not want to live as a 
vegetable and that she had the right 
to die with dignity. 

The Cruzan case and others like it 
are leading more and more people to 
consider drawing up a document 
that states how the person wants to 
be treated in the event of a life- 
threatening illness or accident. Two 
main documents available in this 
country are the living will and the 
medical directive. Living wills, the 
more well known of the two, are not 
legally recognized in Massa¬ 
chusetts. As a result, the medical 
directive was introduced by physi¬ 
cians as a possible alternative. 

The medical directive, which was 
created by Dr, Linda L. Emanuel of 
Massachusetts General Hospital 
(MGH), and her husband, Dr. Eze¬ 


kiel J. Emanuel of Beth Israel Hos¬ 
pital, is essentially a more specific 
substitute for the living will, It out¬ 
lines 12 hypothetical life-threatening 
scenarios, and the person must 
make decisions about the treatment 
he or she would receive in each 
situation. 

This procedure may be altered 
somewhat by a bill that former Gov¬ 
ernor Michael S. Dukakis signed into 
law shortly before leaving office. 
The new law allows a person to have 
a health care proxy, a third parly 
who is given the authority of making 
medical decisions for the person if 
he or she is unable to do so. The 
person may give the proxy a medi¬ 
cal directive or some other list as a 
guideline, or they may simply leave 
all the decisions up to them. 

The idea of a health care proxy is 
similar to the durable power of 
attorney, which allows one person to 
make decisions for another, general¬ 
ly in financial matters. The new law 
can provide a third party with the 
same authority in medical decisions. 

Local reaction to the right-to-die 
debate has been demonstrated by a 
growing interest in planning what to 
do in the event of a tragedy like 
Nancy Cruzan’s. Dr. John Stoeckle, 
a Winchester resident and chief of 
the medical clinic at MGH, feels that 
“the public is way ahead of the

professionals on this issue.” He has 
noticed an increasing number of 
people inquiring about living wills 
over the past six months. 

Dr. Linda Emanuel comments 
that this movement was growing 
even before the Cruzan case, and 
that people should talk to both their 
lawyer and their doctor in planning 
a living will. While recognizing the 
importance of the lawyer in this 
process, she stresses that it is 
“important to make out a living will 
in the context of a doctor-patient 
discussion.” 

Winchester lawyers have also 
been getting more questions about 
living wills, which can put them in a 
delicate position. Larry Murray, an 
attorney at Murray & Quill, uses a 
“low-key approach” when dealing 
with this sensitive area. 

Despite the growing trend of 


creating living wills. Murray saia 
many people still prefer to avoid the 
subject of death altogether, Never¬ 
theless, Murray said he believes Lhe 
health care proxy will probably be a 
simpler way of handling the matter, 
Paul Colella, an independent 
Winchester attorney, agrees that 
many are reluctant to talk about 
dying. More people have asked him 
about living wills, bul they tend to be 
people with relatives in situations 
similar to that of Nancy Cruzan, 
With the right to die question 
becoming more important in recent 
months, people are apparently 
beginning to put aside their fears in 
order to plan a peaceful death.

Three named to BC/BS Life Savers club 


Susan Roosevelt Weld, First Lady 
of the Commonwealth, will honor 
three local residents as life savers 
on Jan. 23 during a ceremony spon¬ 
sored by Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
of Massachusetts at the corpora¬ 
tion’s headquarters. 

Firefighter John Freitas of Read¬ 
ing, Phyllis La Marca of Burlington 
and teacher Lynda L. Rae of 
Winchester will become members of 
the Life Savers Club, formed by Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield to honor peo¬ 
ple who have saved a life by apply¬ 
ing the Heimlich Maneuver, Cardio¬ 
pulmonary Resuscitation (CPR) or 
other life saving techniques. 

Here are their life saving stories: 

•Lt. John Freitas, a 14-year fire 
fighting veteran, praises the entire 
Winchester Fire Department for its 
heroic teamwork in the dramatic 


rescue of Lhree-year-old Sean 
McGrath. Freitas was the fireman 
who found the unconscious child 
under his bed in the smoke-filled 
wooden frame house. As he grabbed 
the boy’s lifeless body, Freitas said 
be couldn’t find any pulse. He pulled 
his face mask off to begin CPR, 
while racing through the flames for 
fresh air. He said, “I was 100 percent 
sure he was gone. The boy was 
completely lifeless. I have never 
found a kid like that.” John’s brav¬ 
ery started Sean’s breathing just 
before the tot was rushed to the 
hospital. 

•The Burlington Board of Health 
now will enforce the Heimlich Man¬ 
euver regulation thanks to La Mar¬ 
ca. She and her husband were just 
about to leave a local restaurant last 
April when the commotion began, 


Too often, people panic during a 
crisis, and in this case the barten¬ 
der's attempts to rescue the choking 
victim were not enough. The woman 
fell unconscious. La Marca took 
over, and was able to dislodge the 
food by the time the paramedics 
arrived. 

•It was snack time at the kinder¬ 
garten where Rae teaches. Six-year- 
old Tricia suddenly began choking. 
Desperately, the child grabbed her 
throat as she began to turn bright 
red. Rae caught the signal right 
away. She didn’t have time to get 
Tricia to the nurse's office, so she 
immediately began performing the 
Heimlich Maneuver. The first 
attempt did not succeed, but Lynda 
continued, repeating the thrust with 
more force. The second attempt 
worked. A hard piece of candy 


popped out. 

Over the past 12 years, Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield has recorded 600 
cases in which the lives of Massa¬ 
chusetts residents were saved by 
people who knew how to perform the 
Heimlich Maneuver and CPR. 

According to the Heimlich Insti¬ 
tute in Cincinnati, the Heimlich 
Maneuver is credited with saving 
the lives of more than 20,000 people 
nationally who were choking on food 
or other objects. It also is used 
extensively on drowning victims. 

Serving as Master of Ceremony at 
the awards banquet will be Liz Walk¬ 
er, co-anchor of Eyewitness News, 
WBZ-TV Channel 4 in Boston. Prom¬ 
inent political, media and sports 
figures will award Life Saver med¬ 
als to the life savers.

Parking permits 
are now available

Commuters parking in the Aberjo- 
na parking lot can avoid the morning 
rush at the ticket machine by pur¬ 
chasing a parking permit. 

Selectmen agreed Monday night to 
issue parking permits at a cost of $20 
per month for commuters. Select¬ 
men postponed action on downtown 
parking until the Economic Develop¬ 
ment Committee tEDC) makes its 
final proposal. The new permit rate 
will be effective Feb. 1. Permits arc 
available at the engineer’s office. 

For residents and non-residents 
without a permit, the $1 per day rate 
in the Aberjona lot is still effective. 

Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia 
asked selectmen to approve the per¬ 
mits. A number of commuters have 
shown interest in the plan, and the 
permits would reduce a morning 
traffic build-up in the area. 

With regard to an overall parking 
plan, EDC Chairman Justin Magee 
told selectmen his group hopes to be 
ready with a proposal for the board’s 
Feb. 5 meeting. Magee said the EDC 
has been working on a commuter 
parking plan for the past eight 
months. “We are trying to work up a 
series of recommendations we hope 
will be helpful to you in your ulti¬ 
mate decision,” Magee told 
selectmen. 


Church Street resident Tom 
Abdella said he was one of a number 
of “frustrated parkers,” as a resi¬ 
dent in the downtown area. Abdella 
asked selectmen for relief from cita¬ 
tions for overnight parking. While 
Abdella said he understood the town 
has an overnight parking ban, he 
said it is difficult for those who do 
not have parking spots with their 
housing. 

As a commuter who parks in the 
Aberjona lot every day, Abdella 
encouraged selectmen to implement 
the permit system. He also asked 
that selectmen consider the level of 
service provided lo the area. Abdel¬ 
la said his car has been vandalized 
twice in the last six months. 

“It’s one thing to park for free and 
expect little or no service. It’s 
another to pay and not to see any 
service,” Abdella said. 

Selectman Judith Muggia said it 
would be unlikely police patrols 
could increase in the area, given the 
constraints on that department. 

“If we were to beef up patrols for 
parking, we’ll never see it for a 
dollar a day,” Muggia said. Imple¬ 
menting attended parking would 
increase the cost, but would provide 
more coverage, she added. 

With regard to service, Ciarcia 
said, “The town has spent a tre¬ 
mendous amount of time and money 
[on snow plowing and maintenance 
of downtown parking lots].”

Man found guilty 
of drug charges

A Winchester man was found guil¬ 
ty of drug charges and will be sen¬ 
tenced by Judge Elizabeth Dolan 
Jan. 31 in Middlesex Superior Court. 

According to Winchester Police 
Lt. James Pierce, Joseph L. Fores¬ 
ter, 45, of Spruce Street was found 
guilty of possession of cocaine, pos¬ 
session of codeine, and possession of 
a hypodermic needle in connection 
with a September, 1989 arrest. 

Forester was found not guilty on a 
distribution charge. According to 
Pierce, Forester cannot be tried on a 
conspiracy count until the trial of 
co-defendant Anthony M. Bellino is 
heard. 

Pierce said the case of Bellino, 24, 
of Lincoln Street in Lexington is 
being heard separately because the 
two had what Pierce called “antago¬ 
nistic” defenses with regard to a 
charge of conspiracy to violate con¬ 


trolled substance law. Pierce said 
Bellino is charged with possession 
with intent lo distribute Class B 
(cocaine), possession of Class B, and 
the conspiracy to violate controlled 
substance act. 

Bellino’s case is expected to be 
heard within the next few weeks, 
Pierce said. 

Police raided a hair salon at 102 
Swanton St. owned by Forester Sept. 
22, 1989 after a three-week surveil¬ 
lance of the site gave police enough 
evidence to secure a search warrant 
and proceed with an investigation of 
the premises. 

The raid was conducted by 
Winchester police in conjunction 
with NEMLEC (Northeast Metropo¬ 
litan Law Enforcement Council) and 
the DEA (Drug Enforcement 
Administration). 

Pierce said because Forester is a 
first-time offender, he will likely 
receive a suspended sentence.

The next year, he was at Hill 27 in 
Guadalcanal and the final year in 
Burma, India. “[The war] changed 
me in many ways,” said Saraco. 

“This one’s going to be awful. I 
hope to God it doesn’t happen,” he 
said. “It’s a terrible thing. I hate to 
see it. I’m hoping and praying that it 
will be resolved.”

For Florence, the fear that her son 
would be called to active duty has 
been with her for years now. 

Robert graduated from West Point 
in 1987 and was stationed first at 
Fort Sill in Oklahoma and later at 
Fort Riley in Kansas. He's been at 
Riley for the last three years. 

In 1988, he married high school 
sweetheart Patti Mahoney and this 
past July, the couple celebrated the 
birth of their first child, Matthew 
Smith DiVincenzo, 

His mother said the family has 
known Robert would be heading to 
Saudi Arabia since Thanksgiving, 
but a delay in sending the battalion’s 
equipment overseas also delayed the 
unit’s departure. 

The lag time gave her family a 
chance to meet in Kansas for a 


pre-Christmas gathering, said 
Florence. 

DiVincenzo says she expects her 
daughter-in-law Patti and the baby 
to come home to Winchester in a few 
days, to stay with her mother and 
father. 

DiVincenzo says she talks with 
Patti “once a day. Just to let her 
know, if she needs anything, if any¬ 
thing happened, she would have our 
support. 

“There’s certainly nothing any of 
us can do now except have our faith 
in God,” said DiVincenzo. "It’s no 
longer in our hands. I’m sure even 
President Bush is praying to God for 
some peaceful resolution.” 

She says she finds the anti-war 
movement in the country confusing. 
“All the guys over there need our 
support. Maybe we shouldn’t be over 


there, but we are.” 

The DiVincenzos were thrilled to 
receive a phone call from Robert 
just a week after he left for the 
desert. "We were watching TV when 
the phone rang. The operator asked 
if we’d accept a phone call from 
First Lt. DiVincenzo. I said, ‘Sure!’ 

“He sounded good on the phone, 
his spirits were just fine,” she 
added. His battalion, she said, is 
working around the clock to ready 
the unit. 

“I tell the kids to give I Robert I 
positive thoughts. He doesn’t need to 
hear the negative. Postive thoughts, 
that’s what all the boys over there 
need, To know we support them,” 
she says. 

Florence recalls that when Robert 


was still in junior high school and 
went his cousin’s graduation from 
West Point, he vowed he, too, would 
attend the military academy. 

“It made me nervous,” said Flor¬ 
ence of her son's decision to join the 
military. “It would not be my 
choice. But he pursued the whole 
thing on this own. 

"I’m proud of him. It lifts my 
spirits to think of what this country 
is all about, freedom, liberty. The 
freedom to be ourselves.” 

Florence says she worries and 
prays that Robert will come home 
safe and sound. She says he feels an 
equal responsibility to safeguard the 
men in his unit. 

"Everybody over there needs to 
gel back to their families,” she said.

the toughest part about heading off 
to the Persian Gulf is leaving behind 
his family. Wilkinson and his wife, 
Patricia, have two children: 
Michael, 8 and Lisa, 4. 

“We never took it seriously. We 
always kind of thought Brunswick, 
Maine, would be [my] ultimate des¬ 
tination,” he said. “Now, they have 
to deal with the fact that Daddy’s 
going to be gone anywhere from 
three to six months. 

“When I was a kid in my 20s, I 
didn’t mind going out to sea. Now 
I'm leaving much of my life behind. 
That’s probably the thing that 
bothers me the most,” he said. 

But as he heads off, Wilkinson said 
he is confident his family will be well 
cared for by friends in town and on 
the police force. 

“Everyone has been very helpful. 
Some of my friends [in the depart¬ 


ment] have said they will take care 
of snow removal for my wif- 
e ... People have been stopping by to 
see what they can do,” he said. 

While Wilkinson said he is not 
frightened by the prospect of head¬ 
ing off to war, he is “apprehensive.” 


"Going over there doesn’t bother 
me that much. I think I’m more 
concerned with what going on back 
here, how my family is going to deal 
with it when I’m gone,” he said. 

“I always said it was going to be 
short and quick, but Hussein always 


throws in a left hook. If he brings 
Israel in, it’s a whole new ball- 
game,” Wilkinson added. 

“I don’t think there’s going to be a 
clear-cut winner. It’s just a matter 
of how short you can make it,” said 
Wilkinson.

right move, however, other mea¬ 
sures are working, 

“President Bush's decision lasL 
August to send American forces to 
prevent further Iraqi aggression 
was the right one, Our sanctions are 
making Saddam pay a heavy price 
for his aggression against Kuwait. 

“Iraq’s billion dollar oil industry 
has been shut down. The Kuwaiti oil 
fields are worthless to Iraq. The 
thousands of foreign hostages seized 
by Saddam are free and home," said 
Sen. Kennedy. 

Rep. Kennedy introduced a resolu¬ 
tion on Jan. 3, sponsored by 38 House 
members, asking the president to 
“support the multinational efforts to 
maintain economic sanctions 
against Iraq until all Iraqi forces 
and personnel are withdrawn from 
Kuwait.” The resolution also asked 
that the United Slates take no offen¬ 
sive action against Iraq or Kuwait 
“for at least one year from the date 
of the enactment of this resolution." 

His resolution was incorporated 
into the Hamilton-Gephardt resolu¬ 
tion, which asked for continued use 
of sanctions and diplomatic efforts 
and that the United States defend 
Saudi Arabia from Iraqi attack. The 
resolution was defeated. 

“Obviously, I am disappointed,” 
Rep. Kennedy said about the vote. 
Although Congress has authorized 
the president to use military force in 
the Gulf after Jan. 15, he added, that 
does not mean that force will or 
should be used. 

“There are still alternatives to 
war,” Rep. Kennedy said. “fBushl 


has to recognize that the country is 
not united on this issue.” 

Rep. Kennedy quoted the former 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
Admiral William Crowe Jr., on the 
use of the U S. military in this case. 
“[Crowe] said: ‘It would be a shame 
if a dictator has more patience than 
the greatest power on earth, and 
that he outwaited us,’ ” Kennedy 
said. 

While Rep. Kennedy said the inter¬ 
national troops and specifically the 
American forces in the Gulf are a 
“devastating military machine,” he 
said that the United States has cause 
to worry. “The Iraqis withstood tre¬ 
mendous attacks in their war with 
Iran, and are willing to lose up to a 
million people.” With that kind of 
attitude on the Iraqis’ part, “thou¬ 
sands and thousands” of American 
soldiers might lose their lives. 

Rep. Kennedy said that he could 
not guess at this point how long the 
war, if and when it starts, will last. 
Though this country can inflict “hor¬ 
rific damage” on Iraq, the United 
States has to decide “how much 
damage we are willing to sustain 
ourselves.” 

Rep. Kennedy stressed that he is 
not trying to undermine the morale 
of the American soldiers. “I want to 
make sure that the troops under¬ 
stand that we all support them 100 
percent,” he said. 

U.S, Senator, John Kerry, D- 
Massachusetts, could not be reached 
for comment by The Star’s press 
deadline Wednesday.

Flaherty sworn in as 
county commissioner

Francis X. Flaherty called for the 
effort to pull Middlesex County 
“from its dismal decline" as an arm 
of government at his inauguration as 
county commissioner in Arlington’s 
town hall. 

In the Jan. 2 ceremony, Flaherty 
was greeted with applause from 
more than 350 supporters, including 
state and town officials, after the 
Menotomy Minute Men added a his¬ 
torical tint to the event with their 
march into town hall and subsequent 
rendition of the national anthem 
with a fife and snare drum. 

“This town is quite impressed 
{with his election)... we know we’ll 
be more impressed with what he’ll 
do as county commissioner,” said 
Arlington Selectman Charles Lyons 
in introducing Flaherty. 

Edward J. Sullivan, who adminis¬ 
tered the Oath of Office, commented 
that Flaherty had attained his posi¬ 
tion through a “tenacious” effort 
and “won the campaign on his own.” 

Flaherty addressed the ambi¬ 
guous situation of county govern¬ 
ment in the Commonwealth with a 
steadfast pledge to revive its dimin¬ 
ishing role. “I do not intend to sit 
idly by and watch the demise of 
Middlesex County Government,” 
said Flaherty in his inauguration 
speech, 

Flaherty, an Arlington resident, 
added that county government was 
at a “crossroads,” and Middlesex 
County in particular was in jeopardy 
of state takeover. 

Flaherty, in taking oath, assumed 
the position vacated by former com¬ 
missioner Bill Schmidt, for which he 
ran unopposed in the November 
elections. Flaherty beat Schmidt in 
the primary. 

As a county commissioner, Flah¬ 
erty acknowledged that a projected 
$2 l :* million deficit for its 1991 fiscal 
year will be a challenge. 

At a time when there is some 
pressure from (lie state governmeni 
to further decrease the role county 
government plays in lhe slate, Flah- 
erty vowed to make an effort to 
recover $3.11 million dollars in back 
rent the state has failed to pay for 
court space, addingd that if Beacon 
Hill failed to appropriate these funds 
“it may find itself in the very neat- 
future deprived of these facilities.” 

One of the issues Flaherty will try 
to straighten out is lhe court system, 
The state took over the districl court 
system from the counties with the 


Court Reform Act of 1978. Flaherty 
maintains this transition has 
resulted in a decrease in efficiency 
and an increase in cost to the 
taxpayer. 

Middlesex County leases out the 
county court building in Cambridge 
to the state, a system that has 
created a battle between the two 
branches of the government. 

Although Middlesex County struck 
an agreement with the state’s Admi¬ 
nistration and Finance Committee 
that was to pay the county back the 
$3.6 million, the new administration 
has said it will not honor the agree¬ 
ment because the past administra¬ 
tion made it, said Flaherty in a 
recent telephone interview. 

“The county government could 
take some of the responsibilities that 
the slate and towns have, and run 
them more efficiently,” said Flaher¬ 
ty. For example, he advocates the 
county taking a more active role in 
trash removal and recycling, since it 
could coordinate larger areas. 

The rent payment issue has 
brought the county government 
question back into the limelight, In 
1988 a debate was kindled when the 
Middlesex County Charter Commis¬ 
sion drafted a new charter that prop¬ 
osed a reorganization of the county 
government, most noticeably the eli- 
mination of the three elected county 
commissioner positions and the cre¬ 
ation of a new, elected nine-member 
County Council and an appointed 
county manager position. The coun¬ 
ty was also slated as being redivided 
into nine districts, one for each coun¬ 
cil member. 

The proposed reform met much 
opposition, especially in Arlington. 
The Arlington Board of Selectman 
voted against the charter and the 
County Charier Concerned Citizens 
was formed to oppose the plan, 
which went nowhere in the state 
Legislature. 

As it stands now, Middlesex Coun 
ty’s largest responsibilities lie in the 
maintenance of the court buildings, 
and lhe administration of the Regi¬ 
stry of Deeds and the Registry of 
J’robatc. The county also runs a 
hospital in Wallham. 

County government is funded by 
the state and town governments. 
Since much of its revenue is 
received from the property lax 
gathered by local governments, the 
counties have been confronted by 
the same revenue problems pre¬ 
sented to towns as a result in drops 
in the real-estate market

special needs class would stay at 
Lynch. 

The proposal received much sup¬ 
port from the board, but members 
agreed the plan should be presented 
at the Special Education Parent 
Advisory Committee (PAC) meeting 
Jan. 23. 

Mitsakos estimated no additional 
transportation or capital costs in the 
plan. He also noted that very few 
students would experience a change, 
since the K-1 class is a one-year 
program and many other students 
are moving on to other programs.

Director of Special Education

Bianco said parents are most con 
cerned with accessibility and agreed 
the board should discuss the plan 
with PAC members. 

School Committee members also 
agreed to put on hold plans to redis- 
trict students in the “Lincoln trian¬ 


gle” to Lynch. 

“I would prefer to expand the 
’triangle’ and [redistrict] to Lynch if 
I thought the fiscal situation would 
hold up next year. That’s the only 
reason, not because I think it should 
be a more comprehensive fredistric- 
ting] plan,” said School Committee 
Chairman Donna Brandt Landry. 

Member Edward O’Connell said 
the plan could be revisited at 
another time. 

Said member Mark Lombardi, “I 
hope this is something we continue 
to look at and that we continue to 
address problems at Lynch.” 


One-day liquor licenses approved

night to approve the regulations. 
Deering had said his vote hinged on 
a letter from the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Commission (ABCC) con¬ 
firming selectmen’s authority to 
issue one-day licenses, 

Town Counsel Wade Welch previ¬ 
ously ruled selectmen have such 
authority as a result of the town's 
vote to allow liquor licenses for three 
restaurants and one package store. 
With regard to a letter from the 
ABCC, Welch indicated the commis¬ 
sion would only make a ruling if 
selectmen granted a license and it 
was challenged. 

“I’m going to vote on the revised 
rules because they are just rules,” 
Deering said. “Someday we may 
know if we have the right to [grant a 
license] or if we don’t.” 

On Monday, concerns night did not 
revolve around the pros and cons of 
granting such licenses, but on the 
requirements for a bartender — and 
the definition of a responsible 
manager. 

“I would not be willing to issue [a 
one-day license] unless the applic-

ant would be required to use a 
trained bartender and/or caterer,” 
Selectman Judith Muggia said. 

Calling Muggia's comments “a 
good point,” Deering questioned the 
liability limit on a responsible mana¬ 
ger. Deering said local restaurants 
and clubs “have to go to the ABCC 
for a license, It seems a little bit odd 
on the one-day license, we make the 
determination of who a responsible 
manager is.” 

Welch indicated the responsible 
manager would have to be the per¬ 
son overseeing the serving of alco¬ 
hol, not the host of the event. The 
state statute does not define 
“responsible manager," and select¬ 
men could incorporate their defini¬ 
tion into the license regulations, he 
added. 

But Selectman Thomas Schmitt 
said he believed defining “responsi¬ 
ble manager” within the context of 
regulations would give the board 
less flexibility. “I would prefer the 
policy not be overly rigidly struc¬ 
tured,” he said. 

“The guidelines are here, but I 
think each case is going to be indivi- 




dual,” added Chairman Steven Pow¬ 
ers. “Discussion can go a long way 
on one of these applications.” 

According to the regulations, a 
responsible manager must be in 
charge of serving liquor. If the event 
is to be held in a town-owned facility, 
the applicant must provide insur¬ 
ance for him/herself and the town 
for a value of $500,000. 

In addition, if an event is to be held 
within 500 feet of a church or school, 
selectmen must hold a public hear¬ 
ing to determine whether the event 
would interfere with the activities of 
either facility. 

While the license is often referred 
to as a “one-day” license, Welch 
said il is actually a special license, 
and can be granted for more than 
one day. 

The fees for a license are, per day: 
$50 for an all-alcoholic license; $25 
for wine and malt license; $20 for 
Sunday entertainment license; and 
$10 for the slate license. In addition 
to the license fee and insurance, 
applicants must pay all custodial 
and related fees, as well as charges 
for public safety services.

Yellow ribbons as far as the eye 
can see. 

That's what Amy Binding would 
like to see in Winchester — for when 
her brother Derek, a Marine reser¬ 
vist stationed in Saudi Arabia, com¬ 
es home.

But Amy says her town hasn’t 
gone far enough to show support for 
the troops who are so far away from 
their homes, fighting for their 
country. 

“It makes me sad because it 
doesn’t seem like they care,” said 
Amy. “No one wants war, but it’s the 
price we pay for democracy,” she 
added. 

Amy says the yellow ribbons, 
which symbolize the hope for a safe 
return for the troops, aren’t just for 
families with relatives or friends in 
the Gulf. She says displaying a rib¬ 
bon outside shows that the residents 
of that home support the troops, 
even if they don’t support the war.

“You don’t need to have someone 
over there [to display a ribbon],’’ 
said Amy. “H's support. They defi¬ 
nitely need it.” 

Amy says the ribbons show that 
the country is behind the servicemen 
and women in the Gulf, many of 
whom fear a homecoming like 
Vietnam veterans received on their 
return. And the ribbons are also a 
boost to the families on the home- 
front, a reminder that they are not 
alone.

Town officials face a shortfall in 
the fiscal year 1992 budget with or 
without the use of free cash and 
overlay surplus account funds. 

In light of the projected $1.6 mil¬ 
lion shortfall, a majority of board 
members agreed to assume a 15 
percent reduction in local aid allot¬ 
ments in preparing the fiscal year 
1992 (FY92) budget. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer presented the best and worst 
case scenarios for the fiscal year 
1992 (FY92) budget, and provided 
selectmen with estimates of the 
FY92 revenue picture. 

“It shows you the limits you have 
on you,” Maurer told the Star. Maur¬ 
er said the figures were based on a 
level-funded budget. 

According to Maurer’s projec¬ 
tions, Winchester faces a $1.6 million 
shortfall due to an increase in ener¬ 
gy costs and fixed costs, as well as 
the costs of collective bargaining 
agreements. 

Target A, the worst case scenario, 
proposes no use of free cash and 
overlay surplus account funds. With¬ 
out using these funds, total available 
revenue for FY92 is $31,569,000. 

Maurer said the town will incur 
approximately $9,571,000 in fixed 
costs in FY92 — including energy 
costs, insurance costs, and other 
fixed expenses. 

Once fixed costs are subtracted 
from the total available dollars, the 
amount for school and municipal 
budgets is $12,857,000 and $9,1*10,000, 


respectively, in Target A. 

Target B, the best case scenario, 
assumes use of $800,000 in free cash 
and $150,000 from the overlay surp¬ 
lus accounts. The total of available 
funds would be $32,519,000, with 
$9,535,000 for the town side and 
$13,412,000 for schools. 

Target A represents a drop of 
$320,500 from the current municipal 
budget, and of $457,000 from the 
current school budget. 

Target B represents a hike of 
$69,000 to the municipal budget, and 
increases the FY91 school budget by 
$97,000. 

Neither target takes into account 
pending raises, including the teach¬ 
ers’ contract which, if approved by 
Town Meeting, would cost the town 
an additional $135,000 in FY92. 

To level fund the current budget 
for FY92, a total of $450,000 to 
$500,000 would be needed for the 
municipal budget, Maurer said. 
“Thai’s keeping the same level of 
service,” he added. 

While exact figures were not avail¬ 
able for the school side, Maurer said 
that budget is expected to go up 
more than 8 percent. 

In discussing the Special Town 
Meeting due to convene Jan. 28, 
Maurer said, “Any spending of free 
cash this year has a definite adverse 
effect in the next year.” 

Maurer said local aid estimates in 
his scenarios were based on level 
funding. But with discussion on Bea¬ 
con Hill of possibly reducing those 
figures, Maurer said, “We have a 
problem.”

Some community leaders are 
questioning whether a compromise 
agreement, set in stone last June, is 
now crumbling under the weight of 
renewed budget talks. 

Drafted by town officials and 
Town Meeting members, the agree¬ 
ment was aimed at assuring quality 
education. In addition, the agree¬ 
ment staled that, if budget cuts 
continued, the School Committee 
might again consider closing a 
school. 

Resident William Galatis, chair¬ 
man of the Vinson Owen Coalition 
that successfully halted the closing 
of that school last spring, said he 
backed the agreement’s intent, but 
added the document should serve 
simply as a framework to begin 
budget talks. 

Galatis asked School Committee 
members at their Jan. 22 session if 
proper contingency planning had 


been established, should Town Meet¬ 
ing reject the current proposed 
budget. He added that the agree¬ 
ment reached last spring was put 
together at the 11th hour, and was 
not backed by all those involved in 
drafting it, 

CSA President Lori Lerman and 
Town Meeting member John Mont¬ 
gomery, although framers of the 
proposal, did not vote for the mea¬ 
sure at Town Meeting. Lerman had 
said she did not feel the agreement 
would get the proper attention from 
school and town officials. Montgom¬ 
ery said he voted against the mea¬ 
sure because those officials did not 
sign it. However, Montgomery con¬ 
tends that signatures were later 
attached to the document. 

Montgomery added he was 
“extremely disappointed” that 
Galatis “suggested the agreement 
doesn't mean anything ... The 
agreement was the product of a lot

Student athletes earn MIAA academic awards

Winchester High School athletes

In addition, MIAA offi¬ 
cials hope the program will encour¬ 
age coaches to discuss the impor¬ 
tance of their players working to 
their academic potential. 

“(The program! is really a good 


way to honor that or recognize it,” 
Ritchie said. 

The grade point average <GPA i of 
each team was computated. A gold 
award of excellence is presented to 
all team members when the team's 
GPA is between 3.0 and 4.0 The 
silver award of excellence is pre¬ 
sented to those teams whose GPA 
falls between 2.5 and 2.99. 

And Winchester students brought 


home the gold and silver.

Wall speaks on 
‘the moral crisis

Parents must take back the 
responsibility of raising their child¬ 
ren, says Rev. Bruce Wall, a Baptist 
minister known for his work with 
troubled teens. 

Wall brought his message to 
Winchester in a sermon in honor of 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. Wall’s 
visit, hosted by the Winchester 
Inter-Faith Council at the Unitarian 
Church, marked the Monday Obser¬ 
vance of King’s birthday. 

Wall sang and prayed while he 
preached, invoking the memory of 
King in the minds of all present. As 
the refrain ended from “Abraham, 
Martin and John” (sung by the 
Winchester High School chorus) 
Wall walked among the congrega¬ 
tion and clapped his hands. 

Wall challenged parents to teach 
young people more than just how to 


acquire material possessions. 

Youth and the “moral crisis in the 
home” was the main theme of the 
talk, although the Gulf War was 
clearly in the Reverend’s thoughts. 
Wall said he intended to release a 
statement regarding the Gulf crisis, 
since his position in the judicial 
system, (Wall is First Assistant 
Clerk Magistrate of the Boston Juve¬ 
nile Court) prohibited his targeting 
the war in his speech. 

“In 1967 in Dorchester, I was 
standing on the porch with the 13 
teenagers that 1 ran with ... We were 
tough; we didn't call ourselves a 
gang, but we were tough!” said Wall 
in explaining his calling to the mini¬ 
stry. His friend, a drug dealer, 
insisted it was because of the church 
that the young Wall had an opportun 
ity other blacks did not, and that lie 
should seize the chance.

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Hazardous material 
training pays off

Training in hazardous materials 
identification and containment paid 
off for Fire Department personnel 
when a chemical, later identified as 
ethylene oxide, leaked out of a tank 
at Winchester Hospital last week. 

Fortunately, said Fire Chief Char¬ 
les McNutt, two firefighters were on 
duty that evening who had been 
trained and certified by the state as 
hazardous materials technicians. 

Captain Barry McNutt and Fire¬ 
fighter Edward Murphy were certi¬ 
fied several months ago, and have 
learned valuable information from 
the 160-hour course in the identifica¬ 
tion and containment of hazardous 
materials. 

The chemical, which is used to 
sterilize hospital equipment, was 
contained in a small percentage (15 
percent) at the hospital and there¬ 
fore posed little threat. However, as 
Chief McNutt noted, it’s best “to 
always take the scenario that it 
could be more serious.” 

Because the leak occurred on a 
weekend, firefighters encountered a 
slight delay in contacting the appro¬ 
priate persons with information on 
the chemical. 

Headquarters recorded the first 
call at 7:24 p.m. on Saturday, Jan. 12 
from a central service technician at 
Winchester Hospital, who reported 
that a 100-pound cylinder of ethylene 
oxide was leaking in the control 
services area. 

All apparatus were called to the 
scene and the operator of steriliza¬ 


tion machine and supervisor for the 
floor were contacted. Firefighters 
secured a section of the hospital and 
had an attack line stretched out in 
hallway. 

After several hours, the chemical 
was dissipated and no longer posed a 
threat. 

Chief McNutt said special Level A 
suits were worn when confronting 
the leakage at the hospital. While the 
suits are essential to the firefighters 
facing a potentially hazardous 
material, the cost of these suits, 
which are disposable, is a stagger¬ 
ing $400 each. The non-disposable 
suits run about $3,800 a piece and 
cost about $400 to clean, said 
McNutt. Winchester purchases the 
disposable type, he added. 

According to Fire Captain Steven 
Osborne, the suits would not have to 
be disposed of after the Winchester 
Hospital incident, because the chem¬ 
ical was not in high enough concent¬ 
rations to be considered dangerous. 

Fire Chief McNutt said each of the 
fire captains has attended an inci¬ 
dent command training session and 
firefighters have had first response 
training. 

“The potential is always there 1 for 
a hazardous material crisis]," said 
McNutt. “There are trucks going 
through town, trains going through 
town." 

The Emergency Response Com¬ 
mittee, which is made up of public 
safety leaders and community rep¬ 
resentatives, keeps abreast of all 
chemical materials that are housed 
in or transported through town, he 
added.

Winton withdraws 
liquor license request 


Meeting to face 
free cash question

To spend or not to spend. That is 
the question Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers face as the Special meeting 
convenes Jan. 28. 

Members of the School Committee 
will again present to Town Meeting a 
proposal for the teachers’ contract 
that seeks free cash funds. 

But since Town Meeting’s refusal 
to allocate $191,250 from free cash to 
fund the teachers' contract, School 
Committee members have come up 
with a compromise that seeks 
$124,092 from the town's free cash 
account. 

School Committee members prop¬ 
ose adding $67,158 from the school’s 
operating budget to fund the con¬ 
tract. Committee Chairman Donna 
Brandt Landry indicated last week 
that school officials had identified 
$210,658 in savings from a spending 
freeze imposed in October. That fig¬ 
ure was offset by $143,500 in 
unbudgeted legal, food-service and 
special-education expenses, leaving 
the net $67,158 to fund the teachers' 
contract. 

In preparing for the Special Town 
Meeting, school officials have 
created for Town Meeting members 


charts comparing teachers salaries. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr, 
Charles Mitsakos said he is con¬ 
cerned about misinformation 
regarding how Winchester teachers 
are paid in relation to others in the 
Lincoln-Sudbury consortium. 

Mitsakos said actual figures taken 
from state reports show Winchester 
teachers are paid less than those in 
most towns, topping only Bedford 
and Needham. Figures obtained by 
calling various school personnel 
offices were significantly lower than 
actual figures acquired from the 
state, Mitsakos noted. (See chart). 

Also included for Town Meeting 
members is a chart outlining the 
number of teachers at each level. 
There are five levels of professional 
training: bachelor's degree; bache¬ 
lor’s degree plus 15 graduate cre¬ 
dits; master's degree; master's 
degree plus 15 credits; and certifi¬ 
cate of advanced graduate sludies 
(CAGS). 

Of the five designations, the high¬ 
est number of teachers are at the 
CAGS level (108), and at the highest 
step level (for years of service). 

Town Meeting meets Monday, 
Jan. 28 at 7:30 p.m. in the high school 
auditorium.

Members of the Winton Club won't 
seek a one-day liquor license from 
selectmen this year. 

Representatives of the Winton 
Club withdrew their request for a 
license this week. In a letter to 
selectmen on behalf of the club's 
board, Winton Club secretary Kath¬ 
leen M. Neuner wrote, “Unfortu¬ 
nately, due to the late date of the 
decision and the specific require¬ 
ments of the now formal application 
we are required to submit for licens¬ 
ing, the [Winton Club board] has 
voted to not apply for a license for 
the 1991 Cabaret." 

The 1991 Winton Club cabaret, 
"Where In the World” opens Jan. 30 
through Feb. 2. 

Neuner said the Winton Club 
appreciated the efforts of the Board 
of Selectmen to "resolve the compli¬ 
cated special licensing issue brought 
before the Town of Winchester in 
time for the 1991 Cabaret.” Howev¬ 
er, before applying for such a 
license, the board voted to “make a 
study of projected operational 
expenses, logistics and operating 
procedures required to meet the reg¬ 
ulations specified ...” 

Selectmen last week unanimously 
approved regulations to allow spe¬ 
cial — or “one-day” — licenses. 
Those regulations include liability 
insurance requirements and outline 
charges a group would be required 
to pay, including license fees, public 
safety costs and applicable event 
costs, such as for custodians. 

Selectman Robert Deering origi¬ 
nally requested a ruling on select¬ 


men’s authority from the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Commission 

(ABCC). Town Counsel Wade Welch 
had said the ABCC indicated it 
would only make such a ruling if a 
license was granted and challenged. 

Former Selectman Frank Sopper 
told the Star last week he will chal¬ 
lenge any license granted by the 
board.

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Town affected by war

The Persian Gulf crisis is having 
an impact on life in Winchester. 

Public safety, gasoline prices, and 
hospital readiness are issues being 
confronted locally. 

Winchester Police Chief Joseph N. 
Perritano said there is no cause for 
panic, but that his force is “on alert” 
for any suspicious behavior that 
could be motivated by terrorism. 

Police and Federal Bureau of 
Investigations (FBI) officers 
believe heightened tension in the 
Persian Gulf region could result in 
terrorist attacks on the homefront. 

But, said Perritano, ‘‘We are not 
overly concerned because there are 
no strategic places of business or 
military posts ... or recruiting sta¬ 
tions in Winchester.” 

The chief said, however, that he 
has been directed by the FBI to keep 
on alert. The FBI also provides 
guidelines with which to enact safe¬ 


guards for the public. 

“We have a policy in place to 
handle incidents,” said Perritano. 

He said although the probability of 
terrorism was remote in Winches¬ 
ter, the police department is aware 
there is a “distinct possibility” that 
terrorists could strike. 

“[Terrorism] is something you’re 
more apt to see in Boston,” said 
Perritano, noting that as a small 
town, Winchester residents have 
less to fear than those living in big 
cities. 

Should casualties of war be 
brought to the Boston area, Winches¬ 
ter Hospital’s medical staff will be 
on hand to help. 

According to Jennifer Battikha of 
the hospital’s public relations 
department, Winchester Hospital is 
part of the national medical disaster 
system. 

“In the event of a disaster, we are 
willing to accept [patients],” said 
Battikha. Although there is no cur¬ 
rent plan for handling war casual¬ 


ties, Battikha said the hospital will 
formulate one if necessary. 

“There is no real concern we 
would be flooded [with patients],” 
she said. Battikha said Boston hospi¬ 
tals would likely get patients first. 

And as war is waged many miles 
away, gas prices on the homefront 
continue to stabilize — but with 
some costs at the pump still chang¬ 
ing daily. 

Winchester motorists will find the 
lowest prices in months at local gas 
stations and many distributors have 
put a price freeze in effect to stabil¬ 
ize fluctuations in pricing. 

According to Dick Yirikian, owner 
of Main Street Texaco, “If our supp¬ 
ly is threatened, you may see prices 
go up.” But, he added, “The prices 
are changing daily. We’re all in this 
together.” 

The Theater Mobil station on Main 
Street reported its distributor has 
put a freeze on prices, although 
Texaco reports no freeze at the 
upper level distribution.

The military define “immediate 
family” as the service member’s 
spouse, parents (or the spouse’s 
parents), including stepparents, a 
person acting in loco parentis, child¬ 
ren, sister, brother, or only living 
relative. Any messages not in com¬ 
pliance with these guidelines will not 
be sent. 

Since August, The American Red 
Cross of Massachusetts Bay has sent 
over 100 emergency messages to 
troops, including seven birth 
announcements. Red Cross has pro¬ 
vided information and referrals at 
National Guard Mobilization Cen¬ 
ters at Hanscom Air Force Base and 
in Newton and Hinghan. In addition, 


the Red Cross held eight briefings 
for local troops and their families. 
As the situation escalates, Red Cross 
continues to recruit and train local 
volunteers to assist with emergency 
communications. 

Since before World War I, Red 
Cross has provided emergency com¬ 
munications to military members 
and their families on an ongoing 
basis, 24-hours a day, everyday. 
Last year alone Mass Bay Red Cross 
provided over 2,000 messages 
between military members sta¬ 
tioned throughout the world and 
their families in the Bay State. 

Military families may reach a Red 
Cross military caseworker, 24-hours 
a day, seven days a week, by calling 
262-1234. All American Red Cross 
emergency assistance is free to 
those in need.

Spending free cash 

There is no question Winchester's teachers deserve a raise. 
Those who provide education to the children of this community 
deserve to be well compensated. 

What there is a question about is how that raise should be 
funded. 

Using free cash in these uncertain times would not be fiscally 
prudent. 

Winchester faces a $1.6 million shortfall in the next fiscal year. 
Free cash is the main defense against that deficit. 

School Committee members have made an effort to reach a 
compromise by adding another $67,158 to the funding pot. But 
that presumes Town Meeting will oftset any energy-cost over¬ 
runs in the schools, using free cash to do it. And any expenditure 
from free cash this year will come back to haunt the town in the 
next. By using existing school monies to fund the contract, at 
least the town can have a little more confidence the funds will be 
there in the next fiscal year. 

Using funds from free cash as proposed by the School Commit¬ 
tee would boost the town's shortfall by another $125,000 Some¬ 
times raises come at the expense of jobs; if not this year, very 
likely next. 

Given the uncertainty of the situation in the Persian Gulf, and 
the effect it will have on the Massachusetts economy — particu¬ 
larly in relation to energy costs — town officials must be cautious 
in spending the town’s money. 

In addition, Gov. William Weld has said he will cut the state 
budget. Where that money will come from is unknown The 
possibility that state aid could be reduced in the future is very 
real. Winchester, like other cities and towns, could be forced to 
once again whittle away at its operating budget. 

The other question that comes to mind has to do with the 
message sent to other unions in town, such as the patrolmen and 
DPW workers. The patrolmen's contract is funded from within 
the existing operating budget, with funds appropriated for this 
purpose during last, year’s budget process, and accounts for a 
2-percent raise each year over the course of three years. What 
can policemen think but that the teachers are somehow 
different? 

In these times when major companies are trimming budgets 
and laying off workers, it is only right that Winchester take a 
hard look at how it spends its emergency reserve. 

Free cash is not meant to prop up operating budgets — 
particularly in tough times. It is meant to take care of emergency 
situations, While Winchester’s teachers deserve the raise that 
has been proposed, the town simply cannot afford to grant it. The 
town can, on the other hand, afford raises in the same ballpark as 
the police received. 

School Committee members should have planned cuts in other 
school areas when they agreed to raises they could not pay.

Winchester Hospital officials met 
with members of a subcommittee of 
the Health Planning Council for Gre¬ 
ater Boston to review a proposed $19 
million renovation and construction 
plan for the Highland Avenue 
facility.

The bad news was that Winchester 
could expect no help from the state 
in coping with the recently enacted 
Prop. 2>/ 2 . The good news was that 
cuts made in meeting the require¬ 
ments of the measure were consid¬ 
ered not as severe as was first 
anticipated. State Rep. Whip Salt- 
marsh said Winchester shouldn’t 
expect an increase in local aid and 
nixed any possibility for an increase 
in the sales tax to counter-balance 
Prop. 2 V 2 ’s effects. 

A regional manager for Continen¬ 
tal Cablevision of Massachusetts, 
Inc., announced that stranding for 
the Winchester cable television sys¬ 
tem had begun. Cable representa¬ 
tives expected the system would be 
turned on by Sept. 15, 1981. 


Partial funding for the 18-unit 
elderly housing project at the for¬ 
mer Noonan School was approved by 
the Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency (MHFA) and indications 
were that full funding would be 
forthcoming within the month. 


The School Committee officially 
submitted a 1982 budget of $9.4 mil¬ 
lion to Town Manager Thomas 
Groux, but the budget left many 
questions unanswered. Residents 
were still unsure of what the exact 
impact of Prop. 2.5 would be in 
regard to jobs and services within 
the school. 


The Winchester Sachems wres¬ 
tling team improved its record to 
nine wins and five losses with a 60-8 
defeat over Beverly. 


Fire Chief Robert McElhinney 
said he felt the town ambulance 
service should be cut before fire¬ 
men. McElhinney appeared before 
the selectmen protesting proposed 
cuts in meeting the requirements of 
Prop. 2‘/a. 


Police announced they were 
cracking down on parking violators, 
particularly the habitual offenders 
Fines that were one or two dollars 
had been increased to three and five 
dollars respectively. Three and five 
dollar fines had gone up to $10. 

A diamond ring valued at $l,ttuu 
was stolen from a Winchester shop 
According to police reports, the own 
er of the jewelry store was waiting 
on two men who entered the shop 
when one of them began to examine 
the diamond display. The theft was 
discovered after the pair had left the 
premises.

Teachers’ raise 
topic of debate 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The recent edition of The Winches¬ 
ter Star contained three letters on 
the school situation in Winchester, 
with special reference to the matter 
of the teachers' raise. 

As with most other controversial 
matters, there are at least two sides 
to this question. One of the letters, 
however, ignored this fact complete¬ 
ly, and was strictly one-sided, 
stressing over and over the teach¬ 
ers' pique and chagrin that the tax¬ 
payers in town had the colossal 
audacity to deny them their right to 
a raise in pay. Sorry about that! It 
was strictly a matter of economics, 
however, and in my opinion, they 
were lucky that their pay wasn't cut, 
considering how many other people 
nowadays have lost their jobs (3,500, 
for instance, just last week at Digital 
Corporation alone). 

Personally, I think the “parade 
has gone by,” and we should all 
learn to adjust ourselves to a time of 
leaner expectations. As for the letter 
by Mr. Francis V. Lambiase, I hear¬ 
tily agree with him in his belief that 
“tax money should not be used to 
pay for school activities which do not 
have a direct bearing on providing 
the students with a sound education. 
Anything beyond that should be the 
responsibility of the parent or 
guardian." 

As for his suggestion in regard to 
having trust funds established for 
the purpose of funding extra¬ 
curricular activiites, that is exactly 
the way we operate in regard to the 
Winchester Seniors Association. We 
derive almost all of our funds from 
voluntary private donations, 
bequests, sale of handiwork fairs, 
dinner tickets, etc., etc. Further¬ 
more, we have established an ever- 
increasing endowment fund, in the 
hope of it some day becoming a 
potent source of income in the 
future. 

As for the third letter, the one by 
Mrs. Elizabeth Cregger, I appreci¬ 
ate her applause for my concern for 
the fiscal integrity of the town. I 
regret, however, that the fact that 
she feels I am very wrong about the 
distribution of tax dollars and the 
beneficiaries of school budget 
spending. 
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I,ater on in her letter, she names 
some of those beneficiaries: 
"parents, aunts, uncles, grandpa¬ 
rents (including many of the seniors 
residing in town).” For some 
strange reason, she neglects to men¬ 
tion the teachers, superintendent, 
principals, guidance counselors, 
custodians, etc., who will be the 
principal beneficiaries of the raise. 
Does she mean to imply that the 
more the town spends on its schools, 
the better off everyone in town will 
be, including the seniors who pay the 
bulk of the taxes? 

As for the Social Security benefits 
paid to seniors, please remember 
that these involve the federal gov¬ 
ernment, with its nation-wide access 
to lucrative gasoline taxes, income 
taxes, inheritance taxes, etc., 
whereas the school budget involves 
only the limited taxing ability of the 
town itself. The amount that can be 
taken in is definitely limited and, 
being finite, means that if one group 
takes too much, that is too little left 
for everyone else. 

Another phenomenon resulting 
from the ever-expanding school 
budget, which Mrs. Cregger 
describes as a “benefit" to seniors, 
is the constantly escalating assessed 
values of the real estate properties, 
resulting in ever-increasing taxes on 
every seniors’ house and grounds in 
Winchester. 

Could it be that those steadily 
increasing real estate taxes have 
reached the strangulation point 
already and are responsible for the 
fact that the bloom is off the real 
estate market in Winchester right 
now? (I know of four houses close by 
that have been vacant for a long 
time.) The Boston Globe says that 
Winchester has lost between 3 per¬ 
cent (1988), and 4 percent of its 


population over the late decade. 
That means that the town has lost 
between 700 and 800 members the 
last 10 years. 

In light of this fact, does anyone 
(except teachers) in town still think 
that taxes should go up?

Voting pattern 
troubles resident 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I deeply respect Winchester’s 
tradition of Town Meeting — a tradi¬ 
tion of citizens representing their 
precincts, listening with an open 
mind to the debate on an issue, then 
voting their consciences. As I have 
sat in the audience and watched 
Town Meeting debate the difficult 
issues facing Winchester during the 
past two years, I have observed a 
disturbing pattern. This pattern 
deviates significantly from Town 
Meeting’s tradition. 

There is a group of Town Meeting 
members who appear to be voting as 
a block. This block appears to be 
voting its own political agenda 
rather than each issue on its own 
merits. I was prompted to watch 
more closely when, time after time, 
I saw the same group of people 
voting the same way. I noticed indi¬ 
viduals “working the floor" of Town 
Meeting to close ranks to vote in a 
particular way. I was appalled last 
spring when I saw and heard a 
leader of the Winchester Taxpayers’ 
Association tell another Town Meet¬ 
ing member to "sit down, sit down” 
as he was standing to vote. This is 
wrong. Town Meeting members are 
elected to represent their precincts 
and to vote their consciences, not to

Years ago, when Helen Neid- 
ringhaus directed physical edu¬ 
cation in Winchester’s public 
schools, rainy days saw classes 
move into the auditorium where 
the school Victrola held pride of 
place. As those long-ago classes 
moved in rhythm to “Marche 
Militaire” or similar musical 
familiarities, the body and mind 
were conditioned using basic eur- 
hythmic theory and developed at 
the turn of the century. 

Today a formal — and far more 
sophisticated eurhythmic curri¬ 
culum — is just one of a cornuco¬ 
pia of educational treasures 
offered by the Winchester Com¬ 
munity Music School as it 
observes its 10th anniversary. 

Pleased with the success of the 
brilliant WCMS Birthday Concert 
of last Sunday, Co-founder and 
Director Corie Nichols spoke of 
the accomplishments of this past 
decade with becoming pride. 

Having been frustrated in find¬ 
ing good musical instruction for 
their own children, especially 
from the seventh to 12th grade 
level, Co-founders Corie Nichols 
and Sandy Thompson reached out 
to townspeople to see if support 
was there for high quality musi¬ 
cal instruction in Winchester. 


Enthusiasm was unbounded. 
Thus, in 1981 with the support of 
the Winchester Public Schools 
Music Department, the McCall 
Parent Teachers Association and 
the former Belmont Music 
School, the fledgling “Winchester 
Music Program,’’ as it was first 
called, came into being. Growth 
has been phenomenal over these 
first 10 years. 

Originally staffed by three 
teachers administering courses 
in flute, trombone and drums to 
30 students, the school now boasts 
a faculty of 30 and a student body 
of 250 ranging in age from three 
to a varied group of very talented 
Winchester seniors. 

Instructors are young profes¬ 
sional performing artists who 
have stamped WCMS with much 
of the vibrant enthusiasm for 
which it is known. 

As for Corie, music has been a 
lifelong love of hers and she mod¬ 
estly alludes to playing the piano 


and singing through much of her 
early youth — and to her involve¬ 
ment in choral singing while a 
student at Smith College. She 
followed through with courses in 
music theory and harmony at the 
Longy School. 

“I enjoy people and working 
with them and I find much plea¬ 
sure in the interaction of music 
and people,’’ she said after the 
recent birthday concert. 

Speaking with this quiet lady 
one would never get the impress¬ 
ion that there is the very aggres¬ 
sive person who, along with San¬ 
dy Thompson, has given to 
Winchester its greatest musical 
teaching institution. 

The tangible rewards of this 
past decade were never more 
evident than at the birthday con¬ 
cert. All that is history now, but 
the lasting legacy of this local 
teaching endeavor will be known 
for generations to come.

follow the dictates of a Political 

Action Committee. 

Don’t misunderstand me. I am not 
taking issue with how people are 
voting. 1 am taking issue with why 
this group appears to be voting the 
way it does, ft is one thing to vote a 
particular way because this is what 
your conscience dictates.

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entered into a short period of a 
modified “work-to-rule,” which pri¬ 
marily meant curtailment of volun¬ 
tary after-school activities. (Home 
classroom preparations continued 
as usual.) 

When the bargaining teams reach¬ 
ed an agreement, teachers ratified a 
contract about which many were 
unenlhusiastic, in order to bring clo¬ 
sure to the negotiations. In particu¬ 
lar, teachers felt depressed by the 
4.25 percent salary increase because 
it is significantly below the rate of 
inflation. This has often been the 
case in previous salary settlements. 
In actual purchasing power, teach¬ 
ers have been steadily losing 
ground. (In the 1978-1988 decade, 
Winchester teachers’ annual wage 
increases averaged less than the 
inflation rate while the average 
yearly wage and salary increase in 
Massachusetts significantly 
exceeded the rate of inflation. 

Winchester belongs to the Lincoln- 
Sudbury Consortium, a group of 
school systems with which our 
schools are compared. In terms of 
academic achievement, our schools 
rank very high. In terms of salaries, 
we rank very low. If we are given the 
4.25 percent increase, we will be tied 
for 10 out of 11. Without the increase, 
we will be at the bottom, below 
Framingham and Bedford. 

Figures from the Massachusetts 
Department of Education which 
have been circulated in recent let¬ 
ters raise questions. According to 
the spokesperson from that depart¬ 
ment, and the Assistant Superinten¬ 
dent in Lexington, with whom we 
spoke, these “average” figures are 
comprised of many different items 
and are not an accurate method for 
comparing salaries. 

We have a highly educated and 
experienced staff. Of the 233 teach¬ 
ers in the system, 216 (93 percent) 
have masters degrees or higher 
levels of education. It is not logical 
to compare our average salaries 
with those in towns whose tachers 
have less experience and less formal 
education. A teacher with a masters 
degree who has taught in Winchester 
for as long as 30 years is making less 
than $40,000. 

We believe that the maintenance 
of a high-quality school system bene¬ 
fits all of Winchester. We believe 
that our Winchester children need as 
strong an education as possible, for 
their futures depend upon it. Furth¬ 
ermore, we believe that the founda¬ 
tion of our country and of all demo¬ 
cratic societies relies on an educated 
citizenry. It is our obligation as 
taxpayers to continue to educate our 
youth. Undereducated young people 
diminish life for all of us. 

On a more practical level, invest¬ 
ment in high-quality schools finan¬ 
cially benefits all property owners in 
this town. A tangible illustration of 
this came this past summer when 
real estate agents and lawyers work¬ 
ed hard to obtain the determination 
from the town that the residents of a 
house situated on the Medford/ 
Winchester line were entitled to send 
their children to Winchester schools, 
for, if so, the market value of the 
house would increase significantly. 

Much has been said about our 
citizens on fixed income. In fact. 
Social Security recipients are not on 
fixed incomes, for they have histori¬ 
cally received a full cost-of-living 
adjustment (COLA). Massa¬ 
chusetts’ teachers are not entitled to 
Social Security benefits. 

The sad fact is that for the past 


three years no cost-of-living adjust¬ 
ment has been approved by the Com¬ 
monwealth, and, according to the 
Retirement Board, none is expected 
this year. Further, if and when any 
COLA is approved, it applies only to 
the first $9000 of the pension, and 
cannot exceed 3 percent no matter 
what the rate of inflation. 

Winchester is asking public 
employees to bear the brunt of Prop¬ 
osition 21/2 by accepting below-cosl- 
of-living increass in salaries so that 
our town can maintain property tax 
increases that are below the infla¬ 
tion rate. The Boston Globe reported 
that 1990 salaries in all occupations 
increased an average of 5.8 percent 
in the Route 128 area, 5.6 percent in 
the Boston area. 

Most teachers are supporting fam¬ 
ilies. Many have children in college. 
Teachers, too, are paying more for 
fuel, food, insurance, medical bills 
(with no dental insurance). We are 
hard-pressed to keep up with current 
bills, much less do the kind of saving 
that will enable us to live in dignity 
in our old age. 

Winchester teachers deserve 4.25 
percent.

Library budget cut 

causes problems 

The following letter to the Library 
Board of Trustees was received by 
the Star for publication. 

Dear Members of the Board 

I am writing to address what I feel 
is a serious problem with the child¬ 
ren’s facilities in the Winchester 
Public Library. The elimination of 
circulation privileges from the 
Children's Room presents a great 
obstacle to parents with small child¬ 
ren. We are now forced to go up two 
flights of stairs to the main library 
desk to check out books. For me, this 
process involves carrying an infant 
and a stack of books while trying to 
guide a two-year-old safely up the 
stairs. 

This problem is faced by all 
parents, regardless of the number of 
children they bring to the library. It 
is truly a hazard for any child (parti¬ 
cularly a toddler) to climb up and 
down the stairs carrying books. 
While there is an elevator, its use 
involves finding a librarian to obtain 
access and then going through the 
same process of carting children, 
belongings, and books from the 
basement to the main floor circula¬ 
tion desk. To leave a child unat¬ 
tended in the Children’s Room while 
the parent goes upstairs to circula¬ 
tion is clearly not a good option. 

Sadly, I know several mothers 
who choose to visit the library with¬ 
out their children to avoid this diffi¬ 
cult situation. I know that I make the 
effort to go to the library less fre¬ 
quently because of these obstacles. 
The unfortunate result is that the 
children of Winchester have less 
accessibility to the library. Clearly, 
everyone benefits when children are 
exposed to libraries and reading as a 
pleasant experience at the earliest 
possible age. 

I realize that the town’s difficult 
financial situation dictates that cuts 
must be made. However, a budget 
cut that endangers children or dis¬ 
courages them from using the 
library is not the answer. Perhaps 
this cut should be reexamined.

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Rec. dept, could move; 
revenue options explored

Recreation Director Lee Evans 
will now come up with a proposal for 
creating a recreation center at the 
old Mystic School. 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the School Com¬ 
mittee declared the Mystic School 
site surplus, and under the Uniform 
Procurement Act, must offer the 
space to a municipal department 
before moving forward with a lease. 

Maurer said Evans would like to 
create a recreation center for the 
town at the site, and with the go- 
ahead from selectmen, will perform 
a study of anticipated costs. 

Selectman Judith Muggia cited 
Evans’ work in creating programs 
“that pay for themselves.” 

But Selectman Robert Deering 
said he was concerned about lost 
revenue. The town currently rents 
the space to Agape Christian 
Academy and receives approxi¬ 
mately $36,000 in rental fees. Those 
funds go into the town’s general 
fund, and Deering said he would like 
to know if the town can make up that 
money in through the center. 

Selectmen agreed to ask Evans to 
present a proposal to the board at its 
Feb. 5 meeting. 


Revenue options explored 
Members of the Ad Hoe Revenue 
Committee plan to present a preli¬ 
minary series of revenue-raising 
options to selectmen in February. 

Ad Hoc Revenue Chairman Harry 
Thomasson and member Frank 
Lambiase met with selectmen Mon¬ 
day night to update the board on the 
committee’s current activities. 

Among the items being discussed 
by Thomasson’s group are: parking 
fees, quarterly tax bills, a Pilot 
program (payment in lieu of taxes), 
certain license fees, user fees, and a 
real estate transfer tax, 

“Our job, as I understand it... is 
one of making options available to 
selectmen ... rather than make 
recommendations,” Thomasson 
said. When outlining possible 
revenue streams, Thomasson said 
his group will highlight pros and 
cons of each, 

“We’re all in this for the common 
goal and that is, how can we gen¬ 
erate additional revenue without 
hurting any one certain group,” said 
Lambiase. “Some of the things we 
suggest are going to make some 
people happy, and others are not 
going to be happy. 

“We’re looking at something we 
hope is going to fuse more and more 


cash into the stabilization fund,” he 
added. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt asked 
Thomasson and his group to com¬ 
ment in their report on what items 
tax dollars should pay for “and 
where fees should take over from the 
base system.” 

“I think the consensus of [our 
committee] is that this town and 
others have to turn more to user 
fees, unfortunately, given the eco¬ 
nomic situation in the state,” Tho¬ 
masson said. 

Building to get facelift 

Selectmen granted a staging per¬ 
mit to John J. Moriarty Associates 
for 3-5 Church St., the former Star 
building. 

Representing the company, 
Donald Desjardins said renovations 
are planned at the site. 

“We would like ... to bring it back 
to the original design it was in the 
‘20s,” Desjardins told selectmen. 

Desjardins said restoration and 
renovation of the building will take 
approximately five months, and that 
the staging will be in place for the 
last two months. While work is being 
performed, pedestrians will have 
access to the sidewalk under the 
staging, he said. 


Principal cheers new 
middle school concept

The McCall Middle School by any 
other name would still be a great 
school, according to McCall Princi¬ 
pal Evander French. 

Because it’s not the configuration 
of students, or the methodology 
behind the school that makes it 
great, but the parents, teachers and 
students, said French. 

French updated School Committee 
members this week on the McCall 
Middle School, a new entity among 
Winchester Public Schools this year. 

According to French and Assistant 
Principal Christine Burke, the move 
of sixth-graders to McCall has been 
successful. 

“I feel very good about where we 
are at this point in time,” said 
French. He called the positive move, 
“the McCall difference." 

School Superintendent Dr. Charles 
Mitsakos also credited the nine 
sixth-grade teachers with “making 
it happen.” 

Questions arose however, about 
the scheduling of students in their 
core classes. School Committee 
member Mark Lombardi asked 
whether the new class schedule for 
sixth-graders offered enough time to 
accomplish the basics. 

French said students actually 
have an extended day compared to 
elementary schedules and there are 
fewer interruptions with art and 
music classes. Those classes, as well 


as physical education, keyboarding 
and computer-aided instruction, are 
scheduled at the end of the day, said 
French. 

“Young people this age can't go 
from 8 a.m. to 2:15 p.m. hitting just 
the three Rs,” said French. 

He said students are in core clas¬ 
ses (language arts, math, science 
and social studies) from 8 to 11 a.m. 
The students then break for lunch 
from 11:05 to 11:35 a.m. On a rotat¬ 
ing schedule, some students take 
recess and others are back in their 
classes until 1 p.m. Then, explorat¬ 
ory classes (music, physical educa¬ 
tion, art, keyboarding and compu¬ 
ters) are held until 2:25 p.m. 

Sixth-grade teacher Janice Mon- 
teith said teachers “are thrilled with 
how the school is set up ... We're 
getting the kids [in core classes] at a 
prime time.” 

Teacher Patrice Manley agreed. 
"The morning time is worthwhi¬ 
le ... We know we have that time 
each day [for basic studies!," she 
said. 

School Committee member Alice 
McCarter asked if the two guidance 
counselors at the school are able to 
handle the extra caseload of 220 
sixth-grade students. 

French said the two counselors, 
for the most part, concentrate their 
efforts on seventh- and eighth-grade 
students and as the need arises, 
work with the sixth-graders. At this 
time, French said he saw no need for 
additional staffing in this area. 


Lorretta Verrecchia, a parent of a 
sixth-grader, said she believes there 
is some repetition of studies, as 
students move from five elementary 
schools to one sixth-grade learning 
level. She said her child had 
repeated courses of studies in math 
and had been asked to read books, 
which had already been a part of the 
child’s coursework at elementary 
school, on two separate occasions. 

Monteith said as the students of 
five elementary schools converge 
into one level, there are instances 
where a class of students might have 
moved farther ahead in a fifth-grade 
class than another. She said teach¬ 
ers are trying to provide specific 
information on their curriculum to 
prevent any repetition, as the sys¬ 
tem continues to be worked out. 

School Committee member 
Edward O’Connell said the positive 
review on McCall, “doesn't mean 
we're accomplishing everything." 
He noted that the School Committee 
and administration would continue 
to monitor the school's progress. 

School Committee members had 
voted last June to move sixth-grade 
students to McCall Junior High 
School and create a middle school 
configuration of sixth-, seventh- and 
eighth-graders. 

The plan was to work in conjuction 
with the closing of an elementary 
school, but when the closure of Vin¬ 
son Owen was voted down by Town 
Meeting last year, the middle school 
plan went ahead as scheduled. 


Casey highlights legislative action

Rep. Paul Casey finds his experi¬ 
ence in the boxing ring in his youn¬ 
ger days has turned out to be helpful 
on Beacon Hill. 

“I always seem to be getting 
slugged,” he joked. Casey spoke to 
the Winchester Rotary Club last 
week, highlighting bills that have 
made their way in front of the legis¬ 
lature in the past year, 

“What occurred in 1990 regarding 
bills and laws affects us all,” Casey 
said. Casey cited the postponement 
of discussion on a 5-percent tax 
increase on the use of sales and 
services. “Hopefully, we can call 
that a dead issue,” he said. 

Changes were made to the process 
of corporate takeovers as well, 
Casey said. It is now more difficult 
for companies outside Massa¬ 
chusetts to come in and take over 
publicly-held companies, since 
boards have to be set up to review 
the process. 

In addition, said Casey, restric¬ 
tions on motor vehicles with regard 
to the environment have tightened. 
Also, Casey said there are measures 
to decrease the number of dealer 


and repair plates allotted in the 
Commonwealth. 

“The endangered special act puts 
more teeth into penalizing certain 
offenses,” Casey said. There are 
now more stringent laws regarding 
destroying natural habitats, he 
added. 

Casey also touched on the issue of 
health care proxies, documents that 
parallel the living will. “It allows 
you to designate someone to make 
that final decision on your part,’’ 
Casey said. 

Casey said the rights of the elderly 
and handicapped had been 
expanded, and certain child labor 
laws suspended to allow children to 
perform tasks such as volunteering 
in hospitals. 

“We're probably going to be rec¬ 
ognized more for what we suspended 
or postponed than what we dug down 
In the trenches and fought for,” 
Casey said. 

As for trends for the coming year, 
Casey said payroll costs for last year 
were below the 1989 level. Also, 
Casey said there will be stricter 
regulations on Medicaid and the 
definition of “medically needy.” 

“It will raise the barrier of entry,” 


Casey said. Estimates indicate 
Medicaid costs could rise more than 
$650 million if standards are not 
tightened. 

“We still will have an increase, 
even with tighter restrictions,” 
Casey added. 

But Casey said if the state is going 
to provide more services to its resi¬ 
dents, it will cost taxpayers more 
money. 

“We’re venturing into the bold 
frontier of entreprenuerial govern¬ 
ment. We haven’t had a chance to 
see what it means,” said Casey. 
“What it does mean is that you will 
be getting what you pay for. 

“I think the public will be willing 
to pay as long as there aren't abuses 
of the system,” he added. 

Casey said in cutting programs in 
the months to come, “the meat axe 
approach isn’t going to work any 
more. You have to go program by 
program by program,” 

Casey also commented on the situ¬ 
ation in the Persian Gulf, asking that 
Rotarians remember those who 
have loved ones serving in the war. 

“As Sir Thomas Paine said, 
‘These are the times that try men’s 
souls,’ ” Casey said.

Wall did. He attended Berkshire 
Christian College when three- 
quarters of the student population 
was white and he, in his words, was 
"very black.” 

“I went because my pastor 
believed that God could perform a 
miracle ... [ learned through pain,” 
Wall said. The pain he referred was 
the result of the racial crisis that 
was occurring in 1967. But according 
to Wall, the challenge today is what 
he terms the "moral crisis." 

Wall works with troubled youths in 
the Dorchester and Roxbury areas 
of Boston He began his ministry 
within the Baptist Church, but says 
he repeatedly felt a call to work with 
children who were on the streets. 
Wall said he finally heeded the call, 
and was accompanied by two 
African-American youths in his 
church to "pistol city." 

Wall described “Chez Vous" Roll¬ 
er Skating Rink as a place where 
"hard kids who had to be frisked 


before they entered” when they 
went to hang out on a Friday night. 
And he spent four months standing 
in the cold, warehouse-like atmo¬ 
sphere of the rink on Sunday morn¬ 
ings before his efforts produced any 
interest in the youth. 

He now has 40 teens who study the 
bible on Sunday mornings with him. 
“I don't have enough people to help 
me save more,” he said. 

"This moral crisis can take place 
even in a home in Winchester. If you 
do not train your children they will 
leave you without any moral values 
to fall back on in times of stress,” 
Wall said. Moral training, added 
Wall, is the responsibility of parents. 
But too often, it becomes the respon¬ 
sibility of other people, he added. 

“We need to help our young people 
come alive and realize they are the 
creation of God,” Wall said. 

Directing the congregation back to 
the ‘60s again, he called upon the 
memory of Dr. King and the youth 
who followed the latter's ministry at 
the time. “I couldn’t get a group of 
young people to follow me outside 


the doors in peaceful protes- 
1 ... Those kids were spat upon and 
beaten. Kids today would come with 
Uzis and semiautomatics,” Wall 
said. 

Referring to his job in the judicial 
system, Wall cited statistics on child 
abuse to give substance to his 
thoughts on the “moral crisis in the 
home." (603 cases have been 
reported). In one incident he 
recalled a mother and father who 
had given a baby cocaine, which 
caused convulsions that killed the 
child. 

Wall called on parents to “coat 
their children’s minds and hearts 
with spiritual Maalox.” He warned 
parents in the room that there may 
even be “pockets of dysfunctional 
families in your own town.” 

In his last appeal, Wall addressed 
the young people in the audience, 
calling on them to reach out to their 
troubled friends. Addressing perva¬ 
sive drug use, he charged that get¬ 
ting good marks was not enough — 
not if they were "getting As and Bs 
and still snorting that stuff.”

Selectman Robert Deering pointed 
out that Governor William Weld has 
indicated the state may pick up the 
lab for some mandated programs.

Selectman William O’Leary asked 
if use of free cash in the current 
fiscal year would result in "substan¬ 
tial layoffs.” 

Said Maurer, “That could hap¬

Deering cited the town's potential 
$1.6 million budget shortfall for 
FY92. Use of free cash to fund the 
teachers’ contract, he said, would 
put that figure “up to $1.8 million.”

of discussion during an intense 
lime ... A group of sophisticated 
adults attached their names to a 
document that was an agreement.” 

However, several School Commit¬ 
tee members questioned whether 
they actually “signed” the measure. 
However, members agreed that they 
affirmed its intent. 

Said Galatis, “I support what was 
written and agree to it. But no one 
person signed any document... That 
doesn’t mean I don’t support it.” 

Last spring, School Committee 
members approved a budget that 
called for the closing of Vinson 
Owen. After several attempts at 
Town Meeting to fund the school 
budget without Vinson Owen, an 
agreement was finally reached to 
appropriate funds from free cash in 
conjuction with budget cuts — and 
keep Vinson Owen open. 

Proponents of closing Vinson 
Owen argued that keeping five 
schools open would adversely affect 
the quality of education at the other 
schools, while opponents charged 
that closing the school would dis¬ 
mantle the neighborhood school con¬ 
cept and ultimately hurt the 
students. 

An agreement was finally ham¬ 
mered out in an early morning meet¬ 
ing June 13 among Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos, 
Selectmen Chairman Steven Pow¬ 
ers, School Committee Chairman 
Donna Brandt Landry, Galatis, Ler- 
man, Town Meeting members Mont¬ 
gomery and David Leland and Town 
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Moderator John Sullivan. 

The four-part agreement includes 
the following shared goals and 
understandings: 

•Assurance of quality education in 
Winchester Schools at the minimum 
level currently maintained with 
regard to pupil/teacher ratio, equity 
in class sizes and the elimination of 
split grades; 

•Funding for five elementary 
schools “for the foreseeable 
future”; 

•Quarterly meetings of the Board 
of Selectmen and School Committee, 
chaired by Town Moderator John 
Sullivan, to discuss educational 
quality, projected revenue and alter¬ 
natives for additional revenue; 

•Without additional funding, the 
school department would be unable 
to meet its goals for educational 
quality unless it makes additional 
reductions in the school budget, 
including the closing of an elemen¬ 
tary school; without sufficient 
assurance of these additional 
monies early on in the 1990-91 school 
year, the School Committee should 
begin contingency planning. 

Thus far, the School Committee is 
handling the budget process much 
the same way as last year, and is 


currently reviewing the Superinten¬ 
dent’s $15 million budget line item 
by line item. 

School Commmittee members 
decided to make the issue of the 
compromise agreement an agenda 
item at their next session Feb. 12.

Sartin proved to be the backbone 
of the Sachems’ defense that bent 
but refused to break. Despite giving 
up 40 shots, the Sachem defense did 
a magnificent job of clearing 
rebounds and not giving up second 
and third shots. 

Sartin was only beaten once in the 
first 40 minutes of the game.

Winchester High School’s talented 
boys basketball leam has seen its 
shares of ups and downs this season. 
So many, in fact, that one would 
think Ihe Sachems were trying to 
star in their own version of the 
horror classic "Dr. Jekyl and Mr.

Local boys drop first match of season

Several wrestlers had off nights 
Jan. 19, and handed the match to 
undefeated Wayland 33-26. 

Wayland continued the evening 
with a 35-26 win over State Champ¬ 
ion Franklin and Winchester beat 
Wellesley 46-15 in the Sachem’s sec¬ 
ond match. On Jan. 17, WHS 
appeared briefly at Lexington and 
won 72-6, The team record is now 
13-1 plus the Lowell Holiday Tourna¬ 
ment Championship. 

Individual matches at the quad 
meet at Wayland were as good as 
one could hope for outside of tourna¬ 
ment final rounds. At 103, Lowell 
Tournament winner Rideout of Wel¬ 
lesley decisioned third place finisher 
Chuck Held of Winchester. At 130, 
second place finisher Maroney of 
Wayland decisioned third place Tur- 
cotte of WHS. At 135, champion 
Davis of Franklin won a technical 
fall over the same Maroney of Way- 
land. First place winner McCarthy 
(125) of Franklin lost a decision to a 
fired up Wayland opponent who had 
finished second at Lowell. 

Other top-ranked competitors, like 
Jeff Foster (135), Will Thilly (140) 
and Chris Ebanks (145) of Winches¬ 
ter and Marquette (HWT) of Frank¬ 
lin were not tested with strong 
opposition. Five of the 13 Lowell 
winners were on Ihe mat in Wayland 
Saturday night. 

Against this kind of competition, 
three of the Sachem undefeated 
wrestlers suffered their dual meet 
losses: Chuck Held at 103, Hugh 
Turcotle at 130 and Michael Britt 
wrestling up a weight at 160.

The Lexington meet was a rout 
that lasted less than 30 minutes 
overall. A few of the mis-matches 
will be shown on Channel 19 tonight 
at 8 p.m. 

The Wayland meet was a test of 
whether a well-balanced 13-man 
squad such as Wayland could beat a 
Winchester team which had six 
weight classes filled with inexper¬ 
ienced wrestlers and five weight 
classes filled with tournament level 
competitors. The answer was yes. 

Chuck Held (103) opened will with 
a first period pin. Freshman Tucker 
Bradford was slaying belly down 
well into the third period at 112 but 
lost sight of this essential role, 
moved to his back and stayed there. 

Charles Baldwin (119), a rookie 
sophomore nevertheless, failed to 
show his best and dropped a 9-5 
decision. Jeff Do (125), also in his 
first varsity season lost a superior 
decision 10-0 but was fighting a man 
who would on the same night beat 
the present state champion. The 
lightweights were done and 
Winchester was behind 6-13. 

The match between Hugh Turcotte 
(130) and Maroney of Wayland was 
going to be close. Maroney deci¬ 
sioned Turcotte 5-2 at the Lowell 
Tournament semifinals. Turcotte's 
continuing problem with setting up 
and shooting takedowns affected 
both matches. At Lowell he lost 
composure and gave the takedown 
away with a headlock attempt, but 
he looked much sharper in the first 
Wayland period during which much 


give and take yielded no points for 
either wrestler. 

In a second, Turcotte was called 
for a hard crossface and Maroney 
later scored an escape to take a 2-0 
lead. Turcotte countered a single leg 
shot with a strong, low spin-behind 
to tie the match with a takedown but 
was asleep at the switch which Mar¬ 
oney took without any apparent 
reaction from Turcotte who went 
behind 2-4 at the end of the second. 

In the down position in the third 
period, Turcotte needed a reverse to 
tie but seemed to have no coherent 
concept of how to do it. He tried a sit 
out but left an arm behind for Maro¬ 
ney to gnaw on. He tried to break a 
leg ride using one arm against one 
leg. That doesn't work. Turcotte 
showed no sense of urgency as the 
clock ticked away and while he was 
nearly out of the leg ride at the 
buzzer, that only counts in 
horseshoes. 

The 4-2 loss shows that for Turcot¬ 
te to beat Maroney he must explode 
into standups and keep moving from 
above and below. With Paul Davis of 
Franklin dropping into the 130 lb. 
class, Turcotte could be excluded 
even from the sectional finals unless 
he uses his talent a little more conti¬ 
nuously in his next outing with 
Maroney. 

Co-captain Jeff Foster (135) had to 
subdue a very active opponent and 
did it effectively. In on the single leg, 
he used a no-struggle slep-behirid for 
the takedown and arranged a 2-on-l 
arm ride which he converted into a 
turn and fall.

Teams of four 
members slide granite stones that 
weigh 40 pounds towards concentric 
circles at the opposite end of the 
sheet. 

Teammates help the travel of the 
stone by sweeping with brooms. 
Each end of a match is scored after 
all of the stones have been delivered, 
points going to the team with stones 
closest to the center of the circles.

the Milford and a third at the Lowell. 

The senior has shown steady 
improvement in three years on the 
team and has become a not-so- 
outside contender for the 135 lb. 
state championship. Of the 84 possi¬ 
ble points he could have scored for 
the team in dual meets, he has 
scored 81 . 

At 140 Coach Larry Tremblay 
faced the dilemma of Wayland pos¬ 
sibly forfeiting to Thilly and moving 
wrestlers up all the way to 171. That 
move would create serious mis¬ 
matches in experience against the 
Sachems in a match which Wayland 
already led 16-12. The normal Way- 
land 140-pounder had been at 119 the 
previous year and Tremblay figured 
he couldn’t have gained just muscle. 

Javier Ovalles had been showing 
Tremblay good stuff in practices but 
had been hot or cold in varsity 
appearance. Tremblay sent in Oval¬ 
les who turned out to be cold doing 
everything possible to get pinned in 
the first period. 

Moved up to 145, Will Thilly knew 
he was expected to pin his man so he 
hit the single let early and started 
the turning combinations. His oppo¬ 
nent also knew his job and blocked 
several set-ups so Thilly pushed him 
off and turned some confusion at 
mat's edge into an inside hip throw 
for another takedown near the buz¬ 
zer. Standing in the second, Thilly 
moved in with a headlock and hip 
throw for the takedown and fall. 

Chris Ebanks, moved up to 152, did 
not have much opposition but he got 
the needed six points with a cross¬ 
face converted to a corkscrew on the 
arms for the fall. Winchester had 
taken the lead 24-22. 

Michael Britt, moved up to 160, 
had answered that call many times 
for the team this season, but Way- 
land had a full-sized experienced 
160-pounder who was too much for 
the senior co-captain. Britt didn’t 
adjust his technique to deal with the 
greater strength of his opponent and 
gave up 5 nearfall points in moves 
that shouldn't have been made. His 
loss by a 10-4 decision was a personal 
setback both for Britt but also for the 
team strategy which had send Oval¬ 
les out at 140. Winchester now trail¬ 
ed 24-25. 

Campbell Foster (171) was treated 
to a very inexperienced opponent so 
the match was even in this regard 
with mistakes made on both sides. 
However, Foster faded in the final 
minute after working hard to tie the 
score at 7-7 and dropped the decision 
10-7. There was still a glimmer of 
hope because WHS only trailed Way- 
land by four points with two matches 
to go. 

Senior Jamie Mabardy (189) 
showed his absence from organized 
wrestling early with an unneces¬ 
sary, untimely, and unfortunate 
headlock attempt which gave away 
a lakedown. Later he was called 
bolh for a full nelson and violent 
crossface and generally didn’t show 
any technical understanding. When 
he lost a 9-5 decision, the score 


became 24-31 for Wayland which 
couldn not be overtaken even if 
Branley at heavyweight were to pin 
his man. 

Bill Branley did not pin or even 
beat his man, however. He shot 
another ill-conceived headlock 
which has become his trademark as 
he descends from a promising stu¬ 
dent of wrestling into a headhunting 
neophyte. 

Fortunately, an explosion of con¬ 
structive criticism from his coach 
prevented a repetition of this foolish¬ 
ness and Branley worked his way 
through the match with three take¬ 
downs and disciplined riding. In the 
final 20 seconds in the standing posi¬ 
tion, Branley froze as a double leg 
shot came in. Branley even ceased 
to fight it, turning away in the final 
second when he could have pre¬ 
served the win with one second’s 
more effort. The 6-6 tie was not a 
proud moment for this young man 
who has the intelligence and agility 
to be a regular winner, Winchester 
had lost 33-26. 

The Wellesley dual meet had only 
one match of significance in stale 
rankings as Chuck Held improved 
somewhat in his second loss of the 
season to Lowell champion rideout. 
One thing was apparent; Held has 
never learned to properly counter 
the switch which accounted for six 
points against him a 10-4 loss, Karl 
Munroe was pinned at 112. Charles 
Baldwin (119) and Jeff Do (125) lost 
to twin brothers 9-2 and 8-1 respec¬ 
tively. The lightweights handed a 
15-0 deficit to the rest of the team. 

Hugh Turcotte (130) recovered 
enough from his earlier loss to put 
Winchester on the board with an 11-1 
superior decision. 

Jeff Foster (135) swarmed conti¬ 
nuously scoring nearfalls at will and 
sank a double arm bar for the fall in 
the second, Wellesely forfeited to 
Thilly making it six forfeits to Thilly 
in 14 meets. 

The 145-pounder match was 
wrestled at an exhibition which 
Javier Ovalles won by fall, but the 
score didn’t count. Chris Ebanks 
(152) followed his smooth single leg 
shot with a cross body turn into a 
harness for the almost immediate 
pin. Michael Britt (160) was in the 
right away on the takedown also and 
used a spectacular stack up (his 
opponent looked like a man attempt¬ 
ing a headstand with the assistance 
of a friend) for the first period fall. 
WHS now led 28-15. 

At 171 Campbell Foster countered 
a stepover well for the takedown and 
then used an old-fashioned body 
wrench for the fall to give the team 
an unbeatable 34-15 lead. Wellesley 
then threw in the towel by forfeiting 
to Jeff Edmands (189) and Bill Bran¬ 
ley (HWT) to make the final official 
score 46-15. 

Three men remain undefeated in 
dual meets: Jeff Foster (135), Will 
Thilly (21-0 overall) and Chris 
Ebanks (145). All three are strong 
possibilities for state champion¬ 
ships. Turcotte and Held are also 
contenders for titles with Held hav¬ 
ing an even chance at the lop.

Troubadours 
visit Ambrose 

Poet Judith Steinbergh and singer, 
folksong writer Victor Cockburn are 
visiting Winchester’s Ambrose 
elementary school. They are con¬ 
ducting a six-day program at the 
school. It includes teacher work¬ 
shops, in-class visits and a school¬ 
wide assembly. A grant from the 
Ambrose School Parents’ Associa¬ 
tion is funding the visit. 

The in-class programs include 
four days in the classrooms. Child¬ 
ren in kindergarten through the 
third grade are enjoying visits from 
Victor Cockburn, the folksong 
expert of the two troubadours.

As the teachers learn more about 
using artistic techniques in the 
classroom, they can blend them into 
their teaching styles. This helps the 
children experience their classroom 
material in a new, personalized way. 
Their studies become more mean¬ 
ingful to them and the children learn 
the material more readily. 

The program will climax with a 
school-wide assembly and perfor¬ 
mance. The troubadours will offer 
the elementary school audience at 
Ambrose a variety of ideas to stimu¬ 
late expressive writing. 

At the assembly, the two perfor¬ 
mers will use songs and poems to 
engage the children. They have 
designed the program to show how 
poetry and music influence one 
another. They also show the many 
different ways in which the two art 
forms can be combined. 

Some poems and songs performed 
at the assembly will be written by 
the students and teachers. Some will 
be original material by the trouba¬ 
dours themselves. The rest will 
include a rich selection of songs and 
poems by other writers.

oil is beyond me.” On the other 
hand, opinions on the homeless 
are hardly scarce, “We should be 
putting more of an effort into 
helping the homeless.” 

Anything that is an issue of 
argument is bound to find its way 
into the newspaper the war and 
the homeless are absolutely no 
exception. 

No matter what effort is sup¬ 
ported, it costs money. It costs 
Americans millions of dollars a 
day to have troops in the Middle 
East, keeping the peace. Now 
that we are engaged in a war it 
costs us billions of dollars a day 
to support the cause. Americans 
will not find a miracle that will 
house and feed all the homeless, 
it will cost money. 

Money is needed for everything 
including food and shelter. If you 
look at figures, by helping the 
homeless it will cost a lot less 
money to save a lot more people. 
The money will be spent some¬ 
where, but the question posed is 
for what will it be spent, the war 
or the homeless. 

It is really very derosary, that 
these two problems are so alike. 
Why is it that we are doing more 
to help a cause in the Middle East 
then one here in America? It’s as 
though people have forgotten 
about the life or death situations 
around here. The homeless are 
too important to forget.

Bigelow named 
YMCA chairman 

Bob Bigelow of Winchester has 
begun his second year as chairman 
of the North Suburban YMCA Board 
of Managers. 

Bigelow is well-known locally as 
one of the leading athletes in 
Winchester High School history. 
After graduating in 1971, he went on 
to star al the University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania. In 1975 he was a first-round 
draft pick in the N B A., where his 
five-year professional career 
included a stint with the Boston 
Celtics. 

While Bigelow is still interested in 
and involved with sports, it was 
learning about the local YMCA’s 
involvement in social service prog¬ 
rams, such as child care and 
adventure-based counseling for 


teens, that attracted him to serve on 
the board. 

In his first year as chairman, 
Bigelow has been in the forefront of 
some significant changes. In Sep¬ 
tember 1989, a formalized financial 
assistance program was imple¬ 
mented ("ACCESS”), which places 
all YMCA programs and member¬ 
ships on a sliding fee scale. Families 
who meet income and family-size 
guidelines automatically receive 
financial assistance. In the first 
twelve months of “ACCESS” $65,305 
in financial aid was awarded. The 
summer camp and child care prog¬ 
rams accounted for nearly two- 
thirds of the financial aid awarded. 

Bigelow has been working with 
other board members and staff in an 
effort to make the general public 
more aware of the many programs 
offered by regional YMCA, which 
serves Woburn, Winchester, Bur¬ 
lington, Arlington, Lexington and 
several other area communities. 

“I sometimes feel like the Y is the 
best kept secret around when it 
comes to human service programs. 
The fact is that we are involved in an 
incredible variety of programs and 
services that are very important to 
kids, families, and adults of all ages. 
For months after 1 became a board 
member, I was still learning about 
new areas in which the Y was 
involved. I want to do all 1 can to let 
the community know what we’re 
doing and how important the YMCA 
is to a great many area people. We 
are certainly a whole lot more than a 
gym and a pool,” said Bigelow.

Take care in 
doing tax returns 

Tax season is here again and the 
IRS would like to remind everyone 
to take their time preparing their 
returns this year. 

Although the IRS wants you to file 
early, the people down at the Service 
Center would like you to lake just a 
little more time for an error-free 
return. 


"In a rush to get to the bottom line, 
many taxpayers speed-read through 
the first six lines invariably making 
mistakes which affect the entire 
return," said Boston District Direc¬ 
tor Gerard R. Esposito. 

"The most frequent mistakes tax¬ 
payers make have to do with infor¬ 
mation on these first six lines — 
filing status, exemptions, standard 
deductions and the earned income 
credit,” said Esposito. 

The IRS can fix many errors with¬ 
out bothering the taxpayer, but not 
all. Sometimes there is not enough 


information on the return to know 
that the taxpayer made a mistake. 
“To correct some mistakes, the IRS 
has to write to the taxpayer to get 
missing information. This costs time 
and money. The taxpayer is inconve¬ 
nienced and, of course, the refund is 
delayed until the mistake can be 
corrected.” said Esposito. 

The IRS would like to offer the 
following advice for preparing your 
tax return. Slow down — long 
enough to read the instructions for 
lines one through six very carefully 
before you begin to prepare your 


1990 [telurns. These lines contain 
information about filing status and 
exemptions that establish who the 
taxpayer is and whether they have 
computed the correct tax. 


“We have one convenient publica¬ 
tion to answer questions about lines 
one through six — Publication 501, 
Exemptions, Standard Deduction, 
and Filing Information. It’s avail¬ 
able free from the IRS by calling 
toll-free 1-800-TAX-FORM

Despite arguments that using free 
cash would be imprudent in fiscally 
uncertain times, Town Meeting 
voiced its overwhelming support for 
the teachers' contract. 

After nearly three hours of debate, 
Town Meeting agreed to support the 
compromise reached by selectmen 
and School Committee members last 
week. (See related story). 

For teachers, the vote was a wel¬ 
come end to months of negotiations, 
and a boost to their morale. 

"We were hopeful it would come to 
a positive vote," said Winchester 
Education Association (WEA) Pres¬ 
ident Sheryl Norris following the 
meeting. Norris estimated 175 teach¬ 
ers had turned out for the meeting. 

"We are grateful [the funding was 
supported by Town Meeting. 1 It was 
a vote in favor of quality education 
as well as the people who provide 
quality education," she said. 

The compromise includes funding 
the teachers’ contract from free 
cash ($95,625) and the existing 
school budget. 

Town Meeting members seemed 
to disagree little on the idea that 
teachers' deserve a raise. But what 
seemed to trouble meeting members 
most was funding for the contract — 
in the current year and beyond. 

In an effort to prevent use of free 
cash, Town Meeting member Ellen 
Burkhardt immediately amended 
the motion to require all funding 
come from within the school's exist¬ 
ing budget. 

"I feel we can not take $95,000 
from free cash at this time," Burk¬ 
hardt said. "I feel we would be at our 
peril making this decision." 

Burkhardt cited the current eco¬ 
nomic situation in Massachusetts, 
and said it would be “futile" to 
expect additional assistance from 
the state in the future. “We were 
elected to make tough decisions," 


she said. "This is not an easy or a 
popular vote." 

Town Meeting member Anthony 
Conte criticized the impact of the 
contract on the town’s budget in the 
second year, but a wide margin of 
Town Meeting members spoke in 
support of the contract, which they 
called "fair." 

Town Meeting member Robert 
Frank said raises were in line with 
inflation, and said even Burkhardt's 
amendment "acknowledges the fair¬ 
ness of the settlement." 

Said Frank. "If there's one thing 
that we’re going to save in this town, 
it’s teaching the kids." 

"No one has yet stood up and said 
the contract is unfair," said Town 
Meeting member David Mortensen. 
"If we intend to support education, 
then we ought to fund it." 

But School Committee member 
Michael Ronayne made the most 


impassioned plea, as he reminded 
Town Meeting the town would ulti¬ 
mately pay the price. 

"If we assume the contract should 
go through, it’s going to cost the 
town $192,000," he said, "This is a 
zero-sum game ... It’s crazy to 
invest $16 million in a school system 
and then destroy the heart of that 
system continually." 

"Please don’t send [Alice McCar¬ 
ter and me] back to the bargaining 
table with the teachers," Ronayne 
said. 

Former School Committee mem¬ 
ber William .lervey cited the 
"changing face of education,” point¬ 
ing to athletic fees, potential cuts in 
extracurricular activities, and a 
shrinking pool of teachers. 

Winchester resident Susan Swap, 
chairman of the education depart¬ 
ment at Wheelock College, is

Creating a compromise

Selectmen supported a School 
Committee bid for a free-cash 
supplement to fund a teachers' 
contract following a move by the 
committee to chip in more of its 
own money. 

Slim 3-2 majorities of both 
boards supported the request to 
Town Meeting for some $95,625 
from the town’s emergency 
account to cover the contract. 

The Winchester Education 
Association (WEA) contract 
includes a 4.25-percent salary 
increase for fiscal year 1991 
(FY91) and a 5-percent raise for 
FY92. 

Originally, the School Commit¬ 
tee requested $191,250, and Town 
Meeting refused. The school 


board offered to spend $170,000 of 
school funds for the contract in 
that original proposal, an amount 
built into the FY91 budget. After 
Town Meeting rejected that 
request, the school panel 
increased its offer to $237,158, 
using the savings from a freeze in 
some school accounts. But select¬ 
men said they still could not sup¬ 
port the appropriation. 

At the Jan. 24 joint meeting of 
the school board and selectmen, 
School Committee Chairman 
Donna Brandt Landry said that, 
with assurances from selectmen 
the energy account would be 
handled separately, her commit¬ 
tee would be able to free up 
additional funds earmarked for 
that account. 

She said her committee would

endorses 

contracts

Town officials intend to fund a 
level service budget for fiscal year 
1992 (FY92). 

But according to Selectmen Chair¬ 
man Steve Powers, it is ultimately 
up to Winchester voters to decide 
what level of services the town will 
provide. 

Although he avoided uttering the 
“o-word” (override) until Town 
Moderator John Sullivan said it, 
Powers implied selectmen will place 
an override question on the March 26 
ballot. 

“We are making plans to level 
service the budget. Then, it will be 
up to the public," said Powers. 

Discussion on the future of the 
town's budget surfaced during 
debate on contracts for three 
employee groups in town. 

In separate votes, Town Meeting 
approved by voice vote contracts for 
the Winchester Superior Officers 
Association, Winchester Organized 
Clerical Association; and Town 
Employees Association. 

While members questioned some 
of the technical aspects of the con¬ 
tracts, there was tittle discussion on 
the source of funding — the existing 
operating budget. 

' Superior officers (sergeants and 
lieutenants) will see an increase of 
3.99 percent in the first year, and 
5.56 percent in the second. The total 
cost to the town is $17,738 in the first 
fiscal year, and $25,685 in the 
second. 

The clerical association bargained 
for a wage increase of 3.75 percent in 
the current fiscal year, for a cost of 
$16,726, and 5.53 percent in FY92, for 
a cost of $25,552. 

Members of the Winchester 
Employees Association, which 
includes public works employees, 
will see a 3.84 percent increase in the 
current fiscal year and a 6.04 per¬ 
cent hike in FY92. The measures 
cost the town a total of $72,246 in 
FY91, and $118,192 in FY92. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said all raises for municipal 
employees are funded from within 
existing budgets, with no request for 
free cash appropriation in the first 
year. 

“We feel it's important the people 
who work for the town are appropri¬ 
ately paid,” said Maurer. However, 
Maurer said in light of current tough 
fiscal times, employees understood 
during negotiations that “if an 
adjustment in wages is to be given, 
inductions in personnel are going to 
be incurred.” 

Z But while Town Meeting member 
AJnthony Conte said he was "happy 
We’re not going to be raiding free 
Cash for this year’s proposed con 
fifacts,” he said he was concerned 
succeeding years. Conte asked 
Maurer to assure Town Meeting the 
$wn budget would be able to sustain 
the raises in future years.

Cost of stamps is on the rise

Gone are the days when a letter- 
writer or bill-payer could plunk 
down a five-dollar bill at the local 
post office and expect to get a book 
of stamps. 

On Sunday, Feb. 3, at 12:01 a.m., 
all that will change as the United 
States Postal Service increases the 
price of a stamp to 29 cents. 

According to U.S. Post Office 
spokesperson Lisa Graffeo, the price 
hike is a result of the increased cost 
of delivering mail. Post offices, she 
said, are “experiencing rising costs 
just like every other business.” 

Graffeo said that in 1982, the U.S. 
Post Office stopped receiving subsi¬ 
dies from the federal government. 
Since that time, post offices have 


become self-sufficient. 

Transportation, energy and utili¬ 
ties costs have also been on the rise 
and forced the 4-cent-per-stamp 
increase, Graffeo said. 

Graffeo said private carriers, like 
Federal Express or United Postal 
Service, have not cut into the U.S. 
Postal Service’s workload. "We 
handle more mall in one day than 
they do in one year," said Graffeo. 

And far those who miss the boat on 
the postal increase, Graffeo says 
they will find their letters returned 
with postage due, or forwarded to 
the receiver with postage due. 
“Somebody’s going to have to pay 
(the increase],” said Graffeo. 

However, Graffeo said lots of publ¬ 
icity has made most people aware of 
the price hike.

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Talking to children about war

Talking to children about war can 
be tough — especially if you’re not 
exactly sure where you stand on the 
issue. 

But according to Greta Roberts, a 
licensed social worker at Winchester 
Hospital, the most important thing is 
to listen to children. 

War, said Roberts, "arouses lots 
of insecurities. Children are asking 
questions more out of a need for 
reassurance that they’re safe. 

“The general feeling is, life isn't 
really as secure as it was. Parents 
need to tune into that,” she added. 

From younger children may come 


direct questions like "Are we going 
to be bombed?” Roberts said. She 
suggests parents show children on a 
map or globe the distance between 
the Middle Eastern countries and 
the United States. “Assure them it is 
very far away, that they are not in 
physical danger," she said. “That’s 
the type of reasoning they need more 
than anything else.” 

Older children may want more 
technical information, said Roberts. 
“It's better to give them information 
than to have them fantasize 
answers,” she said. 

“I don't think parents have to be 
afraid to tell their children what 
they’re asking,” Roberts added. “It 
can be a positive thing that they 


have a grasp of a world event.” 

But Roberts said children can 
often pick up on feelings within a 
home, and a poor economy coupled 
with a war may result in greater 
feelings of anxiety for children. 

“If kids are afraid, [parents! need 
to address that and answer ques¬ 
tions. Being for or being against [ the 
war] is more of an adult level,” she 
said. “If adults aren't sure where 
they stand, it's o.k.” 

Roberts also said parents should 
not discourage their children's 
active gestures to become involved 
— such as writing letters to soldiers, 
or visiting a neighbor who has a 
relative in the military. 


“Taking action, rather than just 
sitting and watching the news helps 
children feel they have some control 
on what’s happening,” she said. 
“It’s a good thing to encourage.” 
However, Roberts said the activities 
should come from the child, and not 
pressured by the parent. 

“Any action, any involvement is 
positive in terms of feeling some 
mastery and control ” she «miH 
But the big question, she said, is 
what impact the age of technology — 
including detailed news reports on 
television — has on children. 

“Maybe it does take more moni¬ 
toring right now ... Feeling secure is 
the most important thing [for child¬ 
ren],” she added.

"At this stage of the game,” said 
Alper, “this committee is not inter¬ 
ested in pursuing litigation we think 
is going to fail. This is a good 
compromise.” 

Vreeland said adjudicatory pro¬ 
ceedings are pending and neighbors 
interested in acting as interveners in 
the case could still do so. As 
interveners, residents would need to 
show good cause for their interest in 
the case and would then be informed 
of future proceedings on the issue. 

Neighbor Brooke Green of Cox 
Road, however, said involvement in 
the issue now might be too late. He 
said he found the process had 
severely curtailed public input. 

“I hope you’re not getting the idea 
that it’s you as a commission not 
doing your job,” said Green. “It’s 
the process,”

Vreeland said the original plan 
submitted by Giambro called for a 
concrete retaining wall 60-feet long 
by 10 - to 12 -feet high, with homes to 
be located on the edge of the water. 
This was the plan denied by the 
Conservation Commission and 
upheld by DEP. 

However, during settlement nego¬ 
tiations, a new option was proposed, 
which eliminated the retaining wall 
and placed a 50-foot buffer of vegeta¬ 
tion between the properties and the 
pond, with a stone ledge providing 
support for the vegetation. 

Vegetation from one side of Smith 
Pond would be transported to the 
proposed development side to create 
the barrier, using trucks and mat¬ 
ting over the pond in the winter, 
when it would be ice-covered. In 
addition, a dam would be replaced to 
bring the water level up from its 
current marsh-like state, said Vree¬ 
land. Also, future homes would be 
positioned further back on the lots.

Housing Authority, a joint commit¬ 
tee of the remaining Housing 
Authority members and selectmen 
will appoint a resident to fill out the 
vacancy until the next election. 

In the case of Town Meeting slots, 
vacancies are filled by a caucus of 
the remaining members until the 
next election, Ward said. 

Although Ward wouldn’t speculate 
as to why there appears to be grea¬ 
ter interest in running for town 
office this season, she said Town 
Meeting in particular has drawn out 
a number of first-time runners. 

Town Meeting races are shaping 
up as follows: 


eight three-year terms 

Precinct 2: seven candidates for 
eight three-year terms; and one can¬ 
didate for one one-year term. 

Precinct 3: nine candidates for 
eight three-year terms. 

Precinct 4: nine residents are 
seeking eight three-year terms. 

Precinct 5:11 candidates are run¬ 
ning for eight three-year terms; and 
no one has pulled papers for one 
one-year term. 

Precinct 6: 17 residents are vying 
for eight three-year terms.

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EDITORIAL 


This one’s not 
another Vietnam 

Every night they flood Into the livingroom, images of war and images of 
protest. 

It all happened so fast that it seems surreal. 

To those who lived through the Vietnam era, some of the images seem 
eerily familiar: the battle film, military briefings, White House statements, 
street demonstrations. 

But the Persian Gulf war differs radically from Vietnam. 

The United States did not belong in Southeast Asia. It had no vital interest 
in Vietnam. 

Yet its government underwrote Vietnamese puppet governments and 
ignored the interests of other sovereign nations in the region because it had 
to battle the bogeyman of communist expansion. 

Presidents Lyndon Johnson and Richard Nixon fed Americans small doses 
of escalation in Vietnam, assuring the public that our Indochinese involve¬ 
ment was a limited one. 

That limited-involvement myth betrayed all parties. It shackled American 
soldiers, soured American students and stripped South Vietnam of leader¬ 
ship and dignity. 

During that conflict, the images of war washed into our livingrooms, too. 

But the Persian Gulf is not Vietnam; George Bush is not Lyndon Johnson 
or Richard Nixon; Saddam Hussein is not Ho Chi Min; America does have 
vested interests in the Persian Gulf; the international communist hegemony 
is an anachronism, at least for the moment, and the United Nations has 
sanctioned the use of force to remove Hussein from Kuwait. 

Granted, the West should have spent the 17 years since the 1973 Arab oil 
crisis developing alternative energy sources to decouple Western economies 
from Mideast politics. 

And granted, the United States government succored Saddam Hussein in 
his eight-year war with Iran. 

But there can be no question in this war that Hussein transgressed every 
precept of international law in his takeover of Kuwait. 

Since the start of United Nations bombing, Hussein has launched 
unprovoked missile attacks on Israel, another clear violation of internation¬ 
al law. 

Even among the loudest protesters of the war, few will argue that Saddam 
is in the right. 

The key question the United Nations faced,after the Kuwait takeover was 
one of tactics: whether to stop Saddam aggression through economic 
sanctions or through military action. The United Nations approved force, as 
did the U.S. Congress, British Parliament and French General Assembly. 
Even the Soviet Union and Syria’s Hafez al Assad — blood enemy to Israel 
and sponsor of international terrorism — condemned Iraqi aggression. 

In Vietnam, we faced commited North Vietnamese troops seeking to 
establish their own nationalism. In the Gulf, we face a madman who wants to 
erase all Arab borders, annihilate Israel and hold two-thirds of the world's 
know oil reserves hostage. 

No Soviets will rein him in to avoid a superpower clash; no other Arabs 
will temper him; no words will change his course. 

Anti-war thinkers have the right — the duty — to speak out against the 
administration’s course in the Gulf. 

But the arguments must fit the war. 

Americans can protest that there are better ways to stop Hussein, or that 
other United Nations countries should shoulder more of the burden, or that 
all war is evil. 

They cannot logically charge the nation with fighting another secret war 
against an idea as it did in Vietnam. 

War horrifies all thinking people. 

In this case, the only thing more horrifying is the alternative: 

Saddam with the bomb.

Now I really have found the truest 
and most profound passage written 
in English, and it appears in a book 
called “Dave Barry Turns 40,” a 
compendium on the subject by Dave 
Barrv himself, a columnist for the 


“Miami Herald”: "Remember 
when we all truly believed that 1 if 
society treated boys and girls exact¬ 
ly the same,” it goes, "then they 
wouldn't be bound by sexual ste¬ 
reotypes and the boys could grow up 
to be sensitive and the girls could 
grow up to be linebackers? Ha! Boy 
were we ever idealistic! By which I 
mean stupid! Because when we look 
at actual children, no matter how 
they were raised, we notice immedi¬ 
ately that little girls are in fact 
smaller versions of real human 
beings, whereas little boys are Pod 
People from the Planet Destructo," 

Now is this profound? Sublime? 
Inarguable? You know it is if you 
have even one of the Pod People 
living in your house.

Lynch parents want 

School com action 

The following letter to the School 
Committee was submitted to the 
Star for publication. 

Dear Members of the School 
Committee: 

At your meeting of Nov. 13. you all 
publicly committed to support redis¬ 
tricting arid/or the reassignment of 
students to alleviate acknowledged 
problems al the Lynch School. 

At your Jan. 8 meeting, several of 
you used the current teachers' con¬ 


tract negotiations and the uncertain¬ 
ty over the 1991-92 budget t both of 
which we recognize as important 
issues) to renege on your commit¬ 
ments. The acknowledged and 
much-discussed problem of crowd¬ 
ing at the Lincoln School seemed to 
dispappear as once again you gave 
the appearance of giving in to spe¬ 
cial interests and political pressure. 

At your meeting on Jan. 15, you 
were prepared to make the token 
gesture of moving two of the five 
townwide services housed at Lynch 
to other schools, when you were 
reminded that the parents whose 
children would be affected had not 
had the chance to discuss this 
change. (How different from the 
open and repeated invitation given 
to parents who might have had to 
move into Lynch.) In the event that 
the parents of children with special 
needs do not raise substantial objec¬ 
tions, it seems reasonable to assume 
that the K-l Readiness Class and the 
Intermediate Special Needs class 
will bo removed from Lynch. 

We feel that the impact of this 
change to the total Lynch population 
will be almost negligible. In the 
instance of the K-l class, it has had a 
positive effect on the school because 
the families who are involved in it 
for a year and get to know the school 
spread the word about their good 
experience, Your solution, however, 
does nothing to resolve the class¬ 
room problems that result from the 
high number of children who speak 
English as a second language, the 
high number of children recognized 
by state and welfare agencies, the 


high number of children who come 
and go during the year, and the high 
number of children who are at a 
distinct socio-economic disadvan¬ 
tage when compared with the rest of 
Winchester. 

These children are not inferior, 
and we resent that inference made 
by many. But these children do 
bring their complex situations to 
school with them, and our teachers 
and staff must cope as best they can. 
The education of every child in the 
building is affected as a result, 

We feel that a major redistricting 
plan is the only solution to the prob¬ 
lems at the Lynch, and we have been 
calmly and rationally telling you 
that for the last 10 years. At your 
November meetings, many of you 
seemed to agree with us: 

•Mr. Lombardi: “I do perceive a 
problem with the Lynch 
population.” 

•Dr. Ronayne: “Lynch has some 
serious socio-economic problems.” 

•Mrs. McCarter: “If we don’t deal 
with them (problems), they’ll only 
go on and on,.,” 

•Mr. O’Connell: “We cannot shut 
our eyes to the situation...to the 
extent we can bring about improve¬ 
ment.,.we must try to do it.” 

If a major redistricting plan 
seems impossible to consider at the 
moment, then we feel that you 
should at least commit yourselves to 
it for a definite future date, and in i 
the meantime insure that Lynch 
receives no split-grade classes, and I 
is given a lower student/teacher 
ratio than the other four elementary

1958: 23 years ago 

Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr. of Mt. 
Vernon Street announced his 
appointment to the chairmanship of 
the 1958 Heart Fund in Winchester. 
The annual campaign was spon¬ 
sored by the Massachusett Heart 
Association, the only organization 
devoted exclusively to the conquest 
of cardiovascular disease, which 
was considered Winchester’s num¬ 
ber one health problem. 


The Winchester Star featured 
photos of the wreckage of a F-94 
interceptor on Lowell Street in 
Arlington. Two army lieutenants 
were killed in the crash. Reports 
concluded that two jets collided in 
mid-air at speeds reported to be 
nearly 450 mph. The T-33 trainer 
from Stewart Air Force Base fell to 
the ground after two airmen had 
parachuted to safety. 


At Winchester’s E.M. Loew’s The¬ 
ater was Frank Sinatra, Kim Novak 
and Rita Hayworth in “Pal Joey,” 
Charles Coburn in "Town on Trial" 
and David Wayne and Jerry Lewis 
in "Sad Sack.” 


Dr. George E. Kimball of Everett 
Avenue told a group of League of 
Women Voters that by the year 1982, 
Winchester’s public secondary 
schools could have more than 3,000 
students compared to the 1,562 
enrolled in 1958.

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School is 
outdated

On May 30, 1904, exactly one 
month after the opening of the St. 
Louis Worlds Fair, a steady 
stream of proud Winchester citi¬ 
zens trekked up the hill above 
Mill Pond to inspect the new 
Winchester High School. 

Many came from the outlying 
districts on the electric trolley 
cars, a few alighted graciously at 
the Washington Street porte 
cochere from brass-trimmed 
horseless carriages — and not a 
few walked the short distances 
from their homes. 

Townspeople nodded with pride 
as Boston architect Herbert D. 
Hale expounded on the virtues of 
their new three-story, fireproof 
high school building. 

The lovely Georgian-style 
structure of gray brick presided 
majestically above the Square on 
its hilltop site. Prior to 1903, this 
site contained a number of old 
wooden houses — and the home¬ 
stead of Zachariah Symmes, 
which stood near the present site 
of the War Memorial on Main 
Street. Our Zachariah, whose 
daughter Nancy Howe gave this 
land to the town, was the nephew 
of the first Zachariah Symmes 
who lived within the area of our 
present town. 

As citizens admired the new 
building they noted the cheerful 
lunch room in the center of the 
basement — flanked by dressing 
rooms for the adjacent gymna¬ 
sium There was also a “Bicycle 
Room” provided to keep those 
conveyances warm and dry dur¬ 
ing foul weather. 

Most classrooms measured 30 
by 35 feet and contained 48 desks

Walls below the black¬ 
boards were faced with burlap, 
and these areas together with the 
upper walls were tinted olive 
green. That color in 1904 was 
thought to be least harmful to the 
scholars eyes.

Major architectural highlights 
of the building were the front 
vestibule with its marble stairs 
and floor (destroyed when the 
office bay was built at the main 
entrance in 1956) and the library 
on the second floor which was 
finished in English-style quar¬ 
tered oak with a panelled dadoe 
and a beautiful working 
fireplace. 

By 1932, a new gymnasium and 
auditorium had been added to the 
rear and it was in that final 
configuration, until the gradua¬ 
tion of the Class of 1955, that the 
building served as Winchester’s 
high school. 

The building holds many 
memories for older townspeople. 
The EnKa Society was formed as 
a benevolent organization after 
all “secret” sororities and frater¬ 
nities were banned at the high 
school. 

In 1947, Lt. Col. Johnny 
“Steamer” Hanlon collected hun¬ 
dreds of bedsheets to return to 
Hemroulle, Belguim in the audi¬ 
torium and a massive choral con¬ 
cert was held there in 1950 to

swam from one end of Mill Pond 
to the other — snapping turtles 
and all! 

Middle-aged Winchester citi¬ 
zens find it impossible to forget 
“Tex” Keeney, Ella Stacy, 
“Ted” Bartlett, Will Skerry, Hen¬ 
ry Fitts, Marion Bailey, 
“Madame” Genicot and Princi¬ 
pal Wade Grindle, as they gaze 
up to the “Lincoln School” of 
1991. 

The time has come, however, to 
consider the future of this 
87-year-old school building. It is 
no longer fit for secondary school 
use and it was never appropriate 
for adaption into an elementary 
school. 

To close a modern and efficient 
elementary school in order to 
retain this outmoded facility 
would be a disservice to Winches¬ 
ter taxpayers and a tragedy to 
our students.

Discussion on quality 

should be ‘elevated’ 

TO THE EDITOR; 

If the debate over the Winchester 
schools for the last two years has 
shown us anything it is that the 
well-intentioned among us are strug¬ 
gling to define quality education in

terms that do not undermine all the 
efforts of the past nor single out one 
segment of the population to bear 
the brunt of the hard choices that 
need to be made in the months and 
perhaps, years, ahead. 

Listening closely, one would have 
heard quality variously defined in 
terms such as class-size, programs, 
per pupil expenditures and teacher 
salaries. Unfortunately, precious 
little light and understanding have 
been shed on this subject by those 
chartered with the responsibility. 

Indeed, the subject reared its ugly 
head again as the proponents of last 
spring’s agreement that resulted in 
the maintenance of five elementary 
schools went head-to-head at a 
recent School Committee meeting. 
The agreement attempts to define 
quality by pupil-teacher ratios 
(among other subjective criteria), 
yet calls for a school closing, among 
other choices, if present funding 
cannot be maintained. It is difficult 
to understand how closing a school 
will result in maintaining current 
class sizes — an increase would be 
much more likely. 

More critically, however, 1 use 
this example to point out that once 
again a decision is put forward prior 
to the debate required to define 


quality education in terms of politi¬ 
cal reality and student achievement. 
And on it goes. 

Fortunately, Winchester need not 
continue to grope after quality in a 
darkened room. In a new book, 
"Politics, Markets, and America’s 
Schools (1990)," John Chubb and 
Terry Moe of the Brookings Institu¬ 
tion analyzed over several years 
more than 20,000 students, teachers 
and principals in a nationwide 
sample of 500 schools to determine 
the institutional influences of stu¬ 
dent achievement. Their findings 
should provide a sound touchstone 
for Winchester as the debate over 
quality education is joined. 

Contrary to prevailing opinion, 
Chubb and Moe, both political scien¬ 
tists whose specialty is analyzing 
institutions, reiterate that research¬ 
ers have generally been unable to 
establish a statistically significant 
relationship between student 
achievement and any of the school 
characteristics that are often 
thought important: teacher-pupil 
ratios, teacher education, teacher 
salaries, and per pupil expenditures. 

Yet how much of the recent fric¬ 
tion over the school’s budget has 
been centered around just these

The House — “Beacon Hill Roll Call 
records local representatives’ votes 
on late roll calls from the final 1990 
formal sessions of the legislature. 

Solid Waste (H 6386) — House 89-41, 
suspended rules to allow immediate 
consideration of the solid waste bill. 
The bill repeals a law passed in July 
prohibiting a facility from being 
located in a community on a site 
which i9 less than one-half mile from 
the border line of an abutting city or 
town. Suspension supporters said 
the bill should be acted upon imme¬ 
diately because it has been very 
difficult to site recycling facilities in 
the state. Opponents said the bill is a 
special interest measure for deve¬ 
lopers and charged it as being 
rushed through the legislature in a 
lame duck session. 

A Yea vote is for rule suspension. 
A Nay vote is against rule 
suspension. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

Postpone (H 6386) — House 111-23, 
refused to postpone action on the 
solid waste bill for two weeks. Post¬ 
ponement supporters said the delay 
will kill the bill which should not be 
rushed through the legislature with¬ 
out sufficient debate during a lame 
duck session. Opponents said the bill 
attempts to repeal a prohibition 
passed by the Senate at 3 a.m. in 
July and noted the prohibition has 
made it difficult to site any recycling 
facilities. 

A Yea vote is for postponement. A 
Nay vote is against postponement. 

Casey did not vote. 

Banks <H 6299) — House 74-57, 
rejected a controversial 25 page bill 


changing the rules of the state’s 
Central Fund which is designed to 
supplement the Federal Deposit 
Insurance System and insure bank 
depositors with more than $100,000 in 
participating banks. Some provi¬ 
sions of tne complicated bill include 
making the fund voluntary; requir¬ 
ing banks which withdraw from the 
fund to keep their money in the pool 
for at least one year; and allowing 
directors to expel banks which act 
irresponsibly in their loan busines¬ 
ses. Supporters said this is a pro- 
consumer bill which will make 
major changes and ultimately help 
protect depositors. Some opponents 
said the bill will result in a shutdown 
of the Central Fund and will hurt 
consumers. Others said the legisla¬ 
ture has not had time to read and 
understand this complicated 25 page 
bill. 

A Yea vote is or the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Casey did not vote. 

Adjourn — At 8:15 p,m., the House 
104-27, refused to adjourn and recon¬ 
vene in three days. Supporters said a 
late night lame duck session is irres¬ 
ponsible and unnecessary. Oppo¬ 
nents said the House should remain 
in session and finish its work. 

A Yea vote is for adjournment. A 
Nay vote is against adjournment. 

Casey did not vote. 

Courts (H 6401) — House 79-49, 
approved an amendment to a bill 
giving the chief administrative jus¬ 
tice of the trial court and the chief 
justice of the appeals court the pow¬ 
er to shift funds between courts. The 
amendment would give the power to 
the House and Senate Ways and 
Means committees to approve or 
reject the transfer proposals within 
three days. Amendment supporters 
said this would allow the legislature 


to retain some oversight and control 
over the transfer of funds as the 
courts try to deal with the budget 
cuts. Oponents said the amendment 
would continue business as usual 
and argued the legislature should 
stop meddling and remove itself 
from the court system. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment 
giving the legislature approval pow¬ 
er. A Nay vote is against the 
amendment. 

Casey did not vote. 

Balanced Budget (H 1000) — House 
118-34, rejected an amendment 
requiring the Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee to report out and the House to 
approve a balanced budget. Amend¬ 
ment supporters said this will prohi¬ 
bit a repeat of the past few years 
when the House approved budgets 
which were clearly unbalanced. 
Opponents said the constitution 
already requires a balanced budget 
and argued the House should deal 
with individual balanced budgets 
when a specific budget is considered 
by the House. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment 
requiring a balanced budget. A Nay 
vote is against the amendment. 

Casey voted no. 

Public Hearing (H 1000) — House 
120-34, rejected an amendment 
requiring the Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee to hold a public hearing on 
any revenue raising proposal esti¬ 
mated to raise more than $300 mil¬ 
lion. Amendment supporters said 
this will prevent proposals like the 
recent service tax from being 
approved without a public hearing. 
Opponents said major tax plans 
already receive a public hearing. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment 
requiring a public hearing. A Nay 
vote is against the amendment.

characteristics? Refreshingly, 
Chubb and Moe give us an opportuni¬ 
ty to get out from under the oppre- 
sive burden of these unproven char¬ 
acteristics while offering a new 
paradigm that can elevate the 
debate over quality. 

The good news is that their 
research points out that student abil¬ 
ity, school organization, and family 
background, in that order of impor¬ 
tance, are the three major causes of 
student achievement. And school 
organization is a major component 
of school performance: “All things 
being equal,’’ they state, “a student 
in an ineffectively organized school 
over the last two years of high 
school.” 

Shouldn’t Winchester be evaluat¬ 
ing its own schools’ organizational 
performance as we begin to define 
quality and how to get there? It just 
may be that the last thing we should 
do as a town is close a performing 
school. Clearly, Chubb’s and Moe’s 
findings indicate some of our basic 
assumptions could be turned on their 
heads. 

"Politics, Markets, and America’s 
Schools” provides a compelling case 
to define the debate over quality in 
new terms that minimize emotion, 
persona] preferences and other sub¬ 
jective criteria of auality education. 
Moreover, it provides a firm founda¬ 
tion for understanding what works in 
Winchester so we’ll all feel that this 
time around the “contingency 
plans” have everyone’s interests at 
heart. 

It’s time to elevate the level of 
discussion about quality education 
in Winchester without delay. The 
hour is getting late.

Winchester health officials have 
logged a number of rat sightings in 
recent weeks, but do not consider the 
situation a major health hazard. 

Health Director Joseph Tabbi said 
the rate of rat sightings in Winches 
ter is usually sporadic, with occa¬ 
sional cases along waterways in 
town. However, last week several 
rats was reported seen on Thompson 
Street near the Post Office. 

Tabbi said when rats are seen on 
privately owned property, the indiv 
dual is advised to engage the service 
of an exterminator. When a sighting 
is logged near a Winchester pond 
however, the town intervenes with 
placement of rodenticides along the 
waterway. 

Tabbi said the rodenticides are 
placed in burrows away from the 
water's edge to prevent contamina¬ 
tion of the pond. 

Tabbi said the Health Department 
is always trying to eliminate the 
rodent population, but said residents 


who feed Canada geese and ducks 
are inadvertently helping to bolster 
the rat population. 

“We have a constant problem with 
residents feeding the ducks and 
geese.'' said Tabbi He said his 
oifice has recommended placing sig¬ 
nage along the banks of waterways 
to dissuade feeding of the geese, 
however a sign placed near Mill 
Pond last year was vandalized just 
two days after it was erected. 

Health officials in Wakefield are 
also pointing to residents feeding 
geese as the cause of an increase in 


rat sightings in their town. Several 
weeks ago, more than a dozen rats 
were spotted along Lake Quannapo- 
witt, a favorite spot for walkers and 
joggers. 

Owners of the two properties in 
Winchester near the latest sightings 
have hired a private exterminator to 
bait traps for the animals, s:,. i 
Tabbi. 

After inspecting the site earlier 
this week, Tabbi reported spotting 
several rats in the area. He s d thn 
rodents might have a hurra 
the piles of snow.

involved in a national study of edu¬ 
cation reform. Swap said Winches¬ 
ter and other communities like it 
"are not keeping pace" with the 
changing needs of education." 

“If we support quality education, 
we should do more than say so and 
show it,” she said. 

But Selectman William O'Leary 
said he did not support using free 
cash due to financial reasons. 
O'Leary said the financial situation 
in the town and state is not likely to 
improve soon, and cited potential 
hikes in energy costs, reductions in 
local aid and the situation in the 
Persian Gulf. 

“Nobody here is against anybody. 
The voters of Winchester are nerv¬ 
ous about the future,” he said. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said using free cash would 
only compound the town’s financial 
problems in the future. Maurer had 
previously estimated a $1.6 million 


budget shortfall in the next fiscal 
year. 

However, Selectmen Chairman 
Stephen Powers said he believed it 
was "time for a compromise. This is 
a fair and equitable deal.” 

Said Town Meeting member K. 
Bradford Bailey, “We are not going 
to balance our fiscal problems on the 
backs of our teachers, or on our 
children." 

When asked about the school 
department’s contingency plan in 
view of potential future cuts to the 
budget, Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Charles Milsakos said reduc¬ 
tions would come from programs 
and services or staffing levels. Mit- 
sakos said the final option would be 
closing a school. "It's our last alter¬ 
native, and it’s one we hope we don’t 
have to recommend,” Mitsakos 
said. 

Town Meeting member Albert 
Mouradian moved the question, 
which forced the issue to a vote. “If 
Town Meeting members haven’t 


made up their minds now, they nev¬ 
er will," he said. 

But Town Meeting member Ann 
Matarese made a last-ditch effort to 
stall the teachers’ contract by mov¬ 
ing for indefinite postponement until 
a long-term plan could be devised by 
the school department. 

Matarese said she could have sup¬ 
ported the contract "if children had 
not been used in the political pro¬ 
cess.” Matarese asked Town Meet¬ 
ing to send the School Committee 
back to the bargaining table to work 
out a three-year contract. 

“You win a battle tonight and 
you’re losing a war.

When asked about the school 
department’s contingency plan in 
view of potential future cuts to the 
budget, Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Charles Mitsakos said reduc¬ 
tions would come from programs 
and services or staffing levels. Mit¬ 
sakos said the final option would be 
closing a school. “It’s our last alter¬ 
native, and it’s one we hope we don’t 
have to recommend,” Mitsakos 
said. 

Town Meeting member Albert 
Mouradian moved the question, 
which forced the issue to a vote. “If 
Town Meeting members haven’t 


compromise." 

However, two selectmen, Judith 
Muggia and William O’Leary, 
favored a plan to fund the entire 
contract out of the school’s operat¬ 
ing budget. 

“[Free cash] is meant to be a 
safety net,” said Muggia. “It was 
never meant to be used to fund 
contracts.” 

Selectman O’Leary said the two 
boards had discussed placing a pro¬ 
vision for a 2 percent raise in the 
operating budget last spring and 
that both boards were aware addi¬ 
tional bargaining would have to 
come out of the operating budget. 

“We weren’t happy about that,”

said O’Leary, “but we lived within 
the mandate of the town and the 
voters ... Whatever deal you made, 
you have to pay for it yourself.” 

However, School Committee 
member Michael Ronayne ques¬ 
tioned using funds from free cash 
last spring to keep the Vinson Owen 
School open, and the reluctance on 
the part of Town Meeting to use the 
cash to fund the teachers’ contract. 

O’Leary said he felt the linkage 
between the Vinson Owen issue and 
the teachers' contract was 
“inappropriate." 

However, School Committee 
member Mark Lombardi said, “My 
feeling is, the less out of free cash, 
the better." 

Member Alice McCarter said the 
teachers’ union is the largest town 
union. The decision to request fund¬ 
ing from free cash was made in 
order to strike a workable deal with 
the union, without giving up bargain¬ 
ing power, she added. 

Ronayne and McCarter abstained 
from voting on the new proposal. 
The final vote was 3-2 in favor, on 
both boards. The Finance Commit¬ 
tee was opposed to any appropria¬ 
tion from free cash. 

The School Committee and Board 
of Selectmen have met on a quarter¬ 
ly basis in order to set figures for 
projected revenue and discuss fiscal 
matters. Town Moderator John Sul¬ 
livan, who oversees the group ses¬ 
sions, said communication on 
revenue numbers had improved.

Revitalized Sachems

As the old saying goes: “If at first 
you don’t succeed, try, try again.” 

And that’s exactly what Winches¬ 
ter High School's struggling boys 
basketball team did Jan. 25 at the 
Winchester Field House.

raced State and New England 
Champion Paul Davis of Franklin. 
In the late exchanges Turcotte 
scored an escape, a takedown and a 
reverse. He couldn't overcome 
Davis' early lead but showed that he 
could attack the leg ride with dis¬ 
patch and avoided the appellation 
"patsy” by a wide margin. 

Jeff Foster (135) won by fall 
(Nashoba Valley), tech fall (Shaws- 
heen) and a 5-1 decision in the semi¬ 
finals (Tewksbury). In the finals, 
Foster had a rematch with Ben Ring 
of St. John’s who had beaten him 
decisively in the Lowell Tournament 
semifinals. 

When Ring got the takedown, how¬ 
ever, Foster fired a switch for an 
almost instantaneous reverse and 
began to pound Ring into the mat. So 
effective was Foster's pressure that 
Ring was warned for stalling and 
Foster built a steady lead with 
another reverse and a takedown of 
his own. 

The constant mat mopping using 
Ring’s head paid off in the third 
when Foster saw an opportunity for 
a stepover turn which he converted 
to a double crab, a fall and the 
tournament championship. With this 
win, Foster is 25-2 overall, unde¬ 
feated in dual meets, and a probable 
state champion. 

Will Thilly (140) went to 25-0 for 
the season on a day without any 
serious competition. A pin (North 
Attleboro), another pin (Milford) 
and a superior decision (Tewks¬ 
bury) gave him his third tournament 
championship of the season. How he 
did it was interesting. 

In the semifinals, this man from 
Milford was dummying-up on the 
bottom and the kind-hearted referee 
vyas letting this pass without stalling 
points. Thilly released, took two 
steps back and, when the anticipated 
attack came, threw the attacker 
high over his back for the takedown 
.and fall. 

In the finals, with the first-place 
team score out of reach, Coach Lar¬ 
ry Tremblay called for a takedown 
clinic against a strong and aggres¬ 
sive opponent, Barrasso ol Tewks¬ 
bury. The first ultralow single leg 
resulted in a human knot but the 
second was so fast that anybody 
glancing at the scoreboard missed 
it. 

Pushing his man away out of a 
struggle, Thilly hit a second take¬ 
down almost as fast as the first and 
had a 4-1 lead. In the second he 
turned an upper body counter into a 
whizzer throw and gave two more 
intentional escapes followed by two 
more intentional takedowns. 

In the third, Thilly used an inside 
reap for this eighth takedown of the 
match. Somewhere in the melee, 
Barrasso threw a punch which Thil¬ 
ly took on the earguard and, guess 
what, countered with a drop for 
another takedown. Barring injury or 
disease, Thilly is a fair bet to win the 


state championship and then take on 
whatever the rest of New England 
has to offer. 

Chris Ebanks (145) began his day 
with two pins (Greater Lowell, Mel¬ 
rose) and an overtime 3-1 decision 
over Franklin in the semifinals. In 
the finals, Ebanks faced Freitag of 
Tewksbury who had punished 
Ebanks with a 15-6 drubbing in the 
finals at Lowell. After such an 
experience, it is understandable that 
a young person might regard a 
rematch as a potential low moment 
on an otherwise pleasant weekend. 
Ebanks played very cautiously. 

There were no points in the first 
period. Ebanks gave an intentional 
escape in the second and went after 
a takedown. His efforts were less 
than aggressive; it was Freitag who 
shot hard and kept coming to take a 
3-0 lead at the end of the second. In 
the third, it was Ebanks with the 
escape and then a fine single-leg 
shot, leg lift and trip which tied the 
match 3-3. 

Freitag escaped again and would 
have won the match in regulation 
time but for a stalling point awarded 
Ebanks for Freitag's coyness in the 
matter of defense. 

In sudden death overtime, Ebanks 
froze, Freitag dropped to the right 
leg and won the match and champ¬ 
ionship. Ebanks has probably fig¬ 
ured out that he can beat Freitag if 
he had a reliable low (very low) 
single leg move. He needs to beat 
Freitag to be state champion. It’s 
that simple. 

Co-captain Mike Britt (152) has 
worked steadily to improve a signif¬ 
icant number of wrestling moves 
which use leverage and positioning. 
All of this came together to give 
Britt his first tournament victory on 
Saturday. He opened with a pin 
(Shawsheen) and two close deci¬ 
sions over Franklin (6-0) and Grea¬ 
ter Lowell (4-3). 

In the finals, Frasca of Greater 
Lawrence clearly looked like a man 
who had been offered a free lunch. 
What he got, however, was his lunch 
handed to him. Britt disregarded a 
swarming, rolling attack and kept 
his balance and the takedown with a 
headlock counter. 

In the second, Frasca hit a fast 
hard switch on the whistle but Britt 
made his best move of the day and 
one of the best anybody made in the 
tournament with a following counter 
which used the minimum of energy 
and covered the smallest distance 
permitted by the physiognomy of the 
combatants. 

With the lead 2-1 in the third, Britt 
was on the bottom and being ridden 
hard. He worked frequently to his 
feet but fell just short of the desired 
escape. He changed tactics after 
going out of bounds and scored a 
reverse with a masterful switch in 
which no portion of his body save his 
right fifth metatarsal touched the 
mat. Going conservative with the 
lead, Britt drew a stalling penalty 


(praiseworthy considering the 
circumstances). 

Frasca erupted for an escape and 
fired in with an upperbody attack 
with seconds remaining. Britt coun¬ 
tered with underhooks and lift for 
the takedown and the buzzer sound¬ 
ed with Frasca on his back and Britt 
adjusting a double crab for the fall in 
case more time should appear on the 
clock. It was a fine 6-3 win for the 
senior who has worked harder than 
most to master this oldest sport, 

Joe Bustamonte (160) lost a deci¬ 
sion to Reading in the opening round 
and was out of the tournament when 
his opponent lost his next match. 
Only first-round losers to subsequent 
winners were eligible for repe- 
charge in this tournament. 


Campbell Foster (171) lost a 
respectable fight to Franklin 9-2. 

His opponent finished third so 
Campbell went into the consolation 
bracket where he scored a superior 
decision over North Attleboro (14-1) 
before retiring by fall in his next 
match. A bit of the third-period wob- 
blies got to Foster in this last match 
as he had built a 5-point lead before 
being caught on his back. 

Jeff Edmands (189) suffered the 
traditional fate of the rookie when he 
drew the 1 seed from Reading in the 
opening round and was pinned 
quicker than right away. Unbelie¬ 
vably, his opponent was upset in the 
next round. A similar fate was doled 
out to Bill Branley (HWT) who gave 
up 40 pounds to a strong and skilled 


opponent from Methuen. Unfortu¬ 
nately his Methuen opponent was hit 
by the tournament champion in the 
second round so Branley, too, did not 
enter repecharge. 

Against Belmont on Jan. 23, the 
scoring was early and often with the 
first eight Sachems winning by fall. 
Belmont won the last five matches 
and that was that. 

However, the best match of this 
particular meet was fought by Britt 
and the highly-ranked Aaron Foster 
of Belmont The match seesawed in 
the first but Brittled 4-3 thanks to a 
clean reach-and-pick single-leg 
takedown in the closing seconds. 
Britt was clearly winning in the 
second as he turned Belmont’s Fos¬ 
ter several times but just missed 


getting back points. 

For one technical error, failing to 
move against Foster's stand-up, 
Britt let himself open for a headlock 
which gave Foster four points from 
a reverse and a nearfall. Britt fought 
hard in the third, got the reverse 
with an inside roll and twice almost 
got a turn for the win. When he lost 
the decision 6-7, he had done his best 
and that is all any mat gnome can 
expect (and no less) from another.

The Homestead Protection Act 
provides for seniors and the disabled 
a $200,000 exemption from creditors 
on property owned by seniors over 65 
years of age.
